Dangerous  Drugs  by  Post 

A  notice  has  been  issued  that  on  and  after  January  1, 
1922,  substances  included  in  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act. 
1920,  may  not  be  forwarded  through  the  international 
mails.  These  substances  are  raw  opium,  medicinal  opium, 
morphine,  cocaine,  ecgonine  and  diamorphine  (heroin)  and 
their  respective  salts,  and  preparations  containing  not 
less  than  one-fifth  per  cent,  of  morphine  or  one-tenth  per- 
cent, of  cocaine,  ecaonine  or  diamorphine  (heroin).  Pro- 
ducts containing  dangerous  drugs  within  the  meaning  of 
the  Act  may  only  be  sent  by  shipment.  It  is  suggested 
by  exporters  that  these  products  should  in  future  be 
ordered  in  larger  quantities  at  less  frequent  intervals  for 
inclusion  in  shipments.

Increasing  Use  of  Leeches 

In  "  The  Times  "  of  December  28  a  brief  article  appears 
recording  and  commenting  upon  "  a  distinct  revival  in 
the  use  of  that  oldest  of  old  therapeutic  measures,  the 
leech."    We  extract  the  following  passage  : 

.Not  long  iago  it  was  said  that  the  trade  in  leeches  was 
one  of  the  "dying  trades.''  According  to  the  "Hospital 
and  Health  Review,"  there  were  in  1870  no  fewer  than  a 
dozen  merchants  in  Paris  who  made  their  living  out  of 
leeches,  each  of  them  selling  between  300,000  and  400,000 
leeches  a  month  at  250  fr.  per  thousand.  Paris  to-day  has 
only  one  firm  of  the  kind,  and  its  sales  are  about  130,000 
per  month  at  60  fr.  per  thousand.  The  "  Assistance 
Publique,"  which  used  to  buy  80,000  fr.  worth  of  leeches, 
now  buys  only  200  fr.  worth.  The  country  most  faithful 
to  the  leech  is  the  United  States  ...  An  authority  of 
wide  experience  declared'  last  week  that  there  has  been  a 
"small  boom"  just  recently,  and  that  some  chemists  could 
easily  dispose  of  double  the  number  they  are  .able  to  buy. 
This"  difficulty  of  supply  is  largely  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
old  leech  "farms"  have  disappeared.  These  farms  had 
ponds  into  which  old  horses  were  made  to  walk  at  stated 
intervals  in  order  to  feed  the  "  stock."  Now  leeches  .are 
fished  for  and  exported  in  baskets  from  Turkey  and  other 
areas.  ^ 
Poisonings 

The  following  cases  of  fatal  poisoning  have  been 
recorded  since  our  last  report  : 

At  Croydon,  Florence  B.  Pretlove,  a  domestic  servant, 
committed  suicide  by  taking  spirit  of  salt  while  of 
unsound  mind. 

Harold  Smith,  a  London  surveyor,  committed  suicide 
by  taking  mercury  perchloride  and  throwing  himself  out 
of  a  moving  train. 

At  Scarborough,  Joshua  Dyson,  PH.C.  assistant  with 
Clare  &  Hunt,  chemists,  South  Street,  committed  suicide 
by  means  of  nicotine  while  of  unsound  mind.  In  record- 
ing the  verdict  at  the  inquest  the  coroner  remarked  that 
the  deceased  had  just  previously  lost  his  situation,  and 
this  and  other  troubles  had  resulted  in  .  an  unbalanced 
condition  of  mind. 

An  inquest  was  held  at  Dewsbury.  recently,  on  the  body 
of  Thomas  Eyke,  retired  shoemaker,  who,  the  evidence 
showed,  had  poisoned  himself  by  drinking  a  solution  nf 
ammonia.  Mr.  Tom  Lawton,  chemist  and  druggist, 
deposed  that  he  had  lately  supplied  the  deceased  with  a 
small  quantity,  as  on  previous  occasions,  in  the  belief  that 
it  was  for  use  in  trade.  An  "Unsound  mind  "  verdict 
was  returned. 
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Birmingham 

Inclement  weather  did  not  tend  to  improve  Christmas 

U  Priestley's  memorial  statue  and  scholarship  has  attained 
its  jubilee  this  year. 

Several  pharmacists  were  among  the  "  specials  '  who 
received  .medals  at  a.  recent  presentation. 

The  President  of  the  Birmingham  Pharmaceutical 
Association  (Mr.  J.  W.  Atkinson)  and  Mrs.  Atkinson 
sent,  through  the  secretary,  Christmas  greetings  to  all 
the  members  of  the  Association. 

Among  the  regulations  which  come  into  force  on 
January  1  at  the  General  Hospital  is-:-"  That  1  per  cent, 
of  the  amount  received  by  the  hospital  by  the  adoption 
of  a  maintenance  charge  should  be  set  aside  to  form  a, 
medical  staff's  equipment  fund,  which  would  be  placed 
at  the  disposal  of  the  medical  staff,  either  for  the  pur- 
chase of  special  equipment  or  apparatus,  or  in  any  other 
way  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  staff,  would  be  of  benefit 
to  the  hospital." 

At  the  opening  of  the  business  at  Victoria  Courts,  on 
December  24,  tribute  was  paid  to  the  life ,  and  public 
work  of  the  late  Sir  Thomas  Barclay  by  Mr.  >S.  E.  Short, 
who  presided  over  the  Bench.  Sir  Thomas,  he  said,  had 
been  prominent  in  the  religious,  political,  social,  and 
-administrative  life  of  the  city  for  more  years  than  some 
of  those  present  had  lived.  To  that  service  he  brought 
an  earnestness,  r^pe  judgment,  and  devotion  which  left 
nothing  to  be  desired.  Though  latterly  his  advanced  age 
■curtailed  his  activities,  he  remained  devoted  to  the  city's 
interests.  To  Lady  Barclay  and  members  of  the  family 
the  magistrates  tendered  their  deep  condolence.  Among 
those  present  in  court  was  Mr.  Alfred  Southall.  The 
offices  and  works  of  Southall  Bros.  &  Barclay,  Ltd.,  were 
closed  on  December  28,  the  day  of  the  funeral.  Further

Pharmacists  are  being  urged  by  some  travellers  to 
buy  low-priced  lines  in  order  to  sell  certain  goods  in 
stock  at  reduced  prices. 

The  amalgamation  of-  the  London  and  North-Western 
and  the  Lancashire  and  Yorkshire  Railways,  which 
dates  from  January  1,  1922,  is  of  far-reaching  importance 
in  this  district. 

Mr.  H.  Hi  Knight,  Liverpool  Eoad,  Great  Crosby, 
has  taken  into  partnership  his  manager,  Mr.  D.  Rich, 
chemist  and  druggist,  and  the  style  of  the  firm  is 
changed  to  Knight  &  Rich. 

The  representative  of  a  manufacturing  firm  sent  to 
Liverpool  the  other  day  found  that  one  of  his  pharma- 
ceutical customers  was  ill  in  bed,  a  young  son  being  at 
the  counter.  The  traveller  handed  over  his  samples  and 
prices,  and  the  son  went  upstairs  and  played  the  part 
of  "  bagman,"  descending  with  a  good  order. 

•Miscellaneous 

In  the  Courts. — At  Westminster  Police  Court,  on 
December  23,  Francis  W.  Fitzgerald,  chemical  merchant, 
Forest  Gate,  charged  on  remand  with  conspiring  with 
other  persons  to  steal  guns  and  ammunition  (C.  ■&  D., 
December  17,  p.  43),  was  discharged. 

London  College  Reunion. — The  annual  reunion  of 
students  and  members  of  the  staff  of  the  London  College 
of  Pharmacy  was  held  in  the  Great  Eastern  Hotel, 
London,  E.C.,  on  December  21.  About  100  guests  sat 
.down  to  dinner,  which  was  followed  by  a  dance.  The 
principal,  Mr.  Henry  Wootton,  B.Sc,  occupied  the  chair, 
and  an  enjoyable  evening  was  spent. 

Alleged  dumping  of  gold  leaf. — The  Board  of  Trade 
have  referred  to  a  committee,  of  which  Dr.  J.  H.  Clapham, 
C.B.E.,  is  chairman,  a  complaint  that  gold  leaf  manufac- 
tured in  Germany  is  being  sold,  or  offered  for  sale,  in  the 


United  Kingdom  under  conditions  to  which  the  Safe- 
guarding of  Industries  Act  applies.  The  secretary  is  Mr. 
D.  Haigh,  Board  of  Trade,  Great  George  Street,  S.W.  1, 
and  the  first  meeting  of  the  committee  to  take  evidence 
will  be  on  January  9,  at  5  Old  Palace  Yard,  Westminster. 

Standards  suggested  for  poultry  foods. — The 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  has  been  ap- 
proached, on  behalf  of  owners  of  poultry,  with  a  request 
to  indicate  the  composition  of  Sussex  ground  oats,  clover 
meal,  fish  meal,  and  meat  meal,  and  to  prohibit  the  sale 
of  materials  under  these  descriptions  not  complying  with 
the  requirements  indicated  by  the  Ministry.  Fish  meal 
has  already  received  consideration  in  the  Ministry's 
leaflet  No.  333,  and,  to  meet  the  demand  for  guarantees, 
the  Association  of  Fish  Meal,  Fish  Guano,  and  Fish  Oil 
Manufacturers  have  agreed  to  produce  a  meal  from  white 
fish  only,  to  be  sold  as  "white  fish  meal,"  to  contain 
not  less  than  55  per  cent,  of  albuminoids  and  16  per  cent, 
of  calcium  phosphate,  with  not  more  than  5  per  cent,  of 
oil  and  4  per  cent,  of  salt.  The  composition  of  meat 
meal  remains  to  be  dealt  with. 


Belfast 

As  alarming  statements  have  recently  appeared  in  the 
Press  alleging  the  increase  in  methylated-spirit'  drinking 
in  the  North  of  Ireland,  a  deputation  from  the  Ulster 
Retail  Drug  Trade  Association  waited  on  the  local  Excise 
authorities  and  assured  them  that,  if  the  reports  are 
correct,  the  members  will  do  all  in  their  power  to  put 
a  stop  to  such  illicit  use  of  the  spirit.  The  Excise  autho- 
rities, however,  are  of  opinion  that  there  is  no  abnormal 
increase  in  the  sale  of  methylated  spirit,  and  that  no 
reasons  exist  at  present  for  any  further  restrictions  on 
the  sale  of  an  article  of  such  importance. 

■  At  an  inquest  on  December  19  on  Mr.  Edmund  Forster 
Green,  aged  nineteen,  who  died  on  December  15  while 
experimenting  with  a  gas-mask  and~  chloroform,  Mr. 
William  A.  Green,  deceased's  father,  said  his  son  was  a 
teacher  of  natural  history,  and  was  constantly  using 
chloroform  and  other  chemicals  for  killing  small  animals 
and  insects.  1  He  was  of  a  very  inquiring  nature  and 
wanted  to  know  all  about  his  profession.  The  jury  found 
a  verdict  of  "Death  from  chloroform  poisoning,  accident- 
ally caused  while  experimenting  with  a  gas-mask,"  and 
expressed  their  sympathy  with  the  parents  on  their 
bereavement. 

At  a  meeting  of  Dundalk  Board  of  Guardians,  on 
December  19,  a  letter  was  read  from  Mr.  Charles 
McMullan,1  analyst,  Belfast,  who  had  held  the  position  of 
analyst  to  the  Guardians  for  fifteen  years,  stating  that 
in  his  opinion,  his  case  did  not  come  under  the  restrictions 
of  the.  boycott.  The  chairman  said  in  no  circumstances 
would  they  have  anything  more  to  do  with  Belfast  until 
Belfast  acknowledged  Ireland  as  they  did.  A  letter  was 
then  read  from  the  Local  Government  Department  of  the 
Dail,  pointing  out  that  it  was  a  breach  of  the  terms  of 
the  Belfast  boycott  to  employ  any  person  resident  .  m 
Belfast,  and  the  Guardians  should  therefore  dispense 
with  the  services  of  Mr.  Charles  McMullan.  The  clerk 
said  the  Board's  resolution  was  passed  prior  to  the  receipt 
of  that  letter.

South  African  News 

(From  "C.  &  D."  Correspondents.) 
"  The  Chemist  and  Druggist"  is  supplied  weekly  to  members  of  all  the 
Chemists'  Societies  in  South  Africa 

Dagga-smoking. — The  "Cape  Times"  of  October  6 
devoted  an  editorial  article  to  the  "  dagga  peril,"  in 
which  they  indicated  that  the  smoking  of  the  drug  is  now 
spreading  in  an  alarming  fashion,  and  especially  among 
the  youth  of  South  Africa.  Their  remarks  are  prompted 
by  a  murder  committed  under  the  influence  of  the  drug. 
Our  contemporary  calls  upon  the  Legislature  to  restrict  the 
manufacture  and  consumption  by  imposing  heavy  penal- 
ties. Interviewed  on  the  subject,  Colonel  Trew,  Deputy- 
Commissioner  of  Police,  said  to  a  "Cape  Times"  repre-  - 
tative  :  "  Dagga  is  declared  a  poison  within  the  meaning 
of  Div.  I.,  Schedule  III.,  of  Act  No.  7  of  1899,  in  the 
Cape,  and  again  in  1917  under  the  name  of  Cannabis 
Indica  (Indian  hemp),  or  African  dagga,  or  Cape  wild 
dagga.  Furthermore,  it  can  only  be  sold  by  a  qualified 
chemist,  and  it  must  be  labelled  '  Dagga  '  and  bear  the 
inscription  'Poison.'  Of  course,"  he  proceeded,  "one 
does  not  know  to  what  extent  the  illicit  traffic  is  carried 
on.  It  grows  wild,  and  according  to  a  report  made  by 
the  Attorney-General  on  the  subject  in  1896,  it  thrives 
particularly  well  in  the  Paarl,  Worcester  and  Laingsburg 
areas,  though  it  was  shown  that  it  will  grow  almost  any- 
where. Quantities  were  supposed  to  have  been  brought 
in  by  herb-sellers,  and  it  was  stated  that  very  few 
chemists  stocked  it  as  there  was  very  little  demand  for  it. 
The  police  did  not  know  what  could  be  done  to  check  the 
use  of  it  except  by  placing  it  under  the  Act,  and  that 
was  done.  It  was  thought  at  that  time  that  a  more 
drastic  way  of  dealing  with  it  would  be  to  eradicate  the 
plant  entirely  in  public  places  and  only  allow  its  cultiva- 
tion under  strict  control,  but  the  evil  did  not  seem  to  be 
so  serious  or  dangerous  as  to  warrant  that  step."  The 
Government,  he  thought,  had  done  its  best  to  control  it 
by  declaring  it  to  be  a  poison  and  regulating  the  sale  of  it. 
But  he  pointed  out  that  it  was  a  difficult  matter  for  the 
simple  reason  that  the  coloured  and  native  people  knew 
the  plant  quite  well  and  understood  how  to  treat  and 


prepare  the  leaf.  The  process,  he  explained,  was  similar 
to  that  used  in  the  manufacture  of  tobacco,  though  less- 
elaborate. 

Mr.  W.  Asher,  hon.  secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  the  Cape  Province,  writes  the  following  letter 
to  the  "  Cape  Times"  : 

Under  the  heading  of  "  Chemists'  Profits  "  there  appeared 
in  your  issue  of  October  13  a  scathing  indictment  of 
profiteering  by  chemists.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  the  Cape  Province,  held  last  night,  the 
following  resolution  was  passed  :  "  That  this  Society  chal- 
lenge the  Board  of  Control  to  name  the  articles  men- 
tioned in  their  published  schedule  as  being  leading 
lines  of  proprietary  and  patented  articles  on  which 
such  profits  are  made,  and  if  the  instances  which  they 
mention  are  individual,  or  the  general  prices  charged  to, 
the  public.  Also  to  state  how  they  arrive  at  the  working 
expenses  of  a  chemist's  establishment."  I  have  been  in- 
structed to  ask  you  to  publish  this  resolution,  and  sincerely 
hope  the  Board  of  Control  will  rdply,  as  it  is  felt  among 
chemists  in  Cape  Town  that  the  attack  is  grossly  un- 
justifiable. There  is  no  mention  made  of  the  sales  of 
patent  and  proprietary  articles  sold  by  chemists  in  or  near 
a  trading  centre  at  an  actual  loss,  on  account  of  the  cutting 
by  general  dealers  (chiefly  drapers)  who  utilise  the  chemists' 
wares  as  a  draw  to  a  gullible  public,  and  as  an  advertise- 
ment to  create  an  atmosphere  of  all-round  cheapness. 
Chemists  would  welcome  with  open  arms  the  profits  accorded 
them  by  the  Board  of  Control  provided  they  could  get  the 
maximum  profit  on  all  foods  and  patents.  The  publication 
of  such  an  indictment  by  a  responsible  journal  like  the 
"  Cape  Times  "  will  have  a  deleterious  effect  on  the  business 
of  chemists,  and  I  trust  the  Board  of  Control  will  reply 
immediately  so  that  chemists  can  prove  to  the  public  they 
are  not  profiteers. 

Chemists'  profits. — The  Union  Government  Board  of 
Control,  established  under  the  Profiteering  Act  of  last 
year,  has  followed  up  its  Order  of  October  7,  restricting 
chemists'  profits  on  proprietary  and  patented  articles, 
with  a  statement  of  the  result  of  its  investigations  into 
the  profits  hitherto  made  by  chemists  in  the  Union  on 
some  leading  lines  of  these  articles.  The  Order  of  the 
Board  provides  that  no  trader  in  chemists'  goods  in  the 
Union  shall  make  a  greater  gross  profit  on  the  sale 
of  proprietary  and  patented  articles  than  the  following  : 
Wholesalers  :  15  per  cent,  on  foods  based  on  landed 
costs,  and  20  per  cent,  on  general  proprietary  or  patented 
lines.  Retailers  :  25  per  cent,  on  foods,  and  334  per  cent, 
on  proprietary  and  patented  lines,  with  transport  expenses 
from  The  wholesaler  added.  The  results  of  the  Board's 
investigations  into  the  sales  of  some  leading  lines  of  pro- 
prietary and  patented  articles  are  :

At 
present-day  prices  the  public  is  being  asked  to  pay  from 
15  to  25  per  cent,  more  for  some  patented  and  proprietary 
articles  in  the  chemists'  shops  of  Johannesburg  and  Pre- 
toria than  in  Cape  Town,  for  which  there  is  no  justifica- 
tion " 
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French  News 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent.) 

"  Xrayser's  "  casual  eeference  (writes  our  Paris  corre- 
spondent) te  Guy  de  Chauliac  (when  speaking  of  the 
Montpellier  centenary,  0.  &  D.,  November  19,  p.  51) 
reminds  one  that  Professor  Singer  contributed  some  notes 
on  this  famous  doctor's  career  when  the  International 
Congress  of  the  History  of  Medicine  was  held  at  Paris 
a  few  months  ago.  The  other  British  delegate,  Sir  d'Arcy 
Power,  spoke  on  William  Harvey,  whose  statue  is  one  of 
the  first  monuments  which  greet  the  eye  of  the  Frenchman 
when  he  arrives  at  Folkestone. 

Honours  awards.— M.  Jean  Faure,  President  of  the 
Paris  Pharmaceutical  Manufacturers'  Association,  has 
been  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Commander  in  the  Legion 
of  Honour;  M.  P.  C.  Couband,  director  of  the  Vichy 
Company,  has  been  nominated  Officer ;  while  the  cross 
of  Chevalier  has  been  awarded  to  M.  Bedarada,  manager 
of  the  Pougues  Mineral  Water  Company;  M.  Mital,  of 
Coignet's  Chemical  Works ;  M.  Pellin,  the  Parisian  optical 
instrument  manufacturer ;  and  M.  E.  H.  Meiffre,  a 
Parisian  dealer  in  pharmaceuticals,  who  "  has  upheld 
French  commercial  interests  in  India  for  ten  years  past." 

Back  to  normal. — A  feature  of  the  return  of  Paris  to 
normal  conditions  is  the  revival  of  little  traditional  fetes. 
Th©  students  of  the  Municipal  School  of  Physics  and 
Chemistry  in  the  Rue  Vauquelin,  for  the  first  time  since 
1913,  celebrated  their  annual  "  monome  "  in  time- 
honoured  fashion.  On  the  Place  de  la  Sorbonne, 
illuminated  by  Bengal  lights,  a  hundred  happy  youthful 
faces  smiled  under  huge  pointed  caps,  and  a  hundred 
white  blouses  danced  in  Indian  file.  All  the  participants 
bore  some  symbolic  instrument  save  one,  who  carried  a 
gallows  from  which  dangled  the  effigy  of  one  of  the  least 
popular  of  the  teachers  of  the  -school.  On  the  _  other 
hand,  the  "monome"  duly  expressed  its  appreciation  of 
other  professors. 

There  is  a  portrait  of  Claude  Louis  Cadet  de  Gassi- 
court  (whose  centenary  was  recently  noted  in  these 
columns)  in  the  Musee  Jacquemart-Andre  (a  compara- 
tively recently  opened  collection),  Boulevard  Haussmann, 
Paris.  This  is  a  three-quarter  length  by  the  famous 
Prud'hon,  representing,  not  the  middle-aged  "Emperor's 
Pharmacist,"  but  the  young  "buck"  of  the  epoch  m 
riding  costume.  It  was  painted  in  1791.  M.  Frederic 
~  Masson  (the  greatest  living  writer  on  Napoleonic  themes) 
is  credited  with  the  discovery  of  this  portrait  of  the 
personal  pharmacist  of  the  great  warrior.  The  expres- 
sion and  pose  reflect  the  jaunty  self-confidence  which  is 
the  usual  prerogative  of  youth,  and  sometimes,  as  m 
Cadet's  case,  of  later  life.  7 

Getting  more-profit. — The  scheme  of  the  Association 
Generale  (the  national  union  of  French  retail  pharma- 
cists) for  exercising  pressure  upon  firms  who  refuse  to 
guarantee  a  clear  30  per  cent,  profit  to  the  retail  pharma- 
cist does  not  yet  appear  to  have  been  fully  tested,  but 
individual  results  have  been  announced.  Two  or  three 
given  remedies  (one  a  well-known  cough  syrup)  were 
"  black-listed,"  and  one  of  the  manufacturers  agreed  to 
guarantee  the  30, per  cent.  He  was  asked  to^assure  price- 
protection,  but,  as  he  hesitated,  pharmacists'  associations 
recommended  that  the  "  disinterested"  action  should  be 
continued.  A  second  offered  25  per  cent.,  plus  5  per  cent, 
if  a  certain  minimum  quantity  were  ordered,  and,  after 
long  discussion,  it  was  decided  that  the  ban  should  be 
removed. 

An  historic  pharmacy. — Most  Parisians  know  Char  lard's 
historic  pharmacy  (now  occupied  by  M.  Ferdinand  Vigier) 
on  the  Boulevard  Bonne  Nouvelle,  near  the  Porte  _  St. 
Denis,  concerning  which  the  great  French  writer,  Casimir 
Delavigne,  wrote  verses  in  praise  of  Charlard's  cough- 
syrup.  It  was  nearly  a  century  ago,  M.  Paul  Dorveaux 
tells  us,  that  Lamartine  addressed  a  letter  in  _  verse  to 
Casimir  Delavigne  to  compliment  him  on  his  newly 
published  volume  of  poems.  Delavigne  replied,  also  in 
verse,  to  his  fellow-poet,  explaining  that  he  had  been  con- 
fined to  his  room  by  a  pulmonary  affection.  Delavigne 
appears  not  only  to  have  been  a  client  of  the  pharmacy, 


but  a  personal  friend  of  Boutron,  Charlard's  son-in-law, 
who  had  succeeded  to  the  business,  and  was  a  man  of 
cultured  and.  literary  tastes. 

The  Paris  optical  institute  commenced  its  second 
-scholastic  year  on  November  11.  The  fees  are  150  fr. 
per  quarter.  The  examination  for  the  diploma  of 
"optical  engineer  "  costs  100  fr.  extra.  Outsiders  may 
attend  certain  lectures  by  paying  an  entrance  fee  of  5  fr. 
(10  fr.  when  demonstrations  accompany  the  lecture).  The 
course  includes  a  general  introduction  to  optics  conducted 
by  Prof.  Fabry,  of  the  Faculty  of  Sciences;  the 
calculation  of  optical  combinations  (dioptrics,  etc.)  by 
Prof.  Henri  Chretien  of  the  Nice  Observatory;  physio- 
logical optics,  by  Professor  Broca,  of  the  Faculty  of 
Medicine;  physical  chemistry  and  the  chemistry  of  opti- 
cal glasses,  by  Prof.  Nicolardot;  and  optical  instruments, 
by  M.  Dunoyer.  The  "practical  work"  covers  a  wide 
range  of  subjects. 

Emergency  medicines. — The  new  Prefect  of  Police,  a 
particularly  active  and  popular  official,  has,  with  a  view 
to  assuring  the  public  prompt  pharmaceutical  service  in 
emergency  cases,  given  orders  for  a  list  of  "  night  pharma- 
cies "  to  be  drawn  up.  This  information  is  to  be  placed 
at  the  disposal  of  all  callers  at  the  police  station,  and. 
even  for  those  who  ask  information  by  telephone.  From 
10  p.m.  to  5.30  a.m.  those  who  have  an  urgent  prescription 
may  apply  to  the  police  station  for  a  cyclist-policeman  to 
fetch  the  medicine  in  cases  where  the  words^'Very 
urgent  "  appear  on  the  prescription  in  the^doctor's  hand- 
writing. The  first  list  has  just  appeared, '  and  it  shows 
that  Paris  has  four  "  all-night  "  pharmacies.  Two  phar- 
macies close  at  midnight,  and  two  are  open  till  11  p.m. 
Twenty-eight  establishments  close  at  10,  and  there  are 
fifteen  which  "close  at  night  but  answer  the  night  bell." 
The  list  is  in  itself  a  remarkable  testimony  to  the 
tendency  to  shorter  hours  since  the  war. 

Pharmacy  Students  Statistics.— The  diminution  in 
the  number  of  foreign  students  at  the  French  univer- 
sities has  been  commented  on  lately.  The  nations  of 
Eastern  Europe  (whence  this  class  is  principally  drawn) 
are  evidently  unable,  with  their  low  exchange,  to  afford 
the  cost  of  living  in  France.  Statistics,  however,  show 
no  diminution  so  far  as  medicine  and  pharmacy  are 
concerned.  There  are  1,897  students  of  these  physical 
sciences ,  at  French  universities,  as  compared  with  1,516 
last  year.  These  include  500  Serbians  and  nearly  300 
Roumanians  and  Greeks.  The  foreign  pharmacy  students 
number  32  (27  male  and  6  female),  as  against  20  in  1920; 
the  Russians  now  number  only  about  100.  Over  300 
are  from  beyond  Europe.  The  feminine  contingent 
tends  to  grow  larger  annually.  The  Sorbonne  registers 
now  show  3,192  Frenchwomen  '  and  lady  foreigners 
enrolled,  compared  with  1,209  befcie  the  war.  Phar- 
macy claims  171  of  the  fair  sex,  science  552,  and  medi- 
cine 682 ;  the  rest  study  law  and  literature. 

"Reconstruction  in  the  devastated  regions  proceeds 
slowly  but  steadily,"  writes  our  correspondent.  "  Recently 
I  revisited  Peronne,  twice  occupied  by  the  Germans  and 
twice  retaken.  ,  Two  pharmacies  were  still  lodged  in  huts, 
but  the  third  had  moved  to  the  Grande  Place.  The  new- 
comer from  luckier  cities  might  criticise  the  glass  front 
(those  long,  narrow-  panes  substituted  in  Paris  for  plate 
glass  during  the  '  Bertha  '  bombardments)  and  the 
window-display.  The  shell-shattered  balcony  bears  the 
new  signboard  '  Pharmacie  Centrale  G.  Rouget.'  But 
a  normal  shop  on  the  ground  floor  of  a  three-storey  brick 
house  is  a  refreshing  sight.  Just  three  doors  off  is  the 
shop  over  which  the  sign  '  Soldatenheim '  still  stood  in 
huge  letters  Vhen  our  troops  entered  the  town.  Four 
pharmacies  were  destroyed  at  Peronne  during  the  war, 
and  one  at  Combles.  At  Corbie  I  noticed  that,  the 
pharmacist  had  vacated  his  shell-shattered  officme, 
but  a  notice  attached  to  the  woodwork  stated  that  he 
had  moved  to  an  intact  private  house  exactly  opposite, 
where  he  had  a  sufficient  stock.  Others  cling  to  the  old 
premises.  I  saw  in  the  Grande  Place  at  Noyon  a  phar- 
macy show-window  with  oiled-paper  windows,  which  are 
used  in  the  devastated  regions  where  glass  is  _  unpro- 
curable, and  which  made  a  curious  contrast  with  the 
neat  fittings  inside."

Fixing  the  selling  price. — Pharmacists  of  the 
Verviers  district  have  agreed  to  sell  all  pharmaceutical 
specialities  at  a  price  representing  30  per  cent,  profit  on 
the  sale  price.    A  price-list  is  in  course  of  preparation. 

Duties  on  German  imports.: — Special  Custom  duties  are 
to  be  levied  until  May  1,  1922,  on  a  number  of  articles  of 
German  origin.  Among  these  figure  the  following  phar- 
maceutical products  :  Specialities  packed  ready  for  de- 
livery to  the  consumer,  20  per  cent,  ad  valorem  ■  natural 
and  artificial  mineral  waters,  20  fr.  for  every  100  kilos. 
A  duty  of  20  to  30  per  cent,  will  be  levied  on  a  large 
number  of  chemical  products  used  in  medicine,  including 
acids,  chloroform,  liquid  oxygen,  guaiacol,  creosote,  and 
certain  salts  of  aluminium,  calcium,  potassium,  sodium 
■etc. 

Proposed  tax  on  French  specialities. — As  the  importa- 
tion of  all  foreign  proprietary  preparations  is  forbidden 
into  France,  while  French  specialities  are  to  be  found  in 
practically  every  country,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that 
the  Belgian  medical  journal  "  Le  Scalpel  "  is  informed 
from  an  authoritative  source  that  the  Belgian  Government 
proposes  to  increase  the  Custom  duties  on  French  speciali- 
ties by  10  to  15  per  cent.  If  this  proposal  is  actually 
carried  out  Belgium  will  be  the  first  country  to  take  re- 
taliatory measures  against  the  French  attitude  of  rigid 
exclusion  of  foreign  "  preparations  not  included  in  an 
official  Pharmacopoeia,"  i.e.  all  specialities. 

A  new  tax  on  sales. — A  tax  amounting  to  1  per  cent, 
of  the  total  value  of  every  invoice  has  been  introduced  in 
Belgium  on  all  sales  over  30  fr.  made  by  wholesalers. 
This  tax  is  not  applicable  to  certain  foodstuffs,  nor  to 
sales  rnade  by  agents.  The  tax  is  to  be  paid  by  stamps, 
one  half  of  which  has  to  be  affixed  to  the  invoice,  and 
the  other  half  to  the  copy  of  the  invoice  retained  by  the 
seller.  The  retailer  is  compelled  to  number  every  invoice 
received  in  the  order  of  its  receipt,  and  at  the  end  of 
■each  month  he  must  indicate  on  the  first,  as  well  as  on 
the  last,  the  total  number  of  invoices  received  during  the 
month . 


Colonial  and  Foreign  News 

Galenical  laboratory  at  Turin. — In  compliance  with 
the  wish  of  many  professional  organisations  of  Italy,  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Turin  has  appointed  a  com- 
mission to  institute  a  galenical  laboratory  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Turin.  This  proposal  is  based  on  the  fact  that 
the  better  equipped  the  pharmacist  is  with  scientific  know- 
ledge, the  higher  will  he  be  esteemed.  In  asking  for 
subscriptions,  manufacturers  of  scientific  apparatus, 
chemical  and  pharmaceutical  manufacturers  and  whole- 
salers are  called  upon  for  gifts  of  apparatus  or  for  finan- 
cial assistance. 

Pharmacy  in  Finland  will  soon  become,  to  all  intents 
and  purposes,  a  prof  ession  almost  exclusively  reserved  to 
the  fair  sex,  as  is  apparent  from  the  latest  statistics. 
At  the  present  moment  the  profession  includes  a  total  of 
895  persons  ;  of  these  130  are  owners  (of  whom  100  are 
males  and  thirty  are  females)  of  businesses.  But  among 
the  students  the  feminine  element  by  far  outweighs  the 
sterner  sex.  Of  a  total  of  344  students  there  are  only 
ninety-six  men  against  248  women,  and  of  the  421  appren- 
tices the  male  sex  only  contributes  ninety,  while  the  fair 
sex  can  claim  331  budding  pharmacists. 

Bulgars  favour  free  trade. — The  importation  of  all 
pharmaceutical  products  and  preparations  included  in  the 
•official  list  of  remedies — i.e.,  all  pharmacopceial  prepara- 
tions—is permitted  into  Bulgaria  without  any  further 
formality,  and  does  not  require  an  import  licence.  In 
the  case  of  pharmaceutical  specialities  and  proprietary 
medicines  which  are  being  introduced  for  the  first  time 
into  the  country,  a  permission  must  first  be  obtained  from 
the  Central  Board  of  Health  before  they  may  'be  sold  in 
Bulgaria.  Applications  for  this  permission  should  be 
addressed  to  the  Bulgarian  Board  of  Health  in  Sofia, 
accompanied  by  a  package  of  the  speciality  it  is  proposed 


to  introduce  into  Bulgaria,  advertising  matter  and  reprints 
of  medical  reports,  etc.,  and  full  details  regarding  its 
composition. 

Spanish  pharmacists  and  the  people. — As  public 
opinion  is  distinctly  hostile  to  the  pharmaceutical  pro- 
fession, a  resolution  was  passed  at  the  recent  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Spanish  National  Pharmaceutical  Association 
calling  upon  all  pnarmacies  to  co-operate  in  achieving 
the  assistance  of  a  daily  newspaper  having  an  extensive  cir- 
culation, which  would  be  disposed  to  defend  the  pharma- 
ceutical profession  from  unjust  attacks,  and  also  to  acquaint 
the  public  with  its  legitimate  aspirations.  The  separate 
district  colleges  are  requested  to  invite  pharmacists  to 
indicate  the  newspapers  they  are  partial  to,  "  thereby 
enabling  the  Association  to  approach  certain  papers  with  a 
,  view  to  securing  their  services,  or  rather  a  friendly  atti- 
tude on  their  part,  by  being  in  a  position  to  offer  in  return 
an  additional  thousand  or  two  subscribers  to  the  paper 
selected. '-' 

The  panacea. — In  Finland,  as  in  Norway,  alcohol  and 
alcoholic  preparations  are  supplied  by  pharmacists  only 
oa  prescriptions  issued  by  medical  practitioners  or 
veterinary  surgeons.  Pi.ecently,  at  the  instigation  of  the 
Temperance  Department  of  the  Social  Ministry,  the  in- 
spectors of  pharmacy  investigated  a  case  of  alleged  abuse 
of  prescriptions  for  obtaining  alcohol  in  the  town  of 
Tammerfors.  A  total  of  3,407  kilos,  of  alcohol  had  been 
supplied  on  6,760  prescriptions  issued  by  one  practi- 
tioner between  March  1  and  May  10.  During  the  same 
time,  a  veterinary  surgeon,  had  supplied  15,318  prescrip- 
tions to  clients,  calling  for  a  total  of  7,469  kilos,  of 
alcohol.  The  investigation  further  proved  that  the 
whole  of  the  other  eighteen  medical  practitioners, 
veterinary  surgeons,  and  dental  surgeons  of  the  town  had, 
in  the  same  space  of  time,  issued  altogether  5,479  prescrip- 
tions, calling- for  a  total  supply  of  2,333  kilos.  The  local 
court  has  received  instructions  to  ascertain  to  what  extent 
the  pharmacists  were  culpable  of  negligence  in  supplying 
these  excessive  amounts  of  alcohol  on  prescriptions 
emanating  from  these  two  practitioners,  and  whether  they 
entertained  no  suspicion  that  the  alcohol  prescribed  by 
both  was  intended  solely  for  use  as  an  intoxicant. 

Dispensing  charges  in  Austria.— The  continued  depre- 
ciation of  the  Austrian  currency  and  the  resulting  auto- 
matic rise  in  prices  are  reflected  in  the  regularity  with 
which  increases  in  the  charges  included  in  the  official 
drug  tariff  are  sanctioned  by  the  Government,-  a  decree 
to  this  effect  being  issued  almost  every  month.  The 
fantastic  sums  which  result  from  a  currency  possessing 
practically  only  a  nominal  value  are  best  illustrated_  by 
contrasting  a  few  of  the  tariff  charges  for  manipulations 
in  compounding  prescriptions  prior  to  the  war  with  those 
at  present  in  force,  as  will  be  apparent  from  the  following 
examples  :

The  pre-war  value  of  the  Austrian  crown  was  about  lOd. 
A  prescription  calling  for  fifty  silver-coated  pills  will  now 
cost  the  patient  327"  crowns  for  preparing  alone — i.e., 
making-up,  silvering,  and  dispensing-fee,  exclusive  of 
ingredients  and  container.  This  would  represent  nominally 
£13  12s.  6d.  At  the  present  rate  of  exchange  this  formid- 
able charge  actually  represents  less  than  6d.

Payment  for  Carriage — At  the   Lambeth  County 
Court    on    December    22,    before    Judge    Parry,  the 
Trans-Continental    Agencies,     Ltd.,     wine  merchants, 
87  South  Lambeth  Road,  Lambeth,  brought  an  action 
against  Evan  Evans,,  chemist,  Ammaford,  Carmarthen, 
to    recover     £9,    balance    of    account.— Mr.  Horner 
Hargreaves,  for  plaintiffs,  said  in  June  1919  defendant 
paid  an  account  for  medicated  wines  for  £12  12s.,  leaving 
a  balance  of  £9  due.    He  was  written  to    on  several 
occasions,  but  the  company,  got  no  answer  until  after 
action  was  taken.    Defendant  had  to  pay  carriage  on 
the  goods,  which  was  deducted  from  his  account,  and 
his  contention  was  that  he  was  credited  with  this  sum 
of  £9  for  carriage.    A  mistake  occurred  in  the  company  s 
office,   when  defendant  was  credited  with    £9,  winch 
should  have  been  credited  to  another  customer  of  the 
same    name    at    Eerndale,    Carmarthen.    The  outside 
amount  he  could  claim  for  carriage  was  £4.— Defendant 
said  that  in  1916  he  was  appointed  sole  agent  lor  the 
sale  of  these  wines  for  his  district.       The  wine  was 
invoiced   to  him  at  the  usual  rates,  and  the  carriage, 
which  he  paid,  was  to  be  deducted  from  the  accounts. 
This  was  not  done,  and  in  1919  he  saw  Mr.  Edwards 
their  representative,  regarding  the  carriage.    He  could 
not  produce  the  whole  of  the  railway  receipts,  and  Mr. 
Edwards  isaid  he  would  look  into  the  matter,  and  there 
would  be  a  settlement.    Subsequently  We  got  a  credit 
note  for  £9,  and,  concluded  .  this  was  in  full  settlement 
of  liis  carriage  account.    In  June   1919  he 1  settled  an 
account  for  £21, 12s.  by  paying  £12  12s.,  deducting  the 
£9  but  later  plaintiffs  wrote  demanding  payment  ot  the 
£9.- Judge  Parry:  All  they  can  get  is  the  balance  of 
the  money  after  carriage  has  been  deducted.    Why  did 
vou  not  deal  with  '  it  in  a  more  businesslike  way  and 
deduct  the  carriage  from  each  account  ?    Defendant  : .  I 
was' busy  when  the  traveller  called,  and  could  not  find 
the  receipts.    I  thought  £9  was  about  the  amount  due 
for  carriage.— Judge  Parry  said  from  the  ledger  defend- 
ant had  five  consignments  of  the  wine,  and  the  carriage 
would  be  about  £5.    He  gave  judgment  for  plamtifts 
for  £4,  with  return  of  court  fees;  no  other  costs. 

3Palse-pretences  Case.— At  Old  Street  Police  Court, 
London,  on  December  23,   James- 'Brown    appeared  on 
remand  in  connection  with  the  charges  of  obtaining  goods 
by  false  pretences  from  wholesale  chemists  to  which  he 
had  pleaded  "Guilty  "  a  week  earlier  (G.  &  D.,  Decem- 
ber 24,  p.  46).    Police  evidence  now  given  was  to  the 
'  effect  that  inquiries  had  brought  to  light  no  new  facts 
of  any  importance.    The  prisoner  asked  for  leniency  on 
the  ground  of  this  being  a  first  offence.    The  magistrate, 
however    said  he  could  not  treat 1  the  offence  otherwise 
than  as  a  serious  one ;  the  amount  of  money  appropriated 
was  very  large  to  be  dealt  with  in  that  court  at  all.  He 
imposed  a  sentence  of  six  months'  imprisonment,  with 
hard  labour,  on  each  of  the  four  charges,  the  sentences 
to  run  concurrently. 

Sale  of  Pood  and  Drugs  Acts  Case.— At  Southport 
Police  Court,  on  December  23,  William  Holme 
Kendrew,  chemist  and  druggist,  Ash  Street,  was 
summoned  for  having  sold  tartaric  acid  containing  cream 
of  tartar.  Mr.  C.  P.  Greenwood  appeared  for  the 
defendant,  and  pleaded  "Not  guilty."  The  evidence 
for  the  prosecution  showed  that  a  sample  of  tartaric  acid 
from  defendant's  shop  was  found,  on  analysis,  to  contain 
76.64  per  cent,  of  tartaric  acid  and  23.36  per  _cent  of 
cream  of  tartar.  Mr.  Herbert  Edward  Davies,  ii.be., 
F  I  C  ,  public  analyst,  said  that  the  two  things  were 
similar  in  their  appearance  and  in  their  properties,  but 
certain  purposes  for  which  tartaric  acid  was  used  would 
be  prejudiced  if  a  mixture  such  as  that  were  used,,  In 
answer  to  Mr.  Greenwood,  the  witness  said  there  was 
very  little  difference  in  the  price  of  the  two  articles. 
The  tartaric  acid  was  a  trifle  more  expensive,  lhere 
would  be  no  injury  to  health  in  the  two  being  mixed 
together.  Mr.  Greenwood  said  he  did  not  challenge  m 
any  wav  the  analvsis.    He -thought  the  Bench  would  not 


come  to  the  conclusion  that  there  was  sufficient  motive- 
to  prompt  his  client  to  mix  the  articles  with  the  idea 
of  defrauding  the  public.  There  might  have  been  a 
slight  lack  of  care.  The  whole  thing  arose  entirely  in- 
advertently. About  October  15  the  defendant  and  his 
assistant  were  making  up  confection  of  sulphur;  the 
assistant  afterwards  tested  it,  and  pointed  out  that  it 
was  very  acid.  They  then  found  that  there  remained  m 
the  cream-of -tartar  drawer  a  quantity  of  powder,  and  on 
the  top  there  was  some  other  powder,  which  was  more 
or  less  caked  and  to  some  extent  broken.  They  took  out, 
as  far  as  they  knew,  the  tartaric  acid,  and  put  it  in  the 
tartaric-acid  bottle.  Defendant  now  saw  that  it  would 
have  been  much  wiser  not  to  have  put  into  the  tartanc- 
acid  bottle  any  part  of  the  contents  of  the  drawer.  The 
confection  of  sulphur  which  had  been  made  was  destroyed. 
Mr.  Kendrew  confirmed  Mr.  Greenwood's  statement,  and 
emphatically  declared  that  he  had  no  intention  of  defraud- 
ing the  public.  The  chairman  said  the  Bench  were  of 
opinion  that  considerable  carelessness  had  been  shown; 
that  chemists  especially  should  take  careful  precautions; 
and  that  the  public  must  be  protected.  They  were, 
however,  of  opinion  that  there  had  been  no  intention  to 
defraud.    A  fine  of  £3,  with  costs,  was  imposed.

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The  "Odol"  Trade-mark 

The  decision  was  given  on  December  2  of  the  Registrar 
under  the  Trade-marks  Acts  in  the  application  of 
Anglodol,  Ltd.,  lor  the  registration  of  the  word 
"  Anglodol,"  the  opponents  being  the  Lingner  Werke 
Aktiengessellschaft,  of  Dresden,  who  are  the  owners  of 
the  trade-mark  "Odol"  registered  in  classes  3  and  48. 
Mr.  Whitehead,  for  the  applicants,  contended  (1)  that 
the  word  "  Anglodol  "  would  not  be  confused  with  the 
word  "Odol";  (2)  that,  as  regards  the  trade-mark 
"Odol,"  this  was  originally  registered  by  Carl  August 
Lingner  in  1903,  that  Lingner  carried  on  a  business  in 
Southwark,  London,  up  till  July  1915,  where  he  pur- 
ported to  manufacture  and  sell  a  dentifrice  under  the 
trade-mark  "  Odol."

The  opponents 
professed  to  have  purchased  any  rights  of  Lingner,  in 
May  1917,  from  the  estate  of  Dr.  C.  A.  Lingner,  who 
died  in  June  1916.  Mr.  Whitehead  contended  that,  at 
that  date,  there-  was  no  goodwill  to  purchase,  and  that 
.  the  English  business  having  been  in  fact  dispersed  and 
the  effects  sold,  the  trade-marks  had  no  further  mean- 
ing and  should  have  been  removed  from  the  Register. 
As  regards  the  other  grounds,  the  full  method  of  the 
manufacture  and  preparation  of  "Odol"  was  known 
to  the  applicants  by  reason  of  the  material  left  upon 
the  premises,  and  the  articles  they  were  selling  would, 
therefore,  not  be  in  any  way  a  fraud  upon  the  public. 
There  had  been  no  business  done  in  the  foreign  importa- 
tion of  "  Odol"  during  the  war.  Mr.  Kerly,  K.C.,  for 
the  opponents,  maintained  that  the  goodwill  in  the 
trade-mark  remained,  and  although  the  opponents  were 
not  yet  registered  as  the  proprietors  of  the  trade-mark, 
they  intended  to  make  an  application  for  that  purpose 
and  to  prevent,  if  possible,  the  applicants  from  in  any 
way.  infringing  their  rights  in  the  sale  of  "Odol"  or 
use  of  the  name  in  any  form.  The  secret  of  the  pre- 
paration of  "Odol"  had  not  been  discovered.  The 
Registrar  said  he  had  experienced  very  considerable 
difficulty  in  coming  to  a  decision  in  the  matter,  but  for 
the  following  reasons  found  himself  unable  to  allow  the 
registration  of  the  applicant",'  mark  : 

(1)  The  trade-mark  "Odol"  at  the  present  moment 
stands  in  the  Register  in  the  name  of  Carl  August  Lingner, 
merchant  and  manufacturer,  59-63  Park  Street,  Southwark, 
and  26  Southwark  Bridge  Road,  London.  As  regards  the 
goodwill  in  this  mark,  the  evidence  is  not  clear  or  con- 
clusive as  to  the  actual  position  and  character  of  the  busi- 
ness carried  on  in  the  United  Kingdom.  According  to  the 
view  taken  of  the  facts,  it  might  'be  either  (a)  a  manu- 
facturing business;  (b)  an  agency  business 'for  the  sale  of 
what  was  substantially  a  foreign  preparation;  or  (c)  a 
joint  venture  by  an  English  and  foreign  firm  for  the  sale 
of  a  specific  article.  As  regards  (a),  according  ^  to  the 
evidence  put  in  by  the  opponents,  the  preparation  "  Odol  " 
which  was  sold  by  Lingner  was  manufactured  in  this 
country,  the  composition  being  secret.  The  trade-mark  in 
consequence  being  registered  by  an  English  firm  trading 
as  the  Odol  Chemical  Works,  meant  and  could  have  meant 
nothing  more  than  a  preparation  produced  and  sold  by 
the  Odol  Chemical  Works  in  England.  This  business  was 
dispersed  in  1916,  the  whole  stock-in-trade  being  sold, 
and,  as  a  consequence,  it  would  seem  extremely  doubtful 
if  any  goodwill  could  have  in  any  shape  or  form  remained 
outside  of  the  business  actually  carried  on  by  the  pur- 
chasers of  the  assets  and  stock-in-trade.  As  regards  (6), 
the  applicants'  evidence  was  to  the  effect  that  the  "con- 
centrated Odol  "  essence  had  always  been  made  in  Germany 
and  was  brought  into  this  country  in  steel  drums,  which 
trie  English  firm  diluted  and  sold  in  special  bottles.  In 
this  case  the  mark  might  possibly  be  .held  to  be  not  a 
manufacturer's  mark,  but  a  mark  denoting  the  selection 
of,  or  dealing  with,  a  specific  article  coming  from  Germany 
by  an  English  firm.  As  regards  (c),  the  facts  might  be 
argued  as  being  compatible  with   the  business   being  a 


joint  venture  between  a  British  and  German  firm  for  the 
sale  and  exploitation  of  a  specific  article ;  and  the  trade- 
mark would  then  mean  or  imply  an  article  specially  pre- 
pared in  Germany,  finished  here,  and  sold  by  the  registered 
owner.  As  against  this  view  there  is  the  fact  that  Carl 
Lingner  is  described  as  a  merchant  and  manufacturer  in  ' 
England,  and  no  foreign  address  is  given.  There  is 
insufficient  evidence  to  come  to  any  definite  decision  upon 
the  actual  position  of  the  English  firm,  but,  whatever  view 
is  taken,  it  would  appear  to  be  extremely  doubtful  if  any 
goodwill  remained  after  the  outbreak  of  war  and  the  sale 
of  the  premises  and  effects  of  the  business.  The  death  of 
the  registered  owner  would  further  be  an  important 
element  in  considering  whether  or'  not  any  goodwill 
existed  at  the  time  of  the  purported  transfer  to  the 
opponents.  As  a  result,  if  on  any  interpretation  of  the 
facts  it  could  be  held  that  no  goodwill  remained  in  the 
business,  the  trade-mark  might  at  any  time  have  been 
removed  on  the  proper  application  being  made,  seeing  that 
no  trade  was  being  done  by  the  former  proprietors  and 
there  was  no  likelihood  of  any  business  being  resumed  in 
the  immediate  future  at  the  same  works  and  from  the 
same  source.  The  course,  however,  of  removing  the  trade- 
mark from  the  Register  was  not  taken,  and,  however 
doubtful  may  be  the  validity  of  a  mark,  unless  a  mark 
is  removed  from  the  Register  it  is  difficult,  if  not  im- 
possible, to  disregard  it.  It  forms  a  serious  obstacle  to 
the  registration  of  the  mark  "Anglodol"  in  the  same 
class.  It  is  fairly  clear  that  the  word  "Anglodol"  is 
merely  formed  from  the  word  "Odol"  and  the  prefix 
"Anglo,"  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  "Odol''  is  in 
itself  an  invented  word  and  not  a  word  in  common  use,  he 
thought  that  the  registration  of  such  a  mark  as  "  Anglo- 
dol," which  bodily  incorporates  the  existing  mark,  would 
not  be  permissible.  Upon  this  ground,  therefore,  alone  the 
Registrar  came  to  the  conclusion  that  lie  ought  not  to 
allow  the  registration  of  .  the  applicants'  mark.  The 
Registrar  then  dealt  with  other  points  raised  by  appli- 
cants, who  claimed  that,  having  discovered  the  secret  of 
"  Odol,"  they  were  entitled  to  apply  to  it  the  only 
practicable  name  for  such  a  preparation  as  laid  down  in 
the  Magnolia  case.  The  evidence  is  conflicting,  but  the 
opponents  urge  strongly  that  the  secret  has  not  yet  been 
discovered.  That  the  registration  of  the  word  "  Anglo- 
dol "  would  cause  confusion  abroad  the  Registrar  said  he 
was  unable  to  substantiate.

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A  Van  Helmont  Portrait 

By  W.  Maskew,  Plr.C,  F.S.M.C. 

The  trustees  of  the  National  Gallery  have  recently 
acquired  a  fine  portrait  of  Franciscus  Mercurius  Van 
Helmont,  by  Sir  Peter  Lely.  (See  V.  &  D.,  August  13,. 
p.  39.)  The  portrait,  which  measures  48  inches  by 
39  inches,  is  not  without  interest  to  chemists,  and, 
incidentally,  is  a  rare,  instance  of  a  chemist's  portrait 
finding  so  notable  a  place  of  honour. 

Franciscus  Mercurius,  Van  Helmont  is  the  best-known 
son  of  the  famous  Jean  Baptiste  Van  Helmont,  whose 
name  is  indelibly  associated  with  the  craft  of  long  ago. 
The  father  was  of  aristocratic  descent,  and  was  born  at 
Brussels  in  1577.  He  was  responsible  for  many 1  original 
theories.  He  differentiated  several  kinds  of  gases,  and 
is  regarded  as  the  discoverer  of  "carbon  dioxide.  J.  B. 
Van  Helmont  was  fortunate,  in  marrying  a  wealthy 
Brabantine  lady,  by  whom  he  had  several  children.  Of 


these,  Franciscus  Mercurius  edited  his  father's  works  and 
adopted  the  same  profession  of  .  chemist  and  dabbler  in 
metaphysics.  Like  his  father  he  travelled  extensively, 
and  about  the  mid  1660's  visited  England  as  an  exponent 
of  alchemy  and  occult  sciences.  He  soon  gained  a  reputa- 
tion in  society  circles,  and  his  popularity  was  enhanced 
by  Anne  Finch,  Countess  of  Conway,  of  Ragely  Hall, 
i  The  Countess  herself  wrote  a  work  on  the  transmigra- 
tions of  souls,  which  F.  M.  Van-  Helmont  edited.  The 
Countess  died  in  1678,  while  Lord  Conway  was  away 
in  Ireland,  and  the  following  peculiar  service  of  Van 
Helmont  is  inscribed  on  the  painting  :  "By -treating  the 
Countess's  body  with  spirits  of  wine  and  covering  the 
coffin  with  glass,  he  was  enabled  to  preserve  the  body 
until  Lord  Conway's  return,  over  twelve  months  later." 

There  is  a  well-authenticated  history  of  the  Van 
Helmont  portrait  through  successive  generations.  The 
Conway  estates,  Ragely  Hall  and  '.its  treasures  passed 
through  the  Seymour  family  to  the  late  fifth  Marquis  of 


Hertford.  It  was  -on  July  1  last  that  the  portrait  and 
similar  property  came  under  the  auctioneer's  hammer  at 
Christie's,  King  Street,  St.  James's  Square,  London.  The 
price  realised  was  £819 — modest  enough  for  an  historical 
Lely  in  his  best  style.  It  was  in  1641  that  Sir  Peter 
Lely  appeared  in  England,  soon  after  Van  Dyck,  and  for 
forty  years  he  enjoyed  equal  successes.  Lely  painted 
Charles  I.  and  his  Court  favourites,  and  was  also 
patronised  by  ,  Cromwell  and  his  soldiers.  When 
Charles  II.  restored  the  monarchy,  Lely  continued  to 
transmit  the  features  of  society  beauties  in  prolific  fashion. 
He  became  a  great  favourite  with  the  King,  who  knighted 
him  in  1679.  At  Hampton  Court  there  is  a  gallery  of 
beauties  by  Lely;  these  are  world-famous  for  the  grace 
of  the  heads  and  the  elegance  of  the  draperies. 

The  portrait  of  F.  M.  Van.  Helmont  lacks  highly 
finished  details,  but  is  full  of  masterly  technique.  It  is 
a  wise  purchase.  There  is  a  striking  resemblance  between 
the  Van  Helmonts,  father  and  son.  A  portrait  of  the 
father,  jwith  graphic  details  of  his  career,  is  given  in 
Wootton's  "  Chronicles  of  Pharmacy  "  (Vol.  2,  p.  258). 


Absorption  of  Volatile  Oils 
by  Fatty  Acids 

By  C.  A.  Cofman-Nicoresti,  B.Sc. 


The  paper  read  by  Professor  Greenish  and  Miss  Pearson 
before  the  evening  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  on 
December  14  ('' The  Chemist  and  Druggist,''  December  1 7, 
p,  59),  on  the  best  methods  of  combining  volatile  oils  in 
pills,  has  induced  Mr.  Cofman-Nicoresti  to  tell  of  his  work 
on  the  absorption  of  volatile  oils  and  other  liquids  by  salts 
of  higher  fatty  acid  i 

In  1915,  while  making  solidified  alcohol  for  use  in  the 
Army,  I  came  to  the  conclusion  that  salts  of  higher 
fatty  acids  crystallise  in  the  shape  of  a  spongy  com- 
pound, which  retains  the  whole  of  the  liquid  in  which 
they  were  dissolved,  forming  what  is,  for  all  practical 
purposes,  a  solid  body.  In  order  to  confirm  my  assump- 
tion I  conducted  various  experiments,  starting  with 
turpentine,  rectified  oil  of  amber,  and  almost  every  vola- 
tile oil  in  turn.  After  a  little  while  I  succeeded  in 
making  solid  shapes  containing  as  little  as  5  per  cent, 
of  salts  of  fatty  acids.  In  the  case  of  turpentine,  though 
the  experiments  were  -  dangerous  and  troublesome,  the 
result  proved  to  be  an  ideal  liniment,  'containing  no 
water,  and  which  is  completely  absorbed  by  the  skin. 
(Pat,  18,060/1915.) 

My  next  step  was  to  dissolve  various  drugs  like  phenol, 
iodine:,  etc.,  in  liquid  paraffin,  glycerin,  and  in  other 
liquids,  and.  the  results .  proved  satisfactory  in  so  far  as 
they  did  not  affect  the  sisongy  compound  and  the  solu- 
tions did  not  undergo  any  changes.  (Pat.  6,198/1916.) 
It  seemed  clear  to  me  that  this  process  would  prove  very 
useful  in  the  manufacture  of  suppositories,  and  also  of 
ampoules,  where  the  glass  tubing  could  be  conveniently 
replaced  by  the  soap  enclosure.  Then  I  proceeded  to 
subject  the  various  liquids  to  currents  of  gases  like 
ammonia,  formaldehyde,  etc.,  and  found  that  these  gases 
were,  retained  in  the  resulting  solids,  and  could  be 
recovered  on  warming.  (Pat.  1,415/1917.)  Chloroform, 
amongst  other  liquids,  gave  good  results,  but  cresol 
proved  a  dangerous  element.  After  many -experiments, 
and  after  having  succeeded  in  incorporating  a  large 
number  of  different  liquids  and  solutions  intp  salts  1  of 
higher  fatty  acids,  I  believe  I  have  established  the 
following  facts,  which  may  prove  of  use  to  soap  analysts 
and  those  interested  in  the  chemistry  of  higher  fatty 
acids  : 

That  salts  of  higher  fatty  acids,  when  in  solution, 
crystallise  in  the  shape  of  a  spongy  mass,  which  retains 
the  whole  of  the  liquid  in  which  they  were  dissolved. 

The  liquids,  from  which,  the  salts  of  higher'fatty  acids 
crystallise  in  a  spongy  shape,  are  .usually  of  the  nature 
of  an  alcohol. 

The  formation— of  this  spongy  compound  takes  place 
at  a  given  concentration,  usually  ..above  5  per  cent. 
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By  means  of  heat  a  much  larger  percentage  of  salts 
of  fatty  acids  can  be  incorporated,  without  .apparently 
interfering  with  the  absorption  of  liquids,  but  naturally 
diminishing  the  amount  absorbed.  ' 

The  spongy  compound  formed  is  what  I  presumed  to 
be  a  definite  salt  of  stearic  and  palmitic  acid,  which  I 
called  stearo-palmitate  of  soda.     (Pat.  18,060/1915.) 

This  stearo-palmita.te  compound  is  always  formed, 
apparently,  at  the  boiling-point  of  the  liquid  in  which  it 
is  dissolved,  and  not  at  a  fixed  temperature. 

The  amount  of  liquid  retained  does  not  vary  with  the 
nature  of  the  different  liquids,  but  seems  to  be  the  same 
for  all  liquids  under  4-he  same  conditions. 

Many  chemists,  and  even  expert  analysts,  look  upon 
th  ese  solidified  preparations  as  being  soaps  or,  more  pre- 
cisely, medicated  soaps.  The  facts  do  not  confirm  this 
view.  While  medicated  soaps  contain  the  various  ingre- 
dients, in  the  shape  of  a  salt  like  sodium  phenate  or 
sodium  stearo-cresolate,  etc.,  these  ingredients  cannot  be 
extracted,  except  by  a  breaking-down  of  their  salts.  In 
the  solidified  preparations  the  liquids  can  be  obtained  in 
their  normal  state  by  simple  pressure,  without  any 
physical  or  chemical  change.  The  whole  of  the  liquid 
solution,  chemically  and  physically  unchanged,  can  be 
recovered  by  evaporation,' leaving  the  spongy  case  behind. 
I  tried  to  submit  various  slides  of  these  preparations  to 
microscopical  examination,  bj.it  the  difficulty  of  staining 
without  dissolving  them  could  not  be  overcome.  I  then 
tried  polarised  light,  with  splendid  results,  clearly 
revealing  the  structure  of  the  spongy  compound,  with 
its  series  of  sparkling  crystals,  in  symmetrical  rows,  and 
intervening  liquid,  looking  like  a  diamond-studded  map. 
I  hope  on_  a  future  occasion  to  show  the  importance  of 
polarised  light  in  the  analysis  of  soaps. 


Chemical  Warfare 

Various  works  have  recently  been  published  in  this 
country  and  the  United  States  regarding  different  aspects 
of  chemical  warfare,  but  the  one  which  has  attracted  most 
attention  in  Germany  is  Lefebure's  "  Kiddle  of  the  Rhine  : 
Chemical  Strategy  in  Peace  and  War."  The  author's 
'  chief  _  point  is  that  in  Germany  chemical  factories  are 
insistence  which  at  short  notice  could  produce  3,000  tons 
of  "poison  gas  a  month.  This  possibility  Major  Lefe- 
bure holds  is  a  menace  to.  humanity.  In  Germany  the 
publication  of  the  book  has  called  forth  heated  argu- 
ments and  protest  meetings,  not  only  of  the  manufac- 
turers, but  also  of  the  employees  in'  the  chemical  industry. 
Germany's  captain  of  the  chemical  industry,  Privy  Coun- 
cillor Dr.  Duisberg,  the  well-known  general  director  of 
the  dyeworks,  formerly  Friedr.  Bayer  &  Co.,  was  the 
mouthpiece  of  the  owners  at  the,  recent  general  meeting  of 
the  Association  for  the  Protection  of  the  Interests  of  the 
German  Chemical  Industry,  at  which  he  made  the  follow- 
ing statements  with  reference  to  Major  Lefebure's 
conclusions  :  / 

The  peace  treaty  is  used  to  impart  a  semblance  of  justice 
to  the  catch  phrase  of  the  "  chemical  disarmament  of 
Germany."  The  intention  is  to  reduce  the  chemical  output 
of  Germany  merely  to  meet  the  home  demand— i.e.,  to 
reduce  it  to  about  15  per  cent,  of  its  total  output.  Our  tar- 
dye  industry  is  to  be  completely  paralysed,  as  it  otherwise- 
would  be  in  a  position  to  threaten  the  peace  of  the  world 
by  conversion  into  the  manufacture  of  explosives  and  of 
materials  for  gas  warfare. 

What  would  be  the  result  if  this  agitation,  dictated  solely 
by  envious  foreign  competitors,  were  to  prove  successful  ? 
The  countries  of  the  world,  which  for  several  decades  have 
relied  upon  the  indispensable  German  products,  would  be 
deprived  of  the  latter,  and  would  be  compelled  to  use  the 
products  of  those  dye  industries  of  recent  creation,  which 
are  refused  by  the  consumers  of  their  own  countries  because 
of  their  inferiority. 

In  his  work  Lefebure  attacks  the  monopoly  enjoyed  by 
the  German  dye  industry  as  being  prejudicial  to  the  in- 
dustries of  other  countries.  To  this  it  may  be  replied  that 
the  perfection,  and  money's  worth  attained  by  the  pro- 
ducts manufactured  by  the  firms  associated  in  the  com- 
munity of  interests  of  the  German  dyeworks  is  based,  on 
years  of  scientific  research   and  technical  improvements. 


This  fact  does  not  imply  any  injury  to  other  countries  ;  on 
the  contrary,  it  promotes  the  development  of  technique  and 
culture  throughout  the  world.  World  economics  demand  a 
division  of  labour  whereby  each  nation  in  its  own  special 
sphere  becomes  the  source  of  supply  for  other  countries. 
Nobody  will  deny  that  the  German  people  possess  a  special 
for  ^eimcal  research  work,  and  for  the  practical 
application  of  its  results. 

.The  possibility  of  supplying  food  for  the  German  popula- 
tion is  to  a.  large  extent  dependent  on  the' economic  utilisa- 
tion ot  these  achievements,  and  can  only  be  effected 
provided  Germany  is  able  to  export  in  large  amounts 
Consequently  the  man  who  proposes  to  kill  a  branch  of 

oieign  trade  of  the  importance  of  the  German  chemical 
industry  is  condemning  our  people  to  death  by  starvation. 
1<  urther,  our  capacity  to  pay  reparations  depends  upon  our 
export  trade.  The  moment  when  Lefebure  and  those  sharing 
his  views  are  able  to  achieve  their  object,  then  it  becomes 

WinT  .  I*  T  for  Germany  to  meet  her  obligations 
arising  out  of  the  peace  treaty. 

Dr.  Diiisberg  also  seized  the  opportunity  afforded  by 
a  visit  to  the  works  at  Leverkusen  by  members  of  the 
international  Labour  Conference  to  point  out  to  them  that 
during  the  war  material  for  destructive  purposes  was 
not  manufactured  in  the  .actual  buildings  of  the  works 
but  m  specially  constructed  buildings,  which  had  since 
been  completely  demolished  at  a  cost  of  25,000,000  marks 

7  w  nnAoXolue  ,°,f  the,  objects  thus  destroyed  amounted 
to  50,000,000  gold  marks.  He  assured  the  visitors  that 
no  explosives  or  other  war  materials  were  manufactured 
either  in  Leverkusen  or  in  any  other  of  the  firms  belong- 
ing to  the  '  I  G."  (Community  of  Interests  of  the  German 
Chemical  Industry).  Very  skilfully  he  drew  their  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  the*  products  of  the  chemical  industry 
manufactured  by  them  were  of  the  greatest  use  to 
humanity  at  large,  and  included  the  manufacture  of  dyes 
products  for  the  destruction  of  moths,  vermin,  and  weeds' 
and  particularly  new  pharmaceutical  remedies.  In  illus- 
tration of  these  eminently  humanitarian  objects  Dr  Duis- 
berg pointed  out  that  after  fourteen  years  devoted  to 
research  work,  the  Leverkusen  laboratories  had  succeeded 
in  elaborating  a  remedy  for  sleeping  sickness,  which  is  to 
be  tried  in  Rhodesia  by  a  specially  appointed  expedition 
\  ery  significant,  however,  were  his  concluding  remarks 
to  the  visitors:  "We  are  fulfilling  the  terms  of  the 
peace  treaty,  but  we  shall  not  allow  any  interference  with 
our  peace  work.  We  are  not  going  to  allow  ourselves 
to  be  suppressed  as  an  economic  factor." 

"At  a  meeting  of  the  representatives  of  the  chemical 
workers  the  insinuations  against  the  German  chemical 
industry  were  placed  on  record  with  indignation  "  They 
are  convinced  that  "  the  catch  phrase  1  disarmament  of 
the  chemical  industry  '  merely  iserves  as  a  cloak  for 
economic  interests  of  the  Allied  countries,  particularly 
since  the  authors  of  these  publications  are  representative's 
ot  the  capital  invested  in  the  dye  industries  of  those' 
countries.'  Similar  views  were  expressed  at  other  meet- 
ings of  chemical  employees,  at  one  of  which  the  resolu- 
tion was  carried  that  the  workers  would  effectively  control 
and  prevent  the  manufacture  of  means  destined  to  destroy 
culture  '  and  life.

one  Belladonna  or  atropine  is  not  absorbed  through  the 
skin.  By  rubbing  belladonna  liniment  on  a  sore  back  the 
condition  has  been  relieved.  What  has  occurre d? The 
alcohol  and  camphor  cause  hyperemia  (irritant  action). 
whSi  the  rubbi/g  increases.  This  increased  blood  supply 
cause's  heating,  and  the  more  rapid  removal  of  the  waste 
and  Tnflammatory  products.  The  belladonna  itself  does 
not  help  the  condition.    In  the  simple  and  compound 


liniments  of  camphor,  irritants  in  the  form  of  camphor, 
ammonia,  and  alcohol  are  present,  and  in  neither  is  there 
any  waste  of  material.    The  number  of  liniments  could 
be  reduced.    Opium  liniment  is  as  wasteful  as  belladonna. 
It  is  irrational  to  apply  opium  to  a  painful  area  to  assuage 
the  pain.    This  concerns    all  opium  preparations  used 
externally.    It  is  wasteful  to  see  lead  and  opium  lotion 
ordered  with  the  opium  strength  doubled  because  the 
pain  is  very  severe.    Chloroform  liniment  does  not  pro- 
mote local  anaesthesia.      Chloroform  is  an  irritant  and 
rubefacient.     But  as  turpentine  liniment  and  compound 
camphor  liniment  act  in  similar  manner,  chloroform  lini-. 
ment  is    superfluous.      Pustulation   is   now  practically 
abolished,  and  croton  oil  liniment  may  be  deleted.  Mer- 
cury liniment  is  also  superfluous.    In  treating  pediculi 
corporis  by  mercurial  ointment  the  skin  is  already  much 
irritated,  and  it  is  undesirable  to  cause  further  irritation. 
Iodides  in  chronic  rheumatism   give  considerable  relief: 
The  iodide  must  be  taken  internally,  because,  though  it 
is  rapidly  absorbed  from  the  mucous  membrane,_  it  is  not 
absorbed'  by  the  skin.    It  is  a  waste  of  the  iodide  to 
apply  liniment  of  potassium  iodide  with  soap  or  potas- 
sium-iodide ointment.    Both  should  be  deleted.    The  two 
camphor  liniments  and  turpentine  liniment  meet  all  re- 
quirements.   It  is  doubtful  whether  aconite  liniment  is 
worth  retaining.    As  in  the  case  of  the  liniments,  many 
of  the   ointments  are  superfluous  and  others  useless. 
Creosote  ointment  and  eucalyptus  ointment  are  both  anti- 
septic, and  one  is  enough.    Gall  ointment  and  hamamelis 
ointment  both  contain  tannin,  the  former  m  the  greater 
proportion.      Hamamelis  ointment  should  therefore  be 
deleted     With  regard  to  lead  subacetate  and  lead  iodide 
ointments,  the  lead  in  the  former  acts  as  an  astringent, 
but  the  lead  iodide  is  insoluble,  and  can  therefore  have 
little  or  no  action,  and  should  be  deleted.    Zinc  oleate 
ointment  is  superfluous,  and  it  is  doubtful  if  it  has  any 
action  at  all.    Passing  to  preparations  of  two  ferments, 
glycerin  of  pepsin  and  pancreatic  solution,  he  said  pepsin 
only  acts  in  an  acid  medium,  being  destroyed  by  alkali. 
As  in  no  case  has  the  gastric  secretion  been  found  de- 
ficient in  pepsin,  the    administration  of  the  latter  is 
unnecessary.      In  cases  where  glycerin  of  pepsin  has 
proved  beneficial  there  must  have  been  deficiency  m  the 
hydrochloric  acid  secretion,  which  has  been  made  good 
by  the  acid  contained  in  the  galenical  preparation.  Pan- 
creatic solution  is  rapidly  destroyed  in  contact  with  the 
gastric  secretion.    It  is  therefore  useless  to  administer  it 
by  the  mouth.    When  added  to  milk  at  blood  temperature 
the  milk  is  partially  digested,  and  the  products  of  such 
digestion  may  advantageously  be  given  to  the  patient, 
This  is  how  pancreatic  solution  should  be  used  to  have 
any  value.    There  are  twenty  infusions  m  the  Pharma- 
copoeia,   and   this   number   could   be   reduced  to  two, 
or  even  one.      The  most  generally  useful   is  quassia, 
but    as    a    mixture    frequently    must    have    a  deep 
colour     gentian    would     probably     have     to  remain 
Aqueous  preparations  of  digitalis  quickly  deteriorate  and 
the  infusion  is  unnecessary  when  there  is  the  tincture, 
which  keeps  well.    Senega  acts  as  an  expectorant  because 
it  contains  saponin.    Compared  with  ipecacuanha  its  action 
is  very  slight,  and  as  it  is  usually  prescribed  with  the 
latter  it  appears  to  be  quite  superfluous.    Infusion  of 
senna  is  sufficiently  represented  in  compound  senna  mix- 
ture.   Infusion  of  buchu  contains  only  a  trace  of  the 
volatile  oil,  which  is  the  active  ingredient.    All  that  the 
infusion  has  is  a  faint  odour  and  a  bitter  taste       I  he 
tincture,  containing  more  of  the  oil,  sh  ould  be  used     I  he 
infusion  is  superfluous.    Any  essential   oil  might  have 
an  equally  good  antiseptic  action  m  the  urinary  tract, 
because  all  "volatile  oils  .are  excreted  by  the  kidney  as 
■compounds  of  glycuronic  acid.    Tincture  of  rhubarb  is 
S  atisfactory  than  the  infusion.    Of  the  seventy-one 
tinctures  hi  the  Pharmacopoeia  the  most  valuable  are  d  gi^ 
talis  nux  vomica,  opium,  and  belladonna.  _  Many  are  used 
merely  for  their  bitter  taste.    If  we  retain  quassia  then 
Eta  gentian,  calumba,  serpentary,  etc,  may  be  delete^ 
Rome  tinctures  are  used  as   carminatives,  and  tincture 
of  cinnamon  would  be  enough.    The  presence  of  three 
volatile  oils  in  compound  tincture  of  cardamoms,  all  carmi- 
natives is  a  pronounced  example  of  superfluity.  Several 
tmctures  actPas  astringents,  but  one  should  be  enough, 
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either  tincture  of  catechu  or  tincture  of  kino. 
Ammoniated  tincture  of  opium  is  unnecessary,  as  there 
is  compound  tincture  of  camphor.  Solution  of  morphine 
hydrochloride  is  enough,  and  the  solution  of  the  acetate 
and  the  tartrate  can  be  removed. 

A  shorter  Pharmacopoeia  would  be  an  advantage  both 
to  the  prescriber  and  to  the  pharmacist.  It  would  cer- 
tainly make  for  easier  prescribing  and  uniformity  in 
dispensing.  Reduction  would  also  make  for  economy  in 
prescribing.  Einally,  a  shorter  Pharmacopoeia  would 
make  the  burden  of  the  pharmaceutical  student  lighter. 

Discussion 

Mr.  Dott  said  the  medical  profession  is  responsible  for 
any  redundancy.  There  could  be  no  question  that  many 
drugs  found  a  place  which  could  hardly  be  justified.  At 
the  same  time  he  thought  Mr.  Grieve's  proposals  were  too 
sweeping,  and  a  good  deal  could  be  said  on  the  other 
side.  It  was  not  always  wise1  to  speak  of  mixtures  or 
combinations  in  prescriptions  as  being  mistakes.  When 
the  right  combinations  were  selected  useful  results  might 
fee  anticipated.  Good  examples  are  chlorodyne  and 
Gregory's  Powder,  and  the  same  might  be  said  with 
regard  to  Dover's  Powder.  He  thought  it  was  easy  to 
carry  Mr.  Grieve's  criticism  too  far. 

Mr.  Kerr  said  he  would  like  to  ask  Mr.  Grieve  to 
explain  a  case  in  which  the  prescriber  orders  glycerin 
of  pepsin  without  the  hydrochloric  acid. 

Mr.  Tait  said  it  was  difficult  to  allow  old  favourites, 
like  belladonna  and  opium  applied  externally,  to  dis- 
appear 

Mr.  Hill  thought  it  would  be  necessary  to  apply  the 
general  principles  laid  down  by  Mr.  Grieve  to  the  whole 
of  materia  medica  if  reform  was  to  be  accomplished. 
Probably  in  no  department  was  conservatism  more  pro- 
nounced than  in  the  use  of  medicines. 

The  Chairman  agreed  that  there  is  a  tendency  to  put 
too  much  stress  on  laboratory  experiments.  So  far  as 
the  Pharmacopoeia  was  concerned,  Britain  lagged  behind 
other  countries  where  a  systematic  revision  took  place 
once  in  ten  years.  There  was  something  in  the  state- 
ment that  diseases  healed  themselves,  and  they  must 
remember  that  mere  chemical  action  did  not  explain 
everything.  Recent  researches  indicated  that  colour,  at 
least  in  the  case  of  external  applications,  might  have  an 
important  influence.  For  example,  the  therapeutic 
value  of  chrysarobin  may  depend  on  the  yellow  colour 
excluding  the  ultra-violet  rays. 

Mr  Grieve,  in  reply,  said,  instead  of  being  too  drastic 
in  his  proposals,  more  might  have  been  said.  He  had 
omitted  all  criticism  on  the  medicament  classes  of  pills 
and  lozenges.  With  regard  to  Mr.  Kerr's  inquiry,  pre- 
sumably the  prescriber  had  diagnosed  a  hyper-acid  con- 
dition, but  thought  there  was  something  to  cure  which 
the  glycerin  of  pepsin  would  treat  satisfactorily. 
Gregory's  Powder  had  three  distinct  agents — rhubarb  (an 
intestinal  cathartic),  ginger  (a  carminative),  and  magnesia 
■(an  antacid).

Methylated  Spirit  in  Medicinal  Preparations 
By  Mr.  A.  B.  Gilmour 

Mineralised  or  denaturised  methylated  spirit  was 
formerly  composed  of  a  mixture  of  rectified  spirit  con- 
taining 10  per  cent,  by  volume  of  wood  naphtha  (methyl 
alcohol),  with,  in  addition,  three-eighths  of  I  per  cent,  of 
mineral  naphtha.  During  the  war  and  from  June  1,  1918. 
the  composition  was  altered  to  95  per  cent,  of  rectified 
spirit,  5  per  cent,  of  wood  naphtha,  and  g  per  cent,  of 
mineral  naphtha,  together  with  one-tenth  of  a  grain  of 
methyl  violet  in  each  gallon.  Notwithstanding  this 
relatively  minute  quantity  of  dye  contained  in  the 
mineralised  spirit,  frequent  complaints  have  been  made  by 
practitioners  as  to  the  dissatisfaction  and  annoyance  caused 
to  patients  by  the  discoloration  of  the  skin.  These  com- 
plaints refer  particularly  to  lotions  for  the  scalp.  The  same 
objection  applies  to  its  use  as  a  skin  application  to  prevent 
bedsores.  A  specific  complaint  arose  with  regard  to  the 
following  prescription  :

Another  example  occurs  in  an  emergency  preparation 
used  by  medical  practitioners  for  burns  and  consisting  of 
a  3  per  cent,  alcoholic  solution  of  picric  acid.  The  methyl 
violet  is  completely  masked  by  the  bright  yellow  of  the 
picric  acid  and  would  be  far  better  omitted.  Prescribers, 
although  willing  to  prescribe  methylated  spirit  without 
colouring  matter,  out  of  consideration  for  their  patients 
find  themselves  compelled  to  prescribe  rectified  spirit. 
This  increased  cost  does  not  carry  with  it  any  increased 
therapeutic  value,  and  consequently  cannot  be  justified. 
In  view  of  the  alleged  increase  in  the  depraved  habit  of 
methylated-spirit  drinking,  th&  Excise  authorities,  it  may 
be  thought,  were  compelled  to  take  some  action  to  safe- 
guard the  revenue,  and  the  coloration  of  the  spirit  was 
the  best  means  to  attain  that  purpose.  Mr.  Gilmour  gave 
the  following  objections  to  this  view  :  A  person  who  drinks 
methylated  spirit  is  not  deterred  by  colouring  matter. 
The  ease  with  which  the  coloration  can  be  destroyed 
raises  the  question  as  to  whether  it  is  worth  while  to  I 
add  a  substance  to  the  methylated  spirit  when  that  sub- 
stance can  be  so  easily  dissipated.  For  example,  in  a  hair 
lotion  like  that  of  Sir  Erasmus  Wilson  the  ammonia  makes 
the  methylated  spirit  water-white.  The  addition  of  a  few 
grains  of  zinc  dust  or  filings  and  a  few  drops  of  hydro- 
chloric acid  shaken  up  with  the  spirit  also  soon  discharges 
the  colour.  Iron  filings  and  hydrochloric  acid  act  even 
more  rapidly.  The  aniline  violet  is  not  volatile,  and  there 
is  the  objection  that  when  the  spirit  is  burned  the  residue 
of  the  methyl  violet  causes  the  wick  to  become  matted 
and  to  deteriorate  rapidly.  The  colour  is  also  objection- 
able in  the  making  of  sandarac  and  mastic  varnish,  and  in 
the  making  of  the  variously  tinted  electric-lamp  varnishes. 
As  the  restriction  does  not  serve  the  purpose  for  which  it 
was  instituted,  the  speaker  suggested  that  action  be  taken 
so  that  the  addition  of  the  methyl  violet  to  methylated 
spirit  should  be  discontinued.  The  Excise  authorities 
could  arrange  that  the  supply  of  methylated  spirit  without 
colouring,  for  dispensing  prescriptions  for  external  use, 
be  restricted  to  legally  qualified  chemists  and  druggists, 
who  are  trained  in  the  handling  of  .medicines,  entrusted 
with  the  highly  responsible  duty  of  the  sale  of  poisons, 
and  who  are  the  dispensers  of  the  nation's  medicine. 

Discussion 

Mr.  Dott  could  see  no  reason  why  pharmacists  should 
not  be  supplied  with  industrial  methylated  spirit  to  be 
used  in  the  dispensing  of  medicines. 

Mr.  Hill  agreed  with  Mr.  Dott's  suggestion,  but  the 
Board  of  Customs  imposed  such  onerous  restrictions  on 
the  use  of  industrial  methylated  spirit  as  to  make  it  diffi- 
cult in  practice  to'  induce  them  to  give  the  freedom  that 
would  be  necessary.  Methyl  violet  might  be  omitted 
without  any  disadvantage. 

The  Chairman  said  a  case  had  been  made  out  which 
might  be  put  before  the  authorities  with  a  view  to  securing 
a  remedy.

An  Incompatible  Mixture

The  alkaline  aromatic  spirit  of  ammonia  seemed 
obviously  incompatible1  with  the  sulphuric  acid  in  the  in- 
fusion of  cinchona,  and  likely  to  precipitate  all  the  alka- 
loids. On  mixing  the  ingredients  the  resulting  mixture 
was  distinctly  alkaline.  In  order  to  see  what  is  actually 
happening,  some  "aromatic  spirit  of  ammonia,"  leaving 
out  the  essential  oils  and  replacing  them  with  distilled 
water,  was  prepared.  On  dispensing  the  mixture  using 
this  a  bulky  flocculent  precipitate  separates;  >r|  Various 
methods  were  tried,  with  similar  results.  On  pointing  out 
to  the  prescriber  the  obvious  incompatibilities  he  directed 
the  omission  of  the  aromatic  spirit  of  ammonia.  Even 
then  the  resulting  mixture  is  far  from  being  elegant,  as 
considerable  precipitation  takes  place.  ■  Having  shown  that 
this  is  due  to  the  formation  of  tannate  of  strychnine  by 
the  interaction  of  the  inf.  cocas  cone,  and  the  liq.  strych- 
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nine  and  dncho-tamiate  of  strychnine  as  a  result  of  inter- 
action between  the  acid.  inf.  cinchona;  and  the  liq.  strych.,

This  gives  a  dear,  water-white,  and  stable  solution,jrac- 
tically  equivalent  in  constitution  as  well  as  therapeutically 
to  the  prescribed  mixture,  and  free  from  all  incompati-- 
bilities  and  undesirable  precipitates.  But  it  is  obviously 
the.  function  of  the  preseriber  rather  than  the  dispenser 
to  determine  whether  the  suggestion  offers  a  desirable 
alternative.  Incidentally,  another  practical  point  arises. 
Acid  infusion  of  cinchona,  when  strained  through  a  double 
layer  of  calico  or  lint,  is  quite  opaque,  and  on  cooling 
there  is  a  further  separation  of  suspended  matter,  ine  - 
concentrated  (1  to  7)  acid  infusion  of  cinchona  when 
diluted  gives  a  totally  different  appearance  from  the  fresh 
infusion ;  the  patient  may  even  doubt  whether  the  medi- 
cine has  been  properly  dispensed.

To  secure  uniformity  in  dispensing  it 
might  be  better  to  include  concentrated  infusions  in  tne 
Pharmacopoeia,  possibly  with  an  understanding  that  unless 
otherwise  directed  they  should  invariably  be  used  m  dis-

The  Chairman  said  that  many  years  ago  he  had  pointed 
out  that  concentrated  infusions  and  fresh  infusions  are 
totally  different  articles.  If  concentrated  infusions  are  to 
be  included  in  the  Pharmacopoeia,  one  form  only  should 
be  recognised.

Note  on  Pharmaceutical  Nomenclature 
By  Joseph  John  Blackie,  Ph.C. 
The  speaker  showed  that  nuclein  and  nucleic  acid  are 
quite  distinct  articles  of  pharmacy.     The  nucleoproteins 
are  complex  compounds  which  are  made  up    of  varying 
amounts  of  protein  and  nucleic  acid.    Nuclein  is  the  pro- 
duct obtained  when  a  nucleoprotein  is  hydrolysed      I  he 
nucleoprotein,  on  digestion   with   hydrochloric  acid  and 
pepsin,  is  not  completely  hydrolysed.    A  residue  remains 
which  is  insoluble  in  the  jiepsin  solution  and  consists  ot 
protein  combined  with  nucleic  acid.     This    residue  is 
called  "nuclein."    Nucleins  are  therefore   the  insoluble 
residues  which  remain  after  the  tissue  has  been  digested 
with  pepsin,  and  nucleic  acid  can  be  separated  from  the 
nuclein.    The  chemical  constitution  of  nucleic  _  acid  has 
not  yet  been  definitely  ascertained,  but  it  is  said  to  con- 
sist of  a  carbohydrate,  phosphoric  acid,  purine  and  pyn- 
midine  bases.     Plant  nucleic  acid    differs   from  animal 
nucleic  acid  in  the  carbohydrate  constituent  and  also  in 
one  of  the  pyrimidine   bases.     The  nucleoproteins  are 
present  in  the  pancreas,  thymus,  etc.,  but  the  product  met 
with  in  pharmacy  is  usually  prepared  from  the  nucleo- 
protein of  yeast.    The  process  of  extraction  of  nuclein  was 
explained.    Nucleic  acid  is  prepared  directly  from  yeast, 
but  may  be  obtained  from  nuclein,  and  to  emphasise  the 
difference  between  the  two  compounds  a  short  note  on  the 
preparation  from  nuclein  was  given,  and  it  was  seen  that 
both  in  chemical  constitution  and  preparation  the  two 
substances  are  quite  distinct:    The  confusion  has  probably 
arisen  from  the  description  given  in  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Codex,,  where  the  nomenclature  is  misleading.  This 
book,  under  "  Acid  Nucleinic,"  gives  the  synonyms  "acid 
nucleic"  and  "nuclein,"  and  the  description  in  the  text 


does  not  agree  with  the  synonymous  terms  stated.  Nucleic 
acid  is  usually  prescribed,  as  it  is  soluble  in  solutions  of 
weak  alkalis  forming  nucleinates,  and  it  is  as  a  5  per 
cent,  aqueous  solution  that  it  is  chiefly  used.  Pure 
nuclein  is  not  often  met  with  in  pharmacy,  but  the 
nucleoprotein  of  yeast  is  occasionally  dispensed  under  the 
name  of  nuclein,  and  is  usually  prescribed  in  tablet  form. 
In  Squire's  "Companion  to  the  Pharmacopoeia  "  and  in 
Martindale's  "  Extra  Pharmacopoeia"  the  two  compounds 
are  clearly  and  separately  described.  With  regard  to 
scopolamine  or  hyoscine  the  terms  are  synonymous,  but 
the  former  seems  to  be  coming  into  use  by  certain  sec- 
tions. There  is  no  reason  for  this  change,  as  the  alkaloid 
is  official  in  the  B.P.  as  hyoscine  hydrobromide,  while 
scopolamine  is  given  as  a  secondary  term.  This  altera- 
tion in  nomenclature  is  probably  due  to  Continental  influ- 
ence, scopolamine  being  hi  some  Pharmacopoeias,  the  official 
name  of  the  drug.  Hyoscine  is  the  older  name  of  the 
alkaloid,  and  being  so  should  be  given-  the  preference. 
The  speaker  then  gave  the  history  of  the  drug  from  its 
discovery  in  1871,  showing  that  historically  hyoscine  has 
the  priority.  Scopolamine  was  the  name  applied  _  to  a 
crystalline  alkaloid  isolated  by  Schmidt  from  a  species  of 
Scopola,  but  when  this  alkaloid  was  found  to  be  chemi- 
cally identical  with  hyoscine  the  term  scopolamine  was 
probably  intended  to  be  dropped.  It  might  be  argued  that 
scopolamine  describes  the  alkaloid  equally  well,  because 
certain  species  of  Sco-pola  give  a  good  yield  of  the  sub- 
stance, and  that  the  name  indicates  the  source  of  the  drug. 
Certain  species  of  Datura,  however,- contain  hyoscine  and 
are  the  commercial  sources  of  the  alkaloid,  so  on  the 
same  argument  a  name  suggesting  Datura  as  the  source  of 
the  drug  might  be  used.  But  this  would  complicate 
matters,  and  the  speaker  maintained  his  contention  that 
hyoscine  should  alone  be  used. 

Discussion 

Mr.  Dott  said  the  best  text-books  pointed  out  quite  dis- 
tinctly that  nuclein  and  nucleic  acid  are  different  sub- 
stances. He  agreed  with  the'  rule  that  in  the  naming  of 
alkaloids  the  original  name  should  be  adhered  to. 

Mr.  GrieVe  said  that  while  hyoscine  was  generally  _  in, 
use  in  the  practice  of  medicine,  this  name  scopolamine 
seemed  to  have  got  into  vogue  through  its  connection  with 
what  was  called  "twilight  sleep."' 

Mr.  Hill  showed  how  hyoscine  ought  to  be  the  accepted 
name  for  this  alkaloid. 

The  Chairman  said  the  confusion  of  the  names  nuclein 
and  nucleic  acid  seemed  to  arise  in  connection  with  price- 
lists  rather  than  text-books.  It  was  important  to  emphasise 
the  distinct  difference  between  the  two  substances.  He 
agreed  with  what  was  said  as  to  the  name  hyoscine. 
Votes  of  thanks  concluded  the  meeting.

Deaths 

Barclay.— At  The  Uplands,  Blaekwell,  near  Broms- 
grove,  on  December  23,  Sir  Thomas  Barclay,  J. P.,  Ph.C, 
chairman  of  Southall  Bros. 
&  Barclay,  Ltd.,  manufac- 
turing chemists,  Birming- 
ham, and  beloved  husband 
of  Mary  Dingley  Barclay, 
aged  eighty  two.  By  the 
death  of  Sir  Thomas  Barclay 
a  notable  figure  disappears 
from  the  drug-trade.  The 
second  son  of  the  late  Mr. 
James  Barclay,  Sunderland. 
\  I      hp   w.-ts    etlucsited  privately 

/  and  served  his  apprenticeship 
in  pharmacy  to  the  late  Mr. 
John  Mawson,  Newcastle-on- 
Tyne,  with  whom  he  re- 
mained for  some  time  after 
the  completion  of  the  term. 
In  1861  Mr.  Richard  Rey- 
nolds, Leeds,  recommended 
Mr.  Barclay  as  traveller  to  Southall,  Son  &  Dymond,  as 
the  historic  Birmingham  house  was  then  called.  Five 
years  later  he  was  admitted  a  partner,  and  in  1874,  follow- 
ing the  death  of  Mr.  Dymond,  the  style  was  changed  to 
Southall  Bros.  &  Barclay.  The  story  of  the  conversion 
of  the  firm  into  a  limited  company  in  1898,  and  of  the 
steady  expansion  which  went  on  both  before  and  after 
that  date,  was  related  in  detail  in  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist,  II.,  1906,  p.  106;  it  may  be  recalled,  however, 
that  the  business  was  founded  as  a  retail  one  by  Thomas 
and  William  Southall  in  1820,  and  that  its  various  depart- 
ments have  been  co-ordinated  as  they  increased  in  a  re- 
markable manner.  His  portrait  in  oils  was  presented  to 
the  chairman  of  the  company  by  his  co-directors  in  1911 
(C.  db  D.,  II.,  1911,  p.  143).  Mr.  Barclay  found  time  to 
study  for,  and  pass,  the  Major  examination  in  1869,  three 
years  after  his  partnership  had  commenced,  and  this 
gift  of  doing  more  than  one  thing  at  a  time  remained~with 
him  through  a  long  and  active  career.  In  1876  he  called 
a  conference  of  representative  members  of  the  trade  to 
consider  what  could  be  done  to,  protect  chemists  from 
unfair  prosecutions  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  passed  in  the  previous  year,  the  outcome  of  this 
gathering  being  the  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Trade  Asso- 
ciation of  Great  Britain.  In  the  course  of  its  ten  years' 
history  the  Association  scored  several  points  on  behalf 
of  the  trade,  the  most  notable,  perhaps,  being  its  fight 
for  chemists'  rights  in  the  Shepperley  case  (C.  &  D.,  II., 
1906,  p.  149).  In  1881  Mr.  Barclay  read  a- paper  at  the 
International  Pharmaceutical  Congress  in  London,  in 
collaboration  with  Mr.  C.  Brunnengraber,  Rostock,  on 
the  relation  of  pharmacists  to  the  medical  profession  and 
to  the  public;  and  in  the  same  year  he  elaborated  a 
scheme  of  study  for  the  Qualifying  examination.  On  two,- 
occasions — 1874-75  and  1884-86— he  was  President  of  the 
Birmingham  Pharmaceutical  Association,  and  as  a  citizen 
he  could  claim  a  distinguished  record  of  public  service, 
beginning  with  his  election  to  the  King's  Norton  School 
Board  in  1875.  He  was  for  nine  years  a  member  of  the 
Birmingham  City  Council,  and  took  a  leading  part  in  the 
scheme  for  obtaining  the  city's  water  supply  from  Wales. 
(A  book  from  his  pen,  "The  Future  Water  Supply  of 
Birmingham,"  ran  into  three  editions.)  He  devoted  him- 
self with  great  energy  to  an  agitation — begun  in  1877 — 
for  the  abolition  of  the  compulsory  collection  of  income- 
tax  and  land-tax  by  unwilling  collectors,  the  outcome  of 
this  movement  being  the  passing  of  the  Customs  and 
Inland  Revenue  Act.  Sir  Thomas,  who  received  his  knight- 
hood in  1908,  was  a  justice  of  the  peace  for  Birmingham 
and  the  counties  of  Warwick  and  Worcester,  and  a  promi- 


nent Wesleyan  Methodist.  He  was  twice  married,  and  had 
a  family  of  two  sons  and  five  daughters.  A  tribute  paid 
to  the  memory  of  Sir  Thomas  Barclay  by  his  colleagues  on 
the  Birmingham  Bench  will  be  found  on  p.  38. 

Cassal. — At  56  Oxford  Gardens,  London,  W.  10,  on 
December  22,  Colonel  Charles  Edward  Cassal,  V.D., 
F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  aged  sixty-three.  Colonel  Cassal  was 
educated  at  University  College  School  and  University 
College,  London,  where  he  was  medallist  in  chemistry 
and  in  practical  chemistry.  Among  the  public  appoint- 
ments he  had  held  were  those  of  public  analyst  for 
Westminster.

"  British  Food  Journal."

It  is  no 
disparagement  to  the  literary  contents  to  say  that  the 
value  of  the  Diary  lies  very  largely  in  its  advertisements. 
Here  we  find  all  our  wants  met,  and  so  admirably  in- 
dexed as  to  save  us  the  trouble  of  a  doubtful  search  : 
we  find  whatever  we  may  look  for  almost  at  .a  glance. 
We  congratulate  ourselves  on  such  an  "  inquire  within 
upon  everything"  and  the  publishers  upon  the  result  of 
their  efforts  on  our  behalf.  They  have  again  earned  our 
thanks  and  a  renewal  of  our  confidence. 

The  Multiplicity  of  Retail  Price  Lists 

is  the  subject  of  an 
article  in  "  The  Script  "  on  the  temper  and  general  good 
sense  of  which  its  writer  is  to  be  congratulated.  He 
takes  as  his  text  the  announcement  that  has  been  appear- 
ing in  the  C  &  D.  of  its  forthcoming  list,  and  the  tone 
of "the  article  is  such  as  should  prepare  the  way  for  the 
general  acceptance  of  this  as  a  standard.  Up  to  the 
present  there  have  been  many  voices,  but  none  of  sufficient 
authority  to  be  regarded  in  that  light.  Their  methods 
have  differed,  and  the  results  have  varied.  No  list  can, 
as  need  hardly  be  said,  be  more  than  a  guide;  none  can 
possibly  be  a  rule  binding  upon  everybody  m  every  place 
and  under  all  conditions,  but  it  is  much  to  be  desired 
that  greater  uniformity  in  pricing  should  prevail,  and  the 
C  <£•'/>.  is  the  likeliest  source  of  help  to  this  end.  The 
Script"  pays  a  handsome  tribute  to  the  Editor  of  this 
journal  for  his  services  in  this  respect  during  the  anti- 
profiteering  campaign,  and  the  respect  with  which  his 
dicta  on  prices  were  received  by  tribunals.  There  could 
be  no  better  omen  for  the  expected  list. 

Speaking  of  Mr.  Sargeant, 

I  wish  to  correct  an  error  m  my 
last  week's  remarks  upon  his  address  at  Bradford, 
which  I  did  not  notice  in  time  for  rectification.  What 
he  said  was  that  educational  progress  stopped,  not  m 
1890,  but  at  some  unspecified  date  subsequent  to  that. 
When'  Honestly,  I  cannot  guess.  It  was  not,  if  the 
Educational  Numbers  of  the  C.  <l-  D.  may  be  trusted, 
before  the  war,  and  it  is  hardly  fair  to  cite  what  has 
happened  since  in  support  of  such  a  statement.  Ihe 
fact  is  that  all  through  my  experience  the  examinations 
have  been  steadily  stiffening,  and  there  never  was  a 
time  in  our  history  when  more  was  demanded  than  at 
present  from  the  candidate  for  registration  Mr. 
Sargeant's  declaration  that  "  the  training  required  of  a 
chemist  at  present  is  not  sufficient,  mentally  or 
morally,"  is  absurd  if  it  refers  to  what  is  required  tor 
his  present  work,  and  if  it  refers  to  the  future  it  is 
out  of  place.  We  have  no  right  to  grasp  at  a  future 
advantage  by  going  against  an  Act  of  Parliament,  by 
virtue  of  which  we  exist,  nor  is  it  necessary  :  the  retorm 
of  the  Major  would  jbe  sufficient  to  meet  the  oppor- 
tunities and  exigencies  of  the  future.  We  have,  no 
doubt  power  to  stiffen  the  Minor  too,  but  this  power, 
like  that  of  Parliament,  cannot  be  exercised  beyond  what 
public  opinion  consents  to  without  defeating  the  object 
it  has  in  view.  We  see  the  result  of  doing  this  m  the 
"  Farcical  Pharmacy  Bill." 

The  Foregoing  Notes, 

written  before  I  saw  Mr.  Wilson  s 
letter  of  last  week,  might  serve  as  a  sufficient  answer  to 
his  criticisms,  and  I  think  they  acquit  me  of  the  charge 
of  inconsistency.  That,  however,  is  a  small  matter. 
What  is  important  is  that  these  schemes  for  uplifting 
pharmacy  by  University  degrees  and  what  not  involve 
a  good  deal  more  than  appears  on  the  surface.  Already 


the  Irish  Society  is  urged  to  contemplate  the  sub- 
stitution of  a  University  Matriculation  examination  for 
the  Preliminary,  to  enable  students  to  "  take  full  advan- 
tage of  the  new"  facilities,"  and  we  have  had  abundant 
proof  that  our  own  high-fliers  intend  as  soon  as  they 
can  to  increase  the  stringency  of  the  Qualifying  examina- 
tion with  much  the  same  object,  while  men  like  your 
correspondent  "  A  Pharmaceutical  Graduate  "  are 
striving  for  our  apotheosis  into  "professional  men  "  on 
the  model  of  the  eighteenth-century  apothecaries. 
Frankly,  I  would  rather  be  a  chemist  and  druggist  like 
the  men  I  knew  and  honoured  in  the  nineteenth  century. 
The  apothecaries  had  a  very  dubious  claim  to  profes- 
sional rank,  and  their  persistent  encroachments  upon  the- 
privileges  of  the  doctors  show  how  uneasy  and  dissatis- 
fied they  were  in  the  position  they  occupied.  It  was. 
not  much  short  of  a  century  after  their  separation  from 
the  grocers  (it  was  in  1709)  that  they  were  thus 
described  : 

"  So  modern  'pothecaries,  taught  the  art 
By  doctor's  bills  to  play  the  doctor's  part, 
Bold  in  the  practice  of  mistaken  rules, 
Prescribe,  apply,  and  call  their  masters  fools." 
Let  us  stick  to  our    last.    We    are    already  as  much 
"masters  of  the  whole  art  of  pharmacy"  as  the  apothe- 
caries ever  were.    We  have  within  our  own  borders  scope 
enough  for  any  reasonable  ambition  ;  those  who  are  not- 
satisfied  within  those  limits  can  easily  find  their  way 
out ;  they  have  no  right  to  ask  us  to  increase  the  general 
burden  in  order  to  facilitate  their  escape. 

It  is  Sixty  Years  Since 

I  entered  the  drug  trade  as  an  inden- 
tured apprentice  to  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  in  a  large 
commercial  town.  It  was,  humanly  speaking,  an  accident 
that  thus  diverted  me  from  my  chosen  career,  and  I 
confess  to  having  assumed  the  apron  without  enthusiasm. 
There  were  no  compulsory  examinations  then,  and  I  passed 
the  Preliminary  while  they  were  still  optional.  My  inden- 
tures, too,  stipulated  that  I  should  attend  weekly  lectures, 
and  have  an  hour  a  day  for  my  studies.  Lectures,  how- 
ever, there  were  none  in  the  town,  and,  as  my  hour  had 
to  be  snatched  from  what  were  often  the  two  and  a- half 
busiest  hours  of  the  day— from  8  to  10.30  p.m.— with  the 
shop  for  my  study,  my  progress  in  the  art  and  mystery 
of  pharmacy  was  not  much  helped  by  books.  The  scien- 
tific library  of  the  establishment  consisted  of  the  London 
Pharmacopoeia,  Squire's  Companion,  Beazley's  Receipt 
Book,  and  Pereira's  "  Selecta,"  There  was,  moreover,  a 
Chemists'  Association  in  the  town,  of  which  my  master 
was  a  member,  and  thanks  to  it  I  was  able  to  embark 
at  once  upon  Brande's  History  of  Chemistry  and  a  volu- 
minous work  on  botany  according  to  the  Lmn;ean  system. 
A  few  weeks  sufficed  to  disillusion  me  as  to  the  profit  to 
be  got  from  these  without  further  guidance,  and  Mayne 
Eeid  and  Fenimore  Cooper,  from  the  Free  Lending 
Library,  took  their  place.  '  My  master,  however,  who, 
though  a  Ph. C.,  was  almost  as  ignorant  of  science  as  I, 
had  a  good  practical  knowledge  of  shop  work,  and  his 
business  was  a  good  one,  in  the  best  residential  part  of 
the  town.  The  instruction  I  received  from  him  partook 
of  the  character  of  that  at  Dotheboys  Hall  :  "  W,  i,  ri, 
d  e  r;  that's  winder;  now  go  and  clean  the  winder, 
and  that'll  help  you  to  remember  it,"  I  was  shown  the 
ingredients  of  pil.  rhei  co.  and  told  to  make  a  big  batch 
of  the  pills,  an  admirable  method  so  far  as  it  goes.  In 
less  than  twelve  months  I  was  doing  all  the  heaviest 
work  of  the  shop  and  a  fair  share  of  the  rest.  At  the 
end  of  four  years  I  was  a  fairly  competent  assistant. 
The  craft  has  not  brought  me  wealth  or  much  kudos ; 
but  as  the  man  said  who  was  asked  what  he  had  done 
in  the  French  Revolution,  "I  have  survived.

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Editorial  Articles 

A  Trying  Year 

The  year  just  closing  has  been  characterised  by  strikes, 
threats  of  strikes,  unemployment,  and  other  industrial 
disturbances,  which  have  made  very  trying  times  in 
business.  Consequently,  1921  has  not,  upon  the  whole, 
been  a  very  prosperous  one  for  chemists.  In  the  better- 
class  neighbourhoods,  in  London  and  some  other  of  our- 
larger  towns,  where  wealth  does  not  depend  directly  upon 
local  industries,  trade  has  been  fairly  good,  and  several 
of  our  friends  tell  us  they  have  had  no  reason  to  com- 
plain ;  but  it  has  been  very  different  in  working-class 
districts,  and  especially  in  the  industrial  towns  of  the 
North.  Many  travellers  have  complained  that  their 
journeys  in  mining  and  manufacturing  districts  have 
scarcely  been  worth  taking;  the  unsettled  condition  of  the 
industrial  world  and  the  doubtful  economic  outlook  have 
had  a  disastrous  effect  on  trade  of  every  kind,  and 
chemists,  naturally,  have  suffered  along  with  others.  As 
the  causes  of  the  prevailing  depression  are  extraordinary, 
and,  it  may  be  hoped,  temporary,  we  may  reasonably 
look  for  an  improvement  in  the  coming  year — indeed, 
there  are  already  signs  of  better  business — but  it  can 
hardly  be  expected  that  a  complete  recovery  of  our 
former  prosperity  will  take  place  rapidly.  We  may,  how- 
ever, hope  that  the  worst  effects  of  the  war  upon  our 
commerce,  both  at  home  and  abroad,  are  past,  and  that, 
with'  returning  political  sanity,  there  will  be  a  gradual 
return  of  prosperity  also.  Politically  the  year  opened 
ominously  for  us;  and  though  the  first  threat  against  us, 
the  Dentists  Bill,  which  forbade  us  to  carry  on  perma- 
nently the  double  calling  of  dentistry  and  pharmacy, 
finally  took  shape  in  an  Act  which  allowed  this  to  be 
done  by  any  chemist  who  had  immediately  prior  to 
July  28  a  substantial  practice  as  a  dentist,  the  prohibi- 
tion of  the  extraction  of  teeth  by  others,  except  in  an 
emergency  and  without  an  anaesthetic,  did  us  a  serious 
injustice.  The  early  months  of  the  year  witnessed  the 
expiring  convulsions  of  the  Profiteering  Act,  which 
actually  expired  at  midnight  on  May  19,  to  the  great 
relief  of  everybody  concerned,  including  the  Committees 
charged  with  its  administration.  Following  close 
upon  the  publication  of  the  text  of  the  Den- 
tists Bill  came  the  first  draft  of  the  Emu- 
lations made  under  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act, 
which  was  printed  in  our  issue  of  January  15,  and 
caused  an  immediate  outburst  of  indignation  in  the  trade. 
It  is  quite  impossible  to  review  here  even  m  outline  the 
course  of  events  connected  with  these  Regulations. 
Believing  them  to  be  the  most  serious  blow  ever  dealt  at 
our  position  under  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  we  gave  them  from 
the  first  the  most  strenuous  opposition,  and  they  were 
until  the  final  ratification  of  the  amended  Eegulations  the 
leading  topic  discussed  in  our  columns.  The  Pharma- 
ceutical Society's  protest  against  the  Regulations  and  the 
action  taken  in  its  pursuance  led  to  the  appointment  of 
a  Home  Office  Committee  to  consider  the  objections  to 
the  draft,  with  the  result  that  a  few  modifications  were 
made,  but  the  contention  that  the  Regulations  were  ultra 
vires  was  not  allowed,  and  an  action  to  test  this  point 
is  still  pending — the  powers  that  be  have  not  settled  upon 
the  offence  which  shall  be  the  subject  of  the  prosecution. 
The  Regulations  came  into  force  on  September  1.  Up  to 
the  present  they  have  not  proved  so  irksome  (so  far,  at 
least,  as  dispensing  is  concerned)  as  was  anticipated, 
thanks  in  great  part,  we  are  assured,  to  the  D.D.A.  Cards 
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for  chemists  and  prescribes  and  the  "  Dictionary  of 
Difficulties  "  issued  from  the  office  of  the  C.  <fe  D.  ;  but 
the  objection  to  them  on  principle  still  remains,  and  is 
more  serious  than  any  practical  inconvenience  they  may 
cause  us,  or  the  loss  of  legitimate  trade  in  the  drugs 
affected  which  we  suffer.  There  is  also  the  danger  of. 
innocently  offending  under  an  Act  which  imposed  savage 
penalties  for  trivial  "crimes."  Another  piece  of  legisla- 
tion which  threatens  to  be  incidentally  to  our  disadvan- 
tage by  increasing  the  cost  of  chemical  apparatus,  glass- 
ware, and  fine  chemicals  is  the  Safeguarding  of  Industries 
Act.  This  measure  was  introduced  early  in  the  session, 
and  in  an  article  in  our  issue  of  February  19  we  indicated 
its  probable  character  and  possible  dangers.  Without 
•  diverging  into  politics  we  may  say  that  our  forecast  has 
been  fully  realised  in  the,provisions  of  the  Act,  the  opposi- 
tion it  has  met  with,  and  its  effect  on  the  trade  for  which 
we  speak.  The  Schedule  of  articles  liable  to  duty  under 
the  Act  more  than  justifies  our  assertion  that  other 
than  key  industries  would  be  affected  by  this  and  the 
concurrent  legislation  contemplated.  Its  full  effect 
on  prices  in  the  chemical  industries  generally,  and 
the  pharmaceutical  products  with  which  we  are 
specially  concerned,  is  still  to  be  seen,  and  it 
has  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  material  disadvantages 
may  be  partly  or  wholly  balanced  by  national  considera- 
tions. In  February  another  legislative  proiect,  which  has 
however,  up  to  the  present  come  to  nothing,  was  fore- 
shadowed in  the  report  of  a  Departmental  Committee 
appointed  by  the  Minister  of  Health  in  the  April  of  1920, 
the  object  of  which  was  to  control  the  quality  and  authen- 
ticity of  therapeutic  substances.  The  project  has  reached 
the  stage  that  an  International  Congress  has  been  held 
m  London  to  consider  the  question  of  standards  for 
serums,  vaccines,  and  similar  organo-therapeutic  prepara- 
tions. The  promised  revision  hy  the  Ministry  of  Health 
of  the  Insurance  dispensing  terms  for  the  year  resulted 
in  the  grant  of  increased  remuneration  from  April  1 
The  revised  terms  wepe  virtual]y  thoge  Sllbmitted  on  om, 

behalf,  but  our  satisfaction  in  accepting  them  was 
modified  by  the  fact  that  they  were  not  made  retrospec- 
tive. The  simplification  of  the  fees  and  the  abolition  of 
stock  mixtures  were,  however,  welcomed  as  a  substantial 
gam.  We  are  now  threatened  with  an  all-round  reduc- 
tion, on  April  1,  of  Id.  in  our  dispensing-fees,  following 
upon  a  corresponding  reduction  of  the  capitation  pay- 
ment to  doctors.  The  two  cases  are  not,  as  has  been 
shown  in  our  columns,  at  all  comparable,  and  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  if  this  threat  cannot  be  altogether  averted  it 
may  at  least  be  countered  by  the  adoption  of  an 
equitable  scale  of  fees  for  some  years  to  come, 
lhe  Proprietary  Medicines  Bill  introduced  last  year  has 
been  several  times  mentioned  in  Parliament,  and  dark 
rumours  have  been  current  concerning  a  schedule  to  be 
added  to  it  on  the  Canadian  model,  but,  owing  to  Lord 
Astor  s  indisposition  and  consequent  retirement  from  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  its  further  consideration  was  post 
poned  in  April  and  has  not  been  resumed.  The  farcical 
Pharmacy  Bill  introduced  in  the  Commons  on 
November  2,  which  had  for  its  object  the  addition  of 
the  Register  of  Chemists  and  Druggists  of  people  with- 
out sufficient  educational  attainments  to  pass  the  exami- 
nation portal,  has  not  been  proceeded  with,  and  with  the 
present  political  outlook  is  hardly  likely  to  make  much 
progress,  especially  if  the  true  nature  of  the  Bill  is 
pointed  out  to  the  members  of  the  House  of  Commons 
Turning  to  purely  domestic  affairs  we  are  confronted  by 


the  great  question  of  reorganisation  consequent  on  the 
result  of  the  test  case  of  last  year,  which  has  not  ceased 
to  agitate  trade  circles  all  over  the  country  and  is  as  yet 
only  in  the  course  of  settlement.  I  The  problem  is  how 
to  affiliate  the  local  associations  with  both  the  Society 
and  'the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union  (for  this  seems  to  be 
generally  accepted  as  a  necessary  condition  of'  satisfactory 
organisation)  without  destroying  their  independence  or 
injuriously  affecting  their  purely  local  activities.  Mt. 
Neathercoat  presented  a  memorandum  on  the  subject  -to 
the  Council  in  the  month  of  May,  laying  down 
what  he  considered  to  be  a  satisfactory  scheme  so 
far  as  the  Society  is  concerned,  but  this  has  not  met  with 
general  approval,  and  there  have  recently  been  indica- 
tions in  high  quarters  that  his  demands  have  undergone 
some  modification.  The  committee  of  the  R«tail  Phar- 
macists' Union  have  appeared  more  inclined  to  leave 
the  associations  to  find  their  own  way  out  of 
the  difficulty;  at  any  rate  they  have  not  laid 
down  any  hard  -  and  -  fast  rule  except  such  as 
the  constitution  of  the  Union  necessitates,  viz., 
that  members  of  the  local  branches  must  all  be  retail 
pharmacists.  The  process  of  organisation  is  in  these 
circumstances  slow,  and  more  or  less  tentative.  Many 
different  modes  have  been  discussed,  and  several  asso- 
ciations, notably  those  of  Leeds,  Leicestershire,  and 
Liverpool,  have  essayed  schemes  of  their  own;  but  it 
remains  to.be  proved  whether  these  will  be  workable, 
arid  to  what  extent  they  will  affect  the  associations' 
local  work.  There  is,  we  think,  a  growing  feeling  that 
organisation  on  the  lines  laid  down  is  in  danger  of  being 
overdone— that  it  is  not  necessary  to  have  local  branches 
of  either  body  in  every  town  or  small  district,  and  that 
the  greater  the  freedom  of  the  associations  the  more 
useful  they  will  be,  the  less  the  friction  between  Society 
and  Union,  and  the  happier  the  relations  between  them 
and  the  local  bodies.-  Apart  from  this  question  of 
organisation,  the  history  of  the  Society  has  been,  except 
in  one  particular,  uneventful.  There  was  a  contested 
election  to  the  Council  in  May,  but  all  the  seven  retiring 
members  were  re-elected,  the  only  change  in  the  per- 
sonnel of  the  Council  being  the  co-optation  of  Mr.  Antcliffe 
to  fill  the  place  left  vacant  by  the  lamented  death  of 
Mr.  Deakin.  The  finances  of  the  Society  were  reported 
to  the  annual  meeting  as  satisfactory,  with  a  note  of 
warning,  however,  with  regard  to  probable  "lean  years" 
ahead.  There  has  been  an  extraordinary  influx  of  new 
members,  owing  to  the  large  number  of  ex-Service  men  who 
have  during  the  year  passed  the  Qualifying  examination. 
These  new  accessions  to  our  ranks  are  chiefly  due  to  the 
facilities  extended  to  ex-Service  men,  and  must  not  be 
taken  as  evidence  of  the  normal  rate  of  growth.  The 
total  number,  of  candidates  for  the  year  was.  2,665, 
against  613  in  1913.  the  year  before  the  war.  At'  the 
examinations  in  London  in  July  and  October  596  passed 
Part  II.  ;  in  Edinburgh,  in  the  same  months,  289,  numbers 
which  caused  something  like  dismay  in  view  of  the 
limited  scope  offered  by  the  trade  to  qualified  men.  Dur- 
ing the  year  no  less  than  1,117  new  members  were  added 
to  the  Society,  without  counting  some  hundreds  of  restora- 
tions ;  the  number  of  new  student-associates  being  532,  of 
new  registered  apprentices  to  the  Society  1,113.  After 
a  lapse  of  twelve  years  the  Society  this  year  revived  with 
considerable  eclat  the  custom  of  an  annual  dinner. 
Among  the  guests  was  Sir  Alfred  Mond,  the  Minister 
of  Health,  who  proposed  the  toast  of  the  evening,  "  Pros- 
perity to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society."  A  sadder  yet 
prouder  ceremony  was  that  of  November  2,   when  the 
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memorial  to  Colonel  Harrison  in  the  Society  s  Examination 
Hall  was  opened  by  the  Secretary  of   State  for  War. 
The   Executive  Committee  of  the   Eetail  Pharmacists 
Union  was  duly  elected  in  the  spring  and  met  for  the 
appointment  of  officers  arid  the  despatch  of  business  on 
April  14  when  Mr.  J.  W.  Deakin,  in  the  act  of  accept- 
ing the  post  of  chairman  for  the  year,  complained  of 
being  ill,  and  collapsing  shortly  afterwards  had  to  be 
carried   in  an  ambulance  to  his  hotel,  where  he  died 
early  next  morning.    The  loss  to  the  Society  and  the 
Union    occasioned    by    his     death     was  universally 
acknowledged.      His    place    on    the    Council    of  the 
Society     was,     as    we    have     stated,    filled     by  the 
co-optation    of    Mr.    Herbert    Antcliff e ;    as  chairman 
of  the  Union  he  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  Keall,  under 
whose  guidance,  and  that  of  Mr.  Mallinson,  a  steady 
preparation  for  a  course  of  useful  activity  has  been  pur- 
sued     The  position  at  the  moment  is  the  desire  to  make 
a  show  of  things  accomplished,  but  so  far  there  has  been 
no  sensational  development,  but  a  good  deal  of  tilting 
at  imaginary  foes.     The  British  Pharmaceutical  Confer- 
ence of  the  year,  held  at  Scarborough,  was  highly  suc- 
cessful, and  was  marked  by  an  unusually  stimulating  ad- 
dress by  the  President,  Mr.  E.  Saville  Peck,  on  the  im- 
provement of   the  status  of  pharmacy.       Whether  the 
realisation  of  his  "  dream  of  the  future"  is  likely  ever 
to  come  about  or  not  (and  Mr.  Peck,  like  Dean  Inge  s 
"  Wise  Prophet,"  was  careful  not  to  set  a  time  for  its 
realisation)  the  ideal  he  presented  to  us  was  meant  to 
effect  our  future  educational  policy,  and  will  probably 
do  so  to  a  considerable  extent.    Sir  David  Pram  s  ad- 
dress to  the  students  at  the  opening  of  the  eightieth 
session    of    the    Pharmaceutical    Society's    School  in 
October    was    virtually    on     the    same    lines.  Both 
utterances    seem    to    foreshadow    an'    increase    m  the 
stringency  of  our  examinations  to  meet  the  prospective 
opportunities  offered  to  us  by  the  policy  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health     The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  has 
been  seriously  perturbed  by  the  political  outlook  there, 
but  in  all  the  discussions  that  have  taken  place  on  the 
probable   effect    of    the  anticipated   severance    of  the, 
Government  of  Ireland  from  our  own  a  thoroughly  sane 
and  well-balanced  attitude  has  been  maintained.  Indeed 
the  quiet  self-possession  of  the  Irish  Society  m  face  ot 
such  a  crisis  as  threatens  it,  contrasted  with  the  violent 
turmoil  into  which  we  were  thrown  by  our  little  domestic 
trouble  a  year  or  two  since,  lends  some  colour  to  Mr. 
Shaw's  paradox,  that  it  is  the  English  who  are  the 
unreasonable,  excitable  people,  the  Irish  who  are  m 
matters  of  business  at  any  rate,  sane  and  sensible.    1  nis 
is  not  to  say  that  there  has  been  nothing  doing  at  Lower 
Mount  Street,  as  the  Council  has  considered  several  im- 
portant internal  matters,  notably  that  of  examinations 
and  education.    The  obituary  of  the  year  contains,  m 
addition  to  that  of  Mr.  Deakin,  the  names  of  several 
persons  eminent  in  pharmacy.    Among  them  are  Dr.  J.  U 
MeWalter,    of    Dublin,  Mr.    Giles,  of  Aberdeen  Mr. 
William    Paterson    Evans,    of    Liverpool,    Mr.  Frank 
A  Rogers  Mr.  H.  R.  Procter,  Mr.  John  Murison,  and 
Sir    Thomas    Barclay,    besides    others    of    less  pro- 
minence.   As  we  conclude  our  review  of  the  year  it  looks 
to  us  upon  the  whole  considerably  brighter  than  when 
we  commenced  the  task.    In  spite  of  the  adverse  circum- 
stances we  have  had  to  chronicle,  the  Society  and  the 
trade  both  occupy  a  stronger  position  than  when  the  year 
beean  and  there  seems  every  reason  to  anticipate  that 
this  improved  position  will  be  confirmed  and  still  further 
strengthened  as  time  goes  on. 


The  Pharmacopoeial  Use  of  Trade-marks 

Now  that  the  Pharmacopoeia  Committee  of  the  General 
Medical  Council  appears  to  be  quickening  its  activities  m 
view  of  the  preparation  of  the  next  Pharmacopoeia,  it  is 
especially  interesting  to  observe  any  changes  made  m 
national  Pharmacopoeias.  These  can  be  discussed  m  the 
hope  that  any  alterations  which  seem  to  indicate  progress 
may  be  adopted  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia.  The  offer 
of  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia  Convention  to  place 
at  the  disposal  of  the  General  Medical  Council  the  results  - 
of  any  researches  conducted  by  the  Convention  is 
announced,  which  should  be'  especially  useful  m  view 
of  the  reluctance  of  the  General  Medical  Council  to  spend 
more  of  its  funds  on  work  of  this  character.  It  will 
be  remembered  that  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia 
adopted  the  ridiculous  list  of  abbreviations  which  the 
British  authorities  published  in  the  1914  Pharmacopoeia, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  future  reciprocal  actions  will  pro- 
duce something  more  worthy  of  adoption.  In  this  issue 
we  review  the  new  Italian  Pharmacopoeia,  and  here  deal 
with  the  policy,  of  giving  trade-marks  as  synonyms  for 
articles  in  the  Pharmacopoeia,  In  the  edition  of  1909 
a  novelty  had  been  introduced  by  the  inclusion,  as  official 
titles,' or  as  synonyms,  of  trade-marked  designations,  and 
in  the  preface  the  statement  appeared  that 
in  adopting  commercial  designations  the  Commission 
!has  no  intention  of  recognising  any  privileges  or 
of  prejudicing  any  rights  to  trade-marks  based  on  the 
laws  in  force,,  the  commercial  designations  having  been 
adopted  only  when  the  corresponding  scientific  names  were 
lengthy,  or  included  numerals,  and  therefore  did  not 
lend  themselves  to  ordinary  use. 

In  the  new  edition  reference  is  made  to  this  former 
decision,  which  has  now  been  abandoned  for  the  following 
reason  :  /  .;■"'! 

In  the  present  edition,  in-order  to  avoid  any  misunder- 
standing the  scientific  designations  have  been  adopted  with- 
out exception  for  all  trade-marked  remedies,  the  fancy  name 
being  included  only  in  the  index,  in  order  to  facilitate  for 
the  pharmacist  the  finding  of  a  corresponding  substance.  The 
Commission  has  adopted  this  attitude,  although  of  opinion 
that  the  scientific  nomenclature,  particularly  in  the  case  ot 
organic  synthetic  compounds,  which  is  based  on  views  and 
theories  subject  to  continual  variations,  is  not  adapted  to  a 
Pharmacopoeia,  to  be  used  by  medical  men  and  pharmacists 
However,  in  view  of  existing  conditions,  no  other  way  out 
of  this  difficulty  could  be  found,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
the  national  industry  will  profit  thereby,  and  that  the  use 
of  remedies  protected  by  trade-marks  and  bearing  fancy 
designations  will  be  entirely  superseded  by  that  oi  the 
corresponding  products;  further,  there  is  no  scientific  reason 
for  giving  preference  to  one  or  other  of  these  over  the 
others,  and  the  sole  difference  between  both  resides  exclu- 
sively in  the  label. 

This  statement,  embodied  in  an  authoritative  publica- 
tion is  of  more  than  academic  interest,  and  affords 
material  for  reflection.  In  the  first' place  there  is  the 
exhortation,  with  governmental  authority,  to  the  national 
chemical  industry  to  manufacture  products  equal  to  the 
trade-marked  preparations  of  foreign  origin,  although 
naturally  this  -exhortation  is  to  be  read  between  lines,  it 
being  common  knowledge  whence  these  synthetics  hail. 
The  Commission,  however,  does  not  stop  here,  but  boldly 
declares  that  the  label  is  the  sole  distinguishing  feature 
between  a  trade-marked  product  and  the  same  article 
issued  under  its  recognised  scientific  designation,  an 
assertion  that  will  scarcely  prove  palatable  to  the  man. 
facturers  of  the  former,  whose  chief  argument  is  the 
guarantee  afforded  by  the  coined,  trade-marked  name. 
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On  the  other  hand,  the  course  adopted  of  retaining  only 
the  scientific  appellations — in  many  instances  very  un- 
wieldy— for  synthetic  chemicals  shows  that  the  compilers 
of  the  Italian  Pharmacopoeia  have  had  the  courage  to 
avoid  two  evils  :  a  compromise,  such  as  is  the  case  in 
certain  other  Pharmacopoeias,  where  some  of  these  recent 
additions  to  our  materia  medica  are  included  under  their 
trade-marks  and  others  under  their  chemical  names,  the 
length  of  the  latter  being  apparently  the  sole  deciding 
factor ;  or  of  making  confusion  still  more  confounded 
by  coming  entirely  new  names,  a  course  adopted  by  the 
authors  of  the  British  and  United  States  Pharmacopoeias. 
The  whole  question  of  the  correct  method  of  including 
newer  synthetics  in  a  Pharmacopoeia  is  an  extremely 
difficult  subject,  which  bristles  with  obstacles  of  a  practical 
nature,  and,  with  regard  to  the  legal  aspect,  in  obstacles 
consequent  upon  the  vested  rights  in  many  of  these 
remedies  which  have  found  general  therapeutic  approval. 
In  view  of  the  internationalism  of  science,  and  of  the  fact 
that  it  is  imperative  in  the  interests  of  suffering  humanity 
that  the  results  of  medical  advances  should  be  readily 
accessible  to  the  whole  of  the  profession,  some  form  of 
standardisation  in  the  nomenclature  of  this  class  of  pro- 
duct would  seem  urgently  called  for,  as  it  is  Utopian  to 
expect  every  medical  man,  when  contributing  an  article 
embodying  his  observations,  to  adopt  the  scientific  name 
of  the  preparation  used  by  him.  On  the  other  hand, 
from  the  international  point  of  view  of  science,  the  intro- 
duction of  an  arbitrary  designation  is  certainly  to  be 
deprecated.  Is  every  British  practitioner  conversant  with 
the  fact  that  the  acetphenetidin  mentioned  in  a  paper 
by  an  American  confrere  is  the  product  known  to  him  as 
phenacetin?  And,  conversely,  is  the  latter  not  to  be 
pardoned  if  he  assumes  that  benzamine  is  quite  a  new 
addition  to  our  armamentarium  ? 


Belgian  Insurance  Drug-tariff  Proposals  \ 

The  various  interested  parties  are  at  present  engaged  in 
discussing  the  Government  proposals  referring  to  the 
introduction  of  national  insurance  against  sickness  in 
Belgium,  and  the  question  of  elaborating  a  drug-tariff, 
acceptable  to  pharmacists  as  well  as  to  the  various  cor- 
porations formed  by  the  insured,  is  naturally  a  matter  of 
considerable  importance.  In  this  connection  it  may  be 
mentioned  that  a  drug-tariff  has  for  some  considerable 
time  been  in  existence  in  Belgium,  elaborated  by  the 
Nationale  Pharmaceutique  and  accepted  as  the  base  for 
establishing  the  charges  for  prescriptions  made  up  on 
behalf  of  the  members  of  the  private  sick  clubs  and  various 
State  enterprises.  The  sub-commission  appointed  to 
elaborate  the  new  drug-tariff  has  now  completed  its 
labours,  and  proposes  the  introduction  of  a  tariff  consist- 
ing of  two  distinct  parts,  one  being  devoted  to  the  charges 
for  the  drugs,  etc.,  employed  in  compounding  prescrip- 
tions, and  the  other  stating  the  fees  for  the  several 
manipulations  entailed  in  prescription  work.  The  pre- 
scription charges  for  the  ingredients  are  to.  be  based  on 
the  wholesale  prices  increased  by  40  per  cent.,  of  which 
30  per  cent,  is  to  represent  profit,  and  10  per  cent,  to 
defray  the  cost  of  analysis.  In  this  connection  it  may 
be  mentioned  that  an  analysis  of  1.000  prescriptions, 
charged  according  to  this  basis,  showed  a  profit  amount- 
ing to  449.13  fr.,  or  an  average  profit  of  0.45  fr. 
(nominally  4id.)  for  each  prescription.  The  task  of 
elaborating  the  drug  charges  has  been  entrusted  to  a 
commission  consisting  of  a  military  pharmacist  as  repre- 
sentative of  the  Government,  a  representative*  each  for  the 


wholesalers,  the  sick  clubs,  and  the  pharmaceutical  asso- 
ciations, the  latter  being  Dr.  Tramasure.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  question  of  establishing  distinct  fees  for  each 
manipulation  entailed  in  compounding  is  giving  rise  to 
considerable  discussion,  and  there  is  a  strong  movement 
in  favour  of  introducing  a  single  charge  for  each  pre- 
scription, regardless  of  the  actual  wprk  involved  in  its 
preparation  Some  of  the  points  advanced  for  and  against 
both  proposals  are  not  without  interest  to  British  phar- 
macists. To  the  objection  that  the  inclusion  of  distinct 
fees  for  manipulations  complicates  the  calculation  of  the 
charges  for  prescriptions,  it  is  replied  that  this  is  not 
more  complicated  than  calculating  the  charges  for  the 
ingredients,  and,  further,  would  not  do  away  with  the 
necessity  of  checking  the  charges  made.  Some  regard  the 
abolition  of  the  separate  fees  as  more  consonant  with 
the  professional  dignity  of  the  pharmacist,  particularly  in 
view  of  the  several  very  small  charges  which  he  has  the 
right  to  make.  The  principal  objection  to  a  single  fixed 
fee  is  the  fact  that,  according  to  the  style  of  prescribing 
by  practitioners,  certain  pharmacists  would  benefit  if,  for 
example,  the  practitioners  in  question  adopted  simple 
formulas  not  entailing  much  trouble  in  compounding.  On 
the  other  hand,  pharmacists  faced  by  more  elaborate  pre- 
scriptions would  be  the  losers  by  this  arrangement.  Based 
on  the  results  afforded  by  calculating  the  proposed  mani- 
pulation fees  for  1,000  different  prescriptions,  the  advo- 
cates of  a  single  fee  propose  as  an  adequate  remuneration 
the  figure  of  1.40  fr.  (nominally  Is.  2d.),  to  be  charged 
for  every  prescription  made  up  on  behalf  of  members  of 
the  sick  clubs.  This  proposal  is  combated  by  the  dele- 
gates of  the  Nationale  Pharmaceutique  to  the  tariff 
commission,  who  favour  the  retention  of  the  distinct  fees 
for  each  manipulation,  as  elaborated  by  the  commission. 
In  order  to  settle  this  vexed  question,  the  Nationale 
Pharmaceutique  has  decided  to  take  a  vote  on  this  point 
of  all  the  pharmacists,  and  each  is  now  being  called  upon 
to  state  whether  he  is  in  favour  of  the  retention  of  the 
separate  fees  as  elaborated  by  the  commission  and  incor- 
porated in  the  proposed  drug-tariff,  or,  instead  of  this 
course,  does  he  favour  the  application  of  a  single  uniform 
fee  of  1.40  fr.  for  every  prescription,  to  cover  all  the 
work  entailed  in  compounding,  regardless  of  the  actual 
labour  entailed  in  each  case.

,      A  Ucal  Window 

Mr.  Dan  Davies,  chemist  and  druggist,  324  Coldharbour 
Lane,  Brixton,  London,  S'.W.  9,  entered  his  Christmas 
wmdow-display  for  the  "  Evening  News "  competition. 
A  photograph  which  Mr.  Davies  sends  us  is  unsuitable  for 
reproduction  here,  but  the  central  idea  of  the  show  was 
the  Ucal  gateway  on  a  large  scale  with  glazed  windows, 
the  interior  being  illuminated  at  night  with  striking  effect. 
On  each  side  of  the  model  are  oak  display  pedestals,  upon 
which  are  exhibited  Ucal  perfumery  and  specialities. 
Showcards  held  by  figures  of  kings,  an  array  of  miniature 
soldiers,  figures  of  Father  Christmas,  robins,  and  a  black 
cat  for  luck  were  other  items  of  the  window-show.  The

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Drug  Index  Number 


Tkeez  is  only  one  alteration  to  be  chronicled  this  month, 
with  a  slight  adjustment  in  another  item.  The  outstanding- 
drug  is  ergot.  The  index  number  has  now  been  in  the 
180 's  for  four  months,  which  appears  to  lend  colour  to  the 
theory  that  prices  are  likely  to  advance  rather  than  recede, 
with  some  exceptions.    It  is  put  forward  that  the  prices 


should  be  issued  only  quarterly,  as  the  stability  figure  is 
practically  reached;  and  the  index  number  certainly  sup- 
ports the  suggestion.  In  surgical  dressings,  '_'  no  change 
is  again  recorded  for  the  fifth  month  in  succession.  The 
drug  index  number  in  January  1921  was  239,  and  in 
December  188.2  :  in  dressings  it  was  respectively  268.8  and 
230.6.

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The  New 
Italian  Pharmacopoeia 

The  Italian  pharmacy  law  of  1913  stipulates  that  every 
five  years  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  shall  cause  the 
official  Pharmacopoeia  to  be  revised  and  a  new  edition 
published.  The  third  edition  of  the  Italian  Pharmacopoeia 
was  issued  in  1909,  and  in  1914  a  commission  was  ap- 
pointed for  its  revision,  consisting  of  Professors  E. 
Paterno,  V.  Cervello,  L.  Pesci,  and  C.  Manuelli,  three 
of  whom  had  already  figured  as  the  compilers  of  this 
work.  Later,  during  the  same  year,  the  Commission  was 
strengthened  by  the  appointment  of  two  pharmacists — 
all  innovation — the  gentlemen  selected  being  Sig.  T. 
Bosio,  President  of  the  Association  of  Pharmacists  of  the 
Province  of  Turin,  and  Sig.  A.  Quercia,  President  of  the 
Association  of  Pharmacists  of  the  Province  of  Bari. 

Externally,  the  new  edition  is  a  thicker  volume  than  its 
predecessor,  although  the  number  of  pages  has  been  in- 
creased only  from  452  to  524,  but  it  is  printed  on  thicker 
paper.    The  size  has  remained  the  same — 8^  in.  by  6^  in. 

Elsewhere  in  this  issue  we  refer  to  the  use  of  regis- 
tered trade-marks  as  synonyms  for  synthetic  and  pro- 
prietary remedies.

Standardising  Drots 

Among  the  notes  which  precede  the  text  of  the  Pharma- 
copoeia the  following  are  of  interest  : 

Heroic  drugs  have  to  be  powdered  in  their  entirety, 
without  leaving  any  portion.  All  drops  have  to  be 
measured  by  means  of  the  normal  dropper  decided  upon 
at  the  Brussels  Conference  (compare  B.P.,  page  xi.).  This 
provision,  which  has  been  adopted  in  all  recent  Pharma- 
copoeias, is  important,  since  it  must  be  borne  in  mind 
that  Continental  pharmacy  does  not  possess  a  unit  corre- 
sponding to  the  British  minim,  and  it  is  not  customary 
to  prescribe  liquids  to  be  taken  in  fractions  of  a  cubic - 
centimeter.  The  great  difference  which  exists  between 
an  ordinary  drop,  or  even  a  minim,  and  the  normal  drop — 
a  difference  which  is  fraught  with  serious  consequences 
in  the  case  of  solutions  of  powerful  drugs — is  best  illus- 
trated by  taking  a  practical  example.  One  cubic  centi- 
meter approximates  17  minims,  but  while  1  c.c.  of  distilled 
water  is  equivalent  to  20  normal  drops,  1  c.c.  of  tincture 
of  strophanthus  represents  no  less  than  50  normal  drops, 
a  point  which  must  be  borne  in  mind  when  dispensing 
foreign  prescriptions,  for  in  this  instance,  to  dispense  on 
a  prescription  including  "  tinct.  strophanth.  gtt.  l." 
50  minims  of  tincture  would  be  giving  three  times  the- 
amount  actually  intended  by  the  prescriber.  The  whole 
question  of  drops  has,  in  fact,  been  rendered  still  more 
confused  by  the  introduction  of  the  normal  dropper,  at 
least  until '  it  is  universally  adopted  by  all  prescribers, 
since  the  difference  between  what  is  commonly  under- 
stood as  a  "  drop"  and  the  "normal  drop"  is  very  great 
in  a  large  number  of  instances,  and  may  give  rise  to  serious- 
divergences. 

PiUles  for  Sterilisation 
In  the  preface  to  the  new  Italian  Pharmacopoeia  pre- 
cise rules  for  sterilisation  have  been  included,  which  are 
deserving  of  interest,  particularly  in  view  of  the  extension 
of  hypodermic  medication.    All  solutions  for  hypodermic 
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cr  intravenous  administration  have  to  be  sterilised, 
whether  this  is  specially  indicated  or  not.  The  recipients 
and  apparatus  used  are  to  be  sterilised  at  a  temperature 
of  160°  for  half-an-hour,  or  one  hour  m  an  air-bath, 
or  by  means  of  steam  in  an  autoclave  at  115°  for  hail- 
an-hour.  This  method,  is  to  be  adopted  m  the  case  of 
substances  which  do  not  decompose  at  this  temperature 
—e.g.,  stovain,  gelatin,  caffeine,  physiological  salt  soju- 

tion,  etc.  '    .  .  , 

In  the  case  of  solutions  of  substances  which  undergo 
decomposition  at  this  temperature  (adrenalin,  apomor- 
phine,  atropine,  quinine,  cocaine,  codeine,  ergotme, 
eserine,  morphine,  narceine,  novocain,  pilocarpine, 
sparteine,  strychnine,  etc.),  a  boiling-water  bath  is  to  be 
used,  keeping  the  water  at  the  same  level  as  that  of  the 
solution;  or  sterilisation  for  half-an-hour  m  an  autoclave 
at  ordinary  pressure.  Solutions  of  substances  which 
decompose  at  100°  (glycerophosphate  of  calcium,  heroin, 
strophanthin,  etc.)  are  to  be  sterilised  by  tyndalisatioii 
i.e.,  by  maintaining  the  solution  for  one  hour ■  m .  the 
water-bath,  or  incubator,  at  a  temperature  of  50  to  oU  , 
and  repeating  this  operation  five  or  six  times  at  intervals 
li  twenty-four  to  foPrty-elght  hours.  Filtration  through 
a  Chamberland  filter  is  to  be  resorted  to  m  the  case  of 
substances  liable  to  decompose  at  lower  temperatures, 
such  as  serums,  ferments,  organotherapeutic  piepaia- 
ticns,  duboisine,  scopolamine,  hyoscyamine  etc. 

As  a  precaution,  in  order  to  be  sure  that  perfect  steri- 
lisation Ls  been  effected,  the  use  of 

is  prescribed;  this  is  carried  out  by  the  addition  to  the 
solution  prior  to  filling  in  ampoules,  of  a  sterilised  solu- 
tion of  'potassium  tellurite  1:100,000,  and  keeping  the 
sealed  ampoules  in  a  thermostat  at  30°-35°  whereupon  the 
non  sterilised  ampoules  will  exhibit  a  black  precipitate. 
Precise  indication's  are  also  given  for ;  ^erdismg  odv  «»^- 
tions  intended  for  subcutaneous  exhibition  The ,  solvent 
has  to  be  previously  sterilised,  and  oils  are  to  be  deprived 
of  their  add  content  by  treatment  f or '.-three >  days yith 
alcohol  (95  per  cent.),  in  the  proportion  of  30  grams 
o  alcohol  toWO  grams  of  oil.  At  the  end  of  three  days 
tne  alcohol  is  decanted,  and  the .  same  opera  ion  repeated 
twice,  whereupon  the  oil  is.  sterilised  for  hal^n-1  otvr  at 
a  temperature  of  160°.  Liquid  paraffin  should  have  a 
neutral  reaction,  and  be  sterilised  m  an  autoclave  tor 
twenty  to' thirty  minutes  at  115  .

Gelatin.— Should,  contain  not  more  than  1/  per  cent 
of  water.  When  immersed  in  water  it  should  absorb  at 
-least  12  to  13  per  cent,  of  the  latter  ;  the  more  it  absorbs, 
the  better  the  quality.  .  . 

Menthol.— Melting-point  44°;  boiling-point  212  .  A 
small  crystal  of  menthol  dissolved  in  a  mixture  of  1  c.c. 
of  acetic  acid,  3  drops  of  sulphuric  acid,  and  1  drop  of 
nitric  acid  should  not  impart  a  yellow  colour,  turning  to 
emerald  green,  to  the  liquid  (thymol).  . 

Amyl  Nitrite.— On  mixing  1  c.c.  of  anryl  nitrite  with 
1  5  c  c  of  alcohol  and  1.5  c.c.  of  solution  of  silver  nitrate, 
and  adding  a  few  drops  of  solution  of  ammonia,  the  mix- 
ture should  not  blacken  (valerianic  aldehyde) .  .

Pancreatin.--1  part  of  pancreatm  in  alkaline  or 
neutral  solution  is  required  to  digest  100  parts  of  moist 
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fibrin  within  five  hours,  at  a  temperature  of  45°.  0.1  gram 
of  pancreatin  should  liquefy  within  a, short  time,  at  45°, 
500  grams  of  mucilage  of  starch,  prepared  witrr-30  grams 
of  starch,  and  the  resulting  liquid,  after  filtration,  should 
render  colourless  four  times  its  volume  of  Fehling's 
reagent. 

Liquid  paraffin. — Specific  gravity  0.875  to  0.890;  it 
should  not  contain  hydrocarbons  boiling  below  300°. 

Hard  paraffin. — Melting-point  68°  to  72°. 

Senega  root. — Shaken  with  water  it  should  produce  a 
foam  (senegin  content  about  3  per  cent.).  Five  grams  of 
powdered  root  is  macerated  with  30  grams  of  ether  and 
filtered;  20  c.c.  of  tepid  water  is  added  to  the  filtrate, 
on  evaporating  the  ether  the  aqueous  solution  should 
assume  a  violet  co-loration  on  the  addition  of  solution  of 
ferric  chloride.    Ash  limit  3  per  cent. 

Theobromine  and  sodium  salicylate  is  required  to 
contain  about  45  per  cent,  of  theobromine.  A  solution 
of  2  grams  in  10  grams  of  water,  to  which  solution  of 
sodium  hydroxide  is  added,  is  shaken  up  with  chloro- 
form, the  latter  removed  and  evaporated.  The  residue 
should  not  exceed  0.01  gram  (limit  of  caffeine). 

Quinine  sulphate. — One  gram  should  dissolve  com- 
pletely at  a  temperature  of  40°  to  50°  in  7  c.c.  of  a 
mixture  of  two  volumes  of  chloroform  and  one  volume  of 
absolute  alcohol,  and,  on  cooling,  the  liquor  should 
remain  clear  (magnesium  sulphate,  sodium  sulphate, 
salicin,  sugar,  boric  acid,  starch,  etc.)-  Five  grams  of 
quinine  sulphate  dried  at  100°  is  shaken  up  with 
200  c.c.  of  boiling  water,  and  allowed  to  cool  under 
agitation;  the  crystals  which  separate  are  removed  by 
filtration  under  reduced  pressure.  The  liquid  is  concen- 
trated to  about  10  c.c.  and  cooled,  whereupon  the  crystals 
which  separate  are  again  removed  by  filtration  under 
reduced  pressure.  The  remaining  liquid  is  evaporated  to 
dryness  in  a  weighed  crucible,  and  the  residue  incinerated. 
The  weight  of  the  mineral  residue  thus  obtained  should 
not  exceed  0.08  gram  (0.16  per  cent.)  (soluble  salts 
which  might  influence  the  application  of  the  ammonia 
test).  i 

Kerner's  test  (ammonia  test)  has  been  adopted  with 
a  few  slight  modifications.  0.3  gram  of  quinine  sulphate 
is  allowed  to  effloresce  at  40>°  to  50°  and  shaken  with 
30  c.c.  of  water,  maintaining  the  mixture  in  a  water- 
bath  warmed  to  70°  to  80°.  After  half-an-hour  the 
contents  are  removed  from  the  water-bath  and  allowed 
to  cool  during  two  hours  to  the  temperature  of  its 
surroundings,  whereupon  it  is  placed  in  a  large  con- 
tainer with  water  of  15°,  and  left  therein  for  another 
two,  hours,  shaking  frequently.  It  is  first  of  all  filtered 
through  a  clean,  dry  piece  of  cloth  of  10  square  centi- 
meters, and  the  filtrate  is  again  filtered  through  good 
filter-paper  of  a  diameter  of  7  cm.,  in  such  a  way  that 
three  separate  portions,  each  of  5  c.c,  are  each  filtered 
into  a  graduated  cylinder  provided  with  a  glass  stopper. 
To  the  third  portion,  which  must  have  a  temperature  of 
15°,  7  c.o.  of  solution  of  ammonia  (sp.  gr.  0.95)  is 
carefully  added  so  as  to  prevent  a  rapid  mixture  of  the 
two  liquids;  the  solution  of  ammonia  must  also  have  a 
temperature  of  15°.  On  gently  mixing  the  liquids  in 
the  water-bath  at  15°  a  clear  solution  should  result 
(absence  of  cinchonidine,  cinchonine,  quinidine). 

Zinc  sulphate. — Two  grams  of  powdered  zinc  sulphate 
is  shaken  for  ten  minutes  with  10  c.c.  of  absolute 
alcohol,  and  filtered.

To  prepare  compound  syrup  of  hypophosphites  with 
strychnine,  add  0.1  gram  of  strychnine  nitrate  to  1,000  grams 
of  the  above  syrup. 

The  Pharmacopoeia  as  a  Guide 
In  Continental  countries  the  official  Pharmacopoeia  is 
regarded  essentially  as  the  authoritative  compendium  for 
the  guidance  of  the  pharmacist  in  the  exercise  of  his  daily 
duties,  and  in  many  countries,  in  addition  to  embodying 
the  legal  standards  to  be  complied  with  as  regards  drugs 
and  preparations,  reagents  and  apparatus,  the  various  laws 
and  regulations  affecting  the  exercise  of  the  profession 
are  also  included.  This  course  has  been  followed,  as 
heretofore,  in  compiling  the  new  edition  of  the  Italian 
Pharmacopoeia,  and  in  the  appendices  we  find  a  wealth  of 
information  of  interest,  in  addition  to  the  customary 
tables. 

In  the  appendices  are  included  :  A  list  of  reagents  and 
volumetric  solutions  ;  notes  on  the  determination  of  the 
acid,  saponification  and  iodine  values ;  alcohol  tables  ; 
a  table  giving  the  comparisons  between  specific  gravities 
and  the  degrees  found  by  Beaume's  aerometer,  and  also  by 
Cartier's  and  Gay-Lussac's  alcoholmeters ;  a  table  of 
drops  to  one  gram,  and  the  weight  of  each  normal  drop, 
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for  a  number  of  liquids ;.  maximum  single  and  daily  doses 
for  certain  heroic  drugs.  Further,  we  find  lists  enumerat- 
ing the  utensils  and  apparatus  with  which  every  pharmacy  - 
must  be  provided,  the  substances  to  be  kept  in  a  locked 
■cupboard,  those  to  be  kept  protected  from  light ;  a  list 
of  certain  drugs  and  chemicals  which  may  be  sold  out- 
side a  pharmacy,  but  only  in  quantities  exceeding  the 
minimum  amount  stated  against  each;  thus  the  sale  of 
1,000  grams  of  boric  acid,  or  of  100  grams  of  krameria 
root,  is  permitted  to  any  dealer,  but  for  smaller  amounts 
the  pharmacist  is  the  sole  legal  vendor.  This  list  is 
followed  by  one  indicating  those  official  substances  which 
may  be  supplied  by  a  pharmacist  without  a  prescription, 
and  by  lists  of  the  official  remedies  which  must  be  stocked 
bf  every  pharmacy,  and  also  a  list  of  utensils  and_  of 
remedies ~to  be  included  in  the  medical  cupboards — i.e.,' 
stocks  of  medicines  kept  by  certain  institutions,  etc. 
These  tables  are  followed  by  eighty-three  pages  devoted  to 
pharmaceutical  legislation.  In  the  first  place  the  whole 
-of  the  Italian  pharmacy  law  of  1913  is  reproduced,  and 
the  regulations  issued  in  connection  with  this  measure. 
Then  follow  excerpts  from  the  various  health  laws  of 
1907.  1910,  1916,  several  regulations  dealing  with  the 
.sale  of  alcohol,  saccharin,  etc.,  in  so  far  as  these  affect 
the  pharmacist  in  the  exercise  of  his  profession.  The 
terms  of  the  Brussels  Convention  of  1902  are  also 
included.  7 

The  new  edition,  however,  discloses  an  important 
■omission— it  does  not  contain  the  list,  with  formulas,  of 
those  pharmaceutical  specialities  which  have  been 
-approved  by -the  Board  of  Health.  The  Ministerial  cir- 
cular of  1898,  calling  upon  manufacturers  of  specialities 
to  submit,  for  inclusion  in  the  Pharmacopoeia,  the  follow- 
ing details  :  formula,  length  of  time  that  the  speciality 
has  been  on  the  market,  places  where  it  is  principally 
sold,  total  annual  output,  and  the  methods  adopted  by 
the  manufacturer  to  determine  its  active  principles,  have 
been  duly  inserted,  but  the  familiar  list  of  Italian  as 
well  as  a*  few  foreign  specialities,  with  their  composition, 
-which  in  the  previous  edition  filled  thirty-two  pages,  is 
absent. 

The  work  closes  with  an  index  of  all  the  titles  and 
synonyms  appearing  in  the  volume,  with  the  addition  of 
trade-mark  names,  and  an  index  of  the  contents. 


Associations'  Winter  Session 

Brighton.—  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Brighton  and 
Hove  Association  of  Pharmacy  was  held  on  December  20, 
-the  President  (Mr.  C.  G.  Yates)  in  the  chair.  It  was 
agreed  that  the  committee  should  report  early  on  the 
advisability  of  forming  a  branch  of  the  Retail  Phar- 
macists' Union.  It  was  proposed  that  Mr.  Ashton  be 
recommended  to  act  on  the  V.D.  Committee.  The  pro- 
posed reduction  in  Insurance  Dispensing  terms  was  dis- 
cussed and  the  matter  referred  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  to  report  to  panel  chemists.  The  following 
delegates  were  appointed  on  the  newly  formed  Federation 
of  South-Eastern  Counties  Pharmacists'  Associations  : 
Messrs.  Blarney,  Flatman,  Greening,  Jones,  J.  Plowright, 
Yates,  and  the  secretary,  F.  W.  Burgess,  the  latter  being 
nominated  to  act  on  the  Executive  Committee.  The 
balance  of  £2  10s.  from  the  whist-drive  will  be  forwarded 
to  the  secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  for  the 
Benevolent  Fund.  It  was  decided  to  support  the  East- 
bourne Pharmacists'  Association  in  recommending 
-chemists  of  Brighton  and  Hove  to  discontinue  the  sale 
of  a  certain  cough  mixture  unless  a  reasonable  profit  be 
given.  Mr.  Edgar  Jones  was  elected  President  and  Mr.. 
F.  W.  Burgess  was  re-elected  Secretary. 

Harrogate.  -  The  Harrogate  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion held  a  meeting  on  December  23.  The  President 
(Councillor  A.  Mortimer),  who  was  in  the  chair,  gave  a 
summary  of  the  pharmaceutical  events  of  the  time.  It 
was  resolved  that  a  branch  of  the  Retail  Pharmacists' 
Union  be  formed  as  a  sub-committee. 


West  Ham. — At  a  meeting  of  the  West  Ham  Associa- 
tion of  Pharmacists  recently,  Mr.  E.  T.  Neathercoat 
delivered  an  interesting  address,  taking  as  his  subject 
Industrial  Boards,  trade  unions,  and  other  matters 
bearing  on  the  economic  side  of  pharmacy.  Dealing  with 
the  suggested  reorganisation,  Mr.  Neathercoat  outlined 
the  various  educational  schemes  and  social  functions  which 
the  associations,  as  branches  of  the  Society,  should  under- 
take. With  regard  to  examinations,  he  thought  that  by 
raising  the  standard  of  -the  Preliminary  the  class  of  boys 
seeking  to  join  the  ranks  of  pharmacy  would  be  improved. 
As  for  the  Qualifying  examination,  municipal  technical 
schools  are  in  existence  in  most  localities,  and  a  youth 
should  be  able  to  pass  Part  I.  of  the  examination  during 
apprenticeship,  leaving  the  purely  pharmaceutical  sub-, 
jects  for  the  qualifying  part.  The  Major  qualification 
should  be  such  as  would  qualify  the  holders  for  appoint- 
ments under  the  Ministry  of  Health's  various  contemplated 
schemes. 

Women  Pharmacists. —  A  meeting  of  the  London 
Group  of  the  National  Association  of  Women  Pharma- 
cists was  held  recently,  Miss  Andrews  _  (President) 
in  the  chair.  In  her  opening  remarks  Miss  Andrews 
stated  that  arrangements  had  been  made  to  advertise  in 
the  medical  and  pharmaceutical  Press  that  the  Associa- 
tion could  supply  qualified  assistants.  The  whist-drive 
on  behalf  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  brought  in  £8  8s.  Current  Topics  were  dealt 
with  by  different  speakers.  Mrs.  Freke  spoke_  of  the 
changes  experienced  both  by  the  medical  profession  and 
by  pharmacy,  owing  to  the  action  taken  by  the  State  in 
looking  after  the  health  of  the  people,  the  setting-up  of 
clinics,  welfare  centres,  treatment  centres,  etc.  Miss 
Hodgkinson  discussed  the  draft  syllabus  of  lectures  and 
demonstrations  for  education  and  training  in  general 
nursing  issued  by  the  General  Nursing  Council,  particu- 
larly as  regards  the  lectures  which  the  pharmacist  in 
hospital  might  be  called  upon  to  give.  Miss  Buchanan 
explained  what  action  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  was 
taking  in  connection  with  the  training  of  students  in 
hospitals.  Miss  Hooper  gave  the  benefit  of  her  experi- 
ence in  retail  pharmacy,  and  offered  useful  suggestions 
to  those  who  were  thinking  of  embarking  upon  a  similar 
career.  Mr.  Humphrey  complimented  the  members  upon 
the  growth  of  the  organisation,  spoke  of  the  importance 
of  women's  place  in  pharmacy,  and  urged  the  necessity 
of  securing  increased  representation  of  women  on  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  also  direct  repre- 
sentation on  the  Board  of  Examiners.  Mr.  Humphrey 
referred  to  the  useful  and  painstaking  work  done  by  two 
members  of  the  group,  Miss  Hooper  and  Miss  Braith- 
'  waite,  when  assisting  him  in  the  production  of  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Codex.  A  resolution  was  after- 
wards carried  suggesting  that  the  Council  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  consider  the  appointing  of  _  one  or 
more  women  upon  the  Society's  Board  of  Examiners  for 
England  and  Wales.

Herefordshire.— At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Insurance 
Committee  it  was  stated  that  where  doctors  ordered 
splints  for  patients,  a  chemist  was  required  to  supply 
them.  Complaints  had  been  made  that  chemists  had 
declined  to  do  so  on  one  or  two  occasions.  In  cases 
where  the  chemist  would  have  to  pay  for  the  postage  or 
carriage  on  special  splints,  the  chairman  thought,  on 
application  being  made,  this  might  be  refunded.

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Reviews  of  Books 

The  Qualitative  Analysis  of  Medicinal  Preparations.  Bv 
H.  C.  Fuller.  Second  edition.  7^  in.  x  4J  in. 
Pp.  191.  12s.  6d.  London  :  Chapman  &  Hall,  Ltd., 
11  Henrietta  Street,  Covent  Garden,  W.C.  2. 
Mr.  Fuller  is  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Drug  and  Food 
Products  of  the  Institute  of  Industrial  Research,  Wash- 
ington, U.S.A.,  and  in  this  book  carries  out  a  system 
of  separating  and  identifying  medicinal  preparations. 
For  this  purpose  the  book  begins  with  a  chart  of  separa- 
tions which  is  the  result  of  long  experience  in  the  analysis 
of  compound  medicines.  The  original  substance,  if  liquid, 
is  distilled  (or  if  solid  is  extracted)  with  alcohol  and  the 
various  portions  are  examined  according  to  scheme  and  to 
the  menstruum  forming  the  solution.  The  residues  are 
finally  tested.  The  first  portion  deals  with  the  characters 
and  solubilities  of  various  organic  and  inorganic  sub- 
stances, and  ends  with  an  analytical  scheme.  The  second 
portion  refers  to  various  pharmaceutical  preparations  and 
the  modifications  of  methods  which  are  needed  accordinc 
to  physical  condition.  Among  the  other  contents  is  a 
scheme  for  the  rapid  detection  of  inhibited  drugs  and 
a  list  of  reagents.  One  useful  chart  gives  the  colour 
reactions  of  local  ana?sthetics. 

The''  Popular  Chemical  Dictionary:  A  Compendious 
Encyclopaedia.  Second  edition.  8|  in.  X  5£  in.  Pp.  539. 
21s.  London  :  Balliere,  Tindall  &  Cox,  8  Henrietta 
Street,  W.C. 

We  published  a  review  of  the  first  edition  of  this 
work  on  January  3,  1920,  and  had  occasion  to  refer  to 
some  of  the  definitions  which  we  considered  to  be  inade- 
quate. The  present  edition  has  been  enlarged  by  nearly 
two  hundred  pages,  and  many  improvements  have  been 
made  in  the  definitions  given  previously.  Mr.  Kingzett, 
in  the  preface  to  the  present  work,  states  that  he  has 
"endeavoured  to  make  the  volume  a  compendious 
encyclopasdia  of  chemical  information  ;  of  service  to 
professional  chemists  by  reason  of  its  comprehensive 
character  and  scientific  accuracy  :  useful  to  merchants, 
brokers,  and  all  others  who  have  to  deal  with  chemical, 
manufactured,  and  natural  articles."  The  work  is, 
however,  on  popular  lines/  and  should  appeal  particu- 
larly to  the  "man  in  the  street"  who  wants  a  short 
definition  or  a  brief  account  of  some  substance  he  reads 
about  in  his  daily  paper.  Mr.  Kingzett  has  certainly 
produced  a  very  interesting  book,  the  various  items, 
arranged  in  alphabetical  order,  exercising  a  fascination 
on  the  reader  by  reason  of  the  curious  and  informative 
character  of  the  contents. 

Organic  Compounds  of  Mercury.  By  Frank  C.  Whit- 
more,  Ph.D.  %  in.  x  5|  in.  Pp.  397.  $4.50.  New 
York  :  Chemical  Catalog  Co.,  Inc.,  1  Madison  Avenue. 
This  is  one  of  the  series  of  scientific  monographs  the 
production  of  which  was  undertaken  in  1919  by  the 
American  Chemical  Society  at  the  Interallied  Conference 
of  Pure  and  Applied  Chemistry.  By  arrangement,  the 
Chemical  Catalog  Co.  are  the  publishers.  Professor 
Whitmore,  in  the  present  volume,  deals  with  the  true 
organic  mercury  compounds  in  which  mercury  is  attached 
directly  to  carbon.  The  subject  is  of  direct  interest  to 
the  medical  and  pharmaceutical  professions,  as  there  has 
been  a  demand  for  non-ionised  mercury  compounds  for 
use  with  the  organic  arsenicals  in  the  treatment  of 
syphilis.  This  is,  we  believe,  the  first  book  to  be  written 
on  organic  compounds  of  mercury.  The  first  chapter  is 
an  historical  outline  of  the  study  of  organic  mercury  com- 
pounds, beginning  in  1843  with  Hofmann's  compound  of 
aniline  and  mercuric  chloride.  Next  follows  a  resume  of 
the  methods  of  preparing  and  of  the  general  properties 
and  reactions  of  organic  mercury  compounds.  Then  the 
various  groups — e.g.,  alkyl  compounds  and  derivatives — 
are  taken  in  detail.  The  appendix  deals  with  the  analysis 
of  organic  mercury  compounds,  and  gives  a  list  of  pro- 
prietary mercurials.  The  book  is  of  great  use  to  research 
worker's,  and  is  provided  with  good  bibliographical  lists 
and  references  to  patent  specifications.

The  produce  markets  having  been  closed  during  the 
greater  part  of  the  period  since  our  last  issue,  we  devote 
the  major  portion  of  our  space  this  week  to  a  concise 
review  of  the  trend  of  prices  of  the  principal  articles 
during  the  year  now  closing. 

Cablegram 

New  York,  December  29.— Business  is  quiet.  Menthol 
has  been  advanced  to  $5.25  per  lb.,  and  jalap  to  14^c. 
per  lb. 

London  Markets 

In  spite  of  the  hold-up  of  the  demand  for  Mercury  under 
holiday  influences,  the  market  has  kept  firm,  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  leading  importers  have  now  rather  a  better 
command  of  the  market,  as  offers  from  sources  outside  cf 
Spain  continue  restricted.    Current  quotations  range  from 
£10  7s.  6d.  to  £10  10s.  per  bottle,  which  is  about  30s. 
per  bottle  below  the  price  ruling  at  this  time  a  year  ago. 
The  export  demand  has  been  quieter  during  the  last  few 
weeks,  but  the  market  looks  like  holding  fairly  well  at 
the  present  level  so  long  as  Italian  is  not  pressed  on 
offer.     The  stocks  in  America  are  said  to  be  gradually 
reduced,  and  a  freer  consumption  there  would  probably 
serve  to  contribute  to  the  stability  of  the  market.  The 
demand  for  Antimony  is  verv  slow  all  round,  but  English 
retrains  is  retained  at  £37  to  £59  for  retail  lots,  according 
to°brand    while  about  £2  a  ton  less  is  taken  for  good 
quantities.    Cheap  offers  of  foreign  refined  continue  to  be 
made  for  export  at  £22  to  £22  10s.  f.o.b.,  but  home-trade 
buvers  are  asked  up  to  £24  for  delivery  ex  stocks  U.i.l. 
business  is  practically  dead.    Part  of  the  limited  home- 
trade  demand  f  or  Arsenic  is  being  filled  by  the  acquisition 
of  comparatively  cheap  offers  from  the  Continent  at  about 
£35  to  £36  per  ton  landed ;  holders  of  Cornish  find  some 
difficulty  in  doing  business  even -at  a  little  below  £40  per 
ton  delivered.     First-hand  oners  range  upward  of  that 
figure,  but  business  appears  to  be    chiefly    confined  to 
dealers  who  have  a  little  stock  and  are  less  extravagant 
in  their  views.    There  is  no  sign  as  yet  of  any  improve- 
ment in  the  Continental  demand  for  Copper  sulphate,  and 
there  is  unabated  keen  competition  for  new  orders  with 
prices  inclined  to  ease  again  of  late  down  to  about  ±^b 
per  ton  f.o.b.  for  casks,  less  5  per  cenL     Some  of  .the 
makers,  however,  quote  £29  per  ton.    With  both  Italian 
and  German  makers  on  the  look-out  for  orders  on  the 
Continent,  British  producers,  of  course,  find  some  difficulty 
in  securing  business.      The  export    returns   for  some 
i  months    past    have   certainly     been  very     poor,  but 
there    should    be    at    least    some    improvement  later 
on      when    France     feels     more     disposed     to  buy. 
Home  manufacturers  of  Lead   Products   complain  of  a 
very  slack  demand,  this  applying  especially  to  red  lead, 
for  which  only  insignificant  orders  are  coming  forward, 
either  for  export  or  the  home  trade.    White  lead  is  also 
very  slow,  while  German  offers  are  being  made  at  con- 
siderably below  the  terms  asked  for  the  home  product. 
Red  lead,  as  quoted  by  home  makers  for  home  and  ex- 
port, ranges  from  £38  10s,  to  £40  10s.  per  ton  the  same 
rates  applying  to  litharge,  according  to  quantity.  White 
lead  in  oil  for  export  is  called  £49  5s.,  and  dry  white 
lead  £42  per  ton.    Export  returns  continue  wretchedly 
poor   and  there  is  not  much  chance  of  any  improvement 
for  some  time,  as  requirements  on  the  Continent  are  being 
filled  there  more  cheaply  than  from    this    side  the 
feature  in   Zinc  Products  has  -been  the  distinctly  im- 
proved demand  for  zinc  oxide  for  a  few  weeks  past  the 
tendency  of  which  seems  rather  upward  in  view  of  the 
recent  considerable  advance  in  the  value  of  metallic  zinc. 
British  makers'  terms  vary  somewhat  as  f ollows :  White 
seal   £41  10s.  to  £42  10s.  ;  green  seal,  £39  to  £40 ;  and 
red' seal,  £37   upward-all  f.o.r.  makers"  works  Zinc 
ashes  are  worth  about  £6  per  ton  for  70  per  cent.

market  for  Linseed  Oil  just  prior  to  the  holidays  was 
again  firm  with  some  rally  on  a  fair  export  demand, 
chiefly  on  American  account,  but  there  is  not  much  faith 
in  the  stability  of  the  market  due  to  the  excessive  re- 
sources looked  for  in  raw  material  in  the  coming  year, 
in  spite  of  the  expectation  of  a  revision  in  the  River 
Plate  crop  estimates  from  the  original  forecast.  Accord- 
ing to  an  expert  estimate,  the  total  that  will  be  shipped 
from  the  Argentine  and  India  combined  within  the  next 
twelve  months  should  be  roughly  1,300,000  tons.  The 
London  market  on  Wednesday  closed  at  28s.  9d.,  naked; 
January- April   at  27s.    9d.  ;    and    May -August    at  28s. 
Hull    naked    closed    at    27s.    7±d.    With    a.  lifeless 
trade     demand     for     Turpentine     over    the  holidays 
and    rather    increased    warehouse   stocks,   holders  have 
again  shaded  their  terms  slightly  in  face  of  the  firmness 
in  the  American  rate  of  exchange.    Speculation  is  for  the 
time  beinc  at  a  standstill,  but  a  revival  of  interest  at  any 
time  would  doubtless  render  the  market  very  sensitive, 
while  trade  conditions  in  the  United  States  seem  towards 
improvement.

Menthol  remains  at  21s.   per  lb.  lor 
Kobayashi-Suzuki  on  the  spot,  and  Japanese  refined  slab 
Camphor  is  5s.  per  lb.  on  the  spot,  January-February 
shipment  offering  at  3s.  9d.   c.i.f.    Crude  is  3s ;  lid. 
spot,  and  January-February  shipment  3s    7d.  c.i.t.    A.  - 
Constantinople  advice,  dated  December  21,  reports  that 
the  sales  of  opium  during  the  first  fortnight  of  December 
have  increased  to  more  than  100  cases  of  druggists  at 
from  about  800  to  850  piastres  per  oke.    Although  the 
prices  have  not  been  greatly  advanced,  the  regular  expor- 
tation which  has  been  made  during  the  past  three  montns 
from    Constantinople,    as    well    as   from    Smyrna  and 
Salonika,  leads  to  the  belief  that  the  crisis  which  overtook 
opium  ought  to  be  imputed  to  the  overproduction  ot 
morphine  during  the  years  which  followed  the  war  In 
the  period  of  crisis  and  stagnation  which  followed  there 
was  consumed  a  part  of  the  accumulated  stock,  buyers 
from  both  the  old  and  new  world  appearing  on  the 
market  with  small  orders.    Owing  to   these  purchases 
the  local  stock  is  being  reduced  and  prices  harden  daily. 
This  indecisive  situation  will  persist  so  long  as  the  pre- 
sent political  conditions  remain,  which  prevent  the  trans- 
portation of  the  drug  from 'Anatolia  to  the  points  ot 
export. 

Essential  Oils 

We  give  below  a  short  outline  of  the  movement  in  some 
of  the  principal  oils  during  the  year.  Prices  are  prac- 
tically all  on  a  lower  level  compared  with  December  19A 
but  business  in  the  cheaper  oils  has  recently  been  good. 
Hand-to-mouth  buying  has  been  evident  throughout  the 
whole  of  the  year,  and'Jteen  competition  for  business  has 
brought  about  a  wholesale  decline  in  values.  There  is 
evidence  that  this  process  is  approaching  an  end,  and 
the  present  tendency  is  towards  better  business  m  the 

New  Year.  .  ■ 

Amebic 4n  oils.— Natural  Peppermint  was  already  on 
the  decline  in  January  at  31s.  to  32s.  per  lb  but  a 
sharp  drop  in  c.i.f.  quotations  at  the  end  of  I jebruary 
to  20s.  instituted  a  steady  fall  in  values,  which,  aided 
by  the  improvement  in  sterling,  has  reached  the 
present  low  figure  of  10s.  per  lb.  spot.  Coincident  with 
this,  however,  is  the  fact  that  the  demand  for  the  oil  has 
oreatly  improved,  and  low  prices  are  counterbalanced  by 
a  steady  demand,  which  is  gratifying  to  importers,  who 
feared  that  consumers  had  forsaken  the  American  oil 
Sweet  Birch  has  receded  in  value  from  33s  per  lb  m 
January  to  16s.  per  lb.  in  December.  Cedarwood  has 
also  steadily  declined  from  4s.  per  lb.  to  2s.  2d  Worm- 
seed  moved  downwards  rapidly,  commencing  at  37s.  6d. 
per  lb.  and  reaching  14s.  9d.  by  August.    Sales  were 
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made  at  less,  but  were  not  recorded.  By  September 
the  market  was  firmer,  and  closing  prices  are  22s.  to  23s-. 
per  lb. 

East  Indian  oils. — The  year  opened  with  a  rise  in  value 
of  star  anise  oil,  owing  to  buying  on  German 'account,  up 
to  3s.  6d.  per  lb.  being  asked  and  business  done  at  3s.  4d. 
To  June  30  the  decline  was  steady,  and  Is.  lid.  was  the 
lowest  figure  recorded,  although  distress"  sales  had  been 
made  at  less.  In  July  renewed  demand  from  the  Continent 
brought  the  price  up  to  2s.  3d.  There  has  been  little 
fluctuation  since  then,  and  2s.  Id.  to  2s.  2d.  represents 
the  value  at  the  close  of  the  year.  ,  There  was  a  steady 
decline  in  the  value  of  Cassia  oil  (80-85  c.a.)  from  5s.  9d. 
to  3s.  10^d.  per  lb.  in  July.  An  improvement  to  4s.  9d. 
was  noted,  but  from  October  demand  has  been  small,  and, 
despite  attempts  to  hold  the  price  at  4s.  8d.,  a  decline 
tj  4s.  6d.  then  took  place,  and  this  figure  has  since 
been  unchanged.  Ceylon  citronella  oil  was  in  little 
demand  at  the  commencement  of  the  year,  starting  with 
Is.  lOd.  per  lb.  and  declining  to  Is.  Id.  by  May.  Recently 
the  demand  has  been  good,  and,  spot  supplies  being  scarce, 
the  price  closes  firm  at  Is.  7d.  Java  and  Burmese  oils 
also  moved  upwards.  Ceylon  cinnamon  leaf  has  recently 
experienced  considerable  improvement  in  value  since 
clove  oil  appreciated  so  much,  and  supplies  have 
been  practically  all  taken  up.  Opening  at  6-^-d.  per  oz.  in 
January,  by  July  4d.  was  being  quoted.  An  increased 
demand  set  in  by  August,  and  with  short  intervals  has 
steadily  augmented  in  value,  closing  at  5jd. ,  with  prac- 
tically none  offering.  Japanese  dementholised  Kobayashi- 
Suzuki  Mint  oil  has  been  remarkably  steady,  the  extreme 
fluctuations  being  "5s.  to  4s.  l^d.  The  closing  value  is 
4s.  7?d.,  but  some  holders  have  been  selling  small  lots 
steadily  at  4s.  6d.  Patchouli  oil  had  a  steep  decline  in 
value  from  75s.  per  lb.  in  January  to  55s.  in  May,  reaching 
37s.  6d.  in  October.  Very  large  quantities  have  since  been 
taken  up,  and  up  to  48s.  was  quoted  in  Npvember.  With 
buying-  at  an  end  for  the  present,  spot  eased  to  43s.,  but 
45s.  is  quoted  in  some  cases. 

Sicilian  oils. — Lemon  has  fluctuated  considerably,  and 
from  4s.  to  2s.  9d.  represents  about  the  range.  There  has 
recently  been  considerable  buying,  and  the  position  closes 
firmer  at  3s.  to  3s.  3d.  Bergamot  showed  a  range  of  30s.  in 
January  to  20s.  in  December.  Sweet  Orange  started  at 
15s.  6d.  to  17s.  and  dropped  to  10s.  by  April.  Closing 
value  is  about  13s. 

West  Indian  oils. — Hand-pressed  Lime  oil  started  at 
18s.  6d.,  but  large  orders  were  placed  for  export  later  at 
about  16s.,  and  values  increased  to  22s.  6d.  in  June.  Pre- 
sent .value  is  16s.  Distilled  has  declined  steadily  from 
4s.  6d.  to  2s.  3d.  Large  quantities  of  Orange  (West 
Indian)  were  bought  in  November  at  7s.  6d.  c.i.f.,  which 
represented  a  sudden  drop  of  about  50  per  cent.,  but  prices 
were  raised  almost  as  quickly,  and  spot  holders  did  not 
drop  quotations  below  10s.,  which  was  about  the  value 
at  the  close. 

Miscellaneous. — Clove  oil. — English  distilled  was  on 
the  decline  until  the  end  of  June,  5s.  being  then  the 
quotation,  when  the  spice  improved  and  the  values  were 
carried  steadily  upwards  to  lis.  6d.  per  lb.  in  December. 
Second-hand  parcels  kept  the  prices  at  extremely  "cut" 
levels.  Eucalyptus  oil  at  the  outset  of  the  year 
suffered  a  serious  set-back"  owing  to  over-production  and 
the  mild  weather  during  the  winter.  Prices  dropped  from 
3s.,  and  by  June  Is.  lid.  was  openly  quoted,  Is.  6d.  being 
reached.  The  many  distress  parcels  which  were  being- 
offered,  however,  enabled  buyers  to  do  business  on  almost 
their  own  terms.  Closing  value  is  about  Is.  8d.  for  good 
B.P.  oil.  Bourbon  and  Algerian  geranium  oils  have  re- 
cently experienced  renewed  interest.  Starting  at  35s.  per 
lb.  in  January,  Bourbon  declined  steadily.  The  lowest 
figure  touched  was  14s.  in  August,  but  business  was  done 
at  less,  and  shipment  figures  were  well  within  this.  At 
the  close  18s.  was  generally  asked,  and  this  may  be  in- 
creased. Algerian  dropped  to  20s.  from  40s.,  and  from 
25s.  upwards  is  now  variously  quoted.  The  position  of 
French  lavender  oil  became  serious  as  the  vear  went  on, 
and  from  45s.  the  price  steadily  declined  until  good  quality 
oil  was  offered  at  less  than  one-third  this  figure.  Various 


attempts  have  been  made  to  improve  the  situation,  and 
it  would  seem  that  these  have  met  with  some  measure  of 
success,  as  prices  of  good  oil  are  higher  at  18s.  ' 

A  Review  of  the  Chemical  Markets  for  1921 

In  our  issue  of  July  23  last  we  published  tables  com- 
paring the  prices  of  industrial  and  pharmaceutical  chemi- 
cals at  the  end  of  June  and  December  1920  with  those 
at  the  end  of  June  1921,  and  in  an  Editorial  article  in  the 
same  issue  we  commented  on  the  slump  and  some  of  its 
causes,  in  which  we  said,  "...  we  fear  the  period  of 
deflation  of  prices  has  not  yet  come  to  an  end.  ..." 
This  view  has  unfortunately  been  fully  confirmed  by  the 
continuance  of  the  slump  during  the  latter  half  of  the 
year.  It  can  be  definitely  said  that  1921  has  been  one 
of  the  most  disappointing  years  ever  experienced  in  the 
chemical  trade,  both  as  regards  the  continual  fall  in  values 
arid  the  comparatively  small  amount  of  trade  done  in 
both  the  home  and  export  markets.  The  demand  for 
chemicals  for  home  consumption,  which  can  be  likened 
to  the  pulse  of  the  country's  industrial  activity,  has  been 
very  meagre.  Early  in  the  year  labour  disputes  were  many 
and  prolonged,  holding  up  many  other  industries  not 
directly  concerned.  The  long-drawn-out  coal-mines  stop- 
page practically  brought  industry  and  transport  to  a  stand- 
still. Labour  at  this  time,  when  there  was  some  hope 
of  a  trade  revival,  was  making  such  impossible  demands 
that  it  made  the  most  venturesome  hesitate  before  launch- 
ing out  on  any  industrial  enterprise.  Later  in  the  year, 
after  the  damage  had  been  done,  labour  became  a  little 
more  tractable,  but  matters  had  gone  too  far,  with  the 
result  that  the  workers  are  now  suffering  from  acute  un- 
employment largely  brought  upon  themselves.  During  the 
spring,  industries  consuming  chemicals  were  so  impeded  by 
this  industrial  unrest  that  their  requirements  in  raw 
materials,  such  as  chemicals,  were  far  below  what  they 
might  have  been.  The  latter  part  of  the  year  has  been 
a  period  of  short  time  and  complete  stoppage.  In  some 
of  the  textile  industries  the  position  has  lately  improved. 
Another  factor  which  has  made  the  demand  for  chemicals 
in  the  home  market  light-  during  the  last  twelve  months 
has  been  the'  disposal  by  the  Government  of  large  surplus 
stocks  of  chemicals,  which  have  generally  been  disposed 
of  at  "  cut  "  prices  to  the  detriment  of  the  market.  The 
gradual  deflation  of  prices- has,  of  course,  also  been  against 
buyers  placing  orders  except  for  their  immediate  require- 
ments. Stocks  of  heavy  chemicals  are  now  fairly  well1 
cleared  up,  and  anything  in  the  way  of  an  industrial _  re- 
vival in  the  country  should  bring  with  it  an  immediate 
active  demand  for  "heavies."  Stocks  of  "fine"  chemi- 
cals are  undoubtedly  still  very  considerable,  and,  to  some 
extent,  this  has  been  the  cause  of  the  very  pronounced  fall 
in  their  values. 

International  rates  of  exchange  have  been  the  deciding 
factor  in  the  export  market  against  anything  like  steady 
business.  In  fact,  as  the  Continental  exchanges  fell,  it 
became  almost  impossible  to  either  quote  or  place  orders. 
Fluctuating  daily,  buyers  and  sellers  could  find  no  basis 
for  values.  The  increased  value  of  the  pound 
sterling  to  Continental  buyers  naturally  made  it 
prohibitive  for  them  to  buy  in  the  British  markets,  and 
many  merchants  found  it  only  possible  to  book  Continental 
orders  by  quoting  on  foreign  makers'  prices.  Home 
manufacturers  were  also  troubled  when  quoting  for  export 
business  by  the  uncertainty  of  their  costs  of  production 
and  uncertainty  in  delivery  owing  to  the  labour  trouble 
then  prevailing.  Foreign  buyers  were  not  inclined  to 
accept  contracts  with  a  clause  to  the  effect  that  any  rise 
in  the  cost  of  production  should  be  their  liability. 

Another  cause  of  the  breakdown  of  our  export  trade 
is  the  fact  that  many  of  our  old  markets  are  practically 
bankrupt ;  they  have  neither  the  cash  nor  goods  to  offer 
in  payment.  Yet  these  are  the  very  markets  that  badly 
need  "our  goods.  It  all  comes  back  to  the  same  point- 
chaotic  international  exchanges.  Countries  who  are 
already  creditors  have  the  goods  to  sell  to  the  debtor 
countries,  who  are  unable  to  purchase  them  on  account  of 
their  currency's  low  rate  of  international  value.  Various 
schemes  have  been  suggested  to  overcome  this  obstacle  to 
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commerce,  but  so  far  nothing  practical  has  been  devised. 
The  Government,  in  order  to  encourage  export  trade  with 
countries  of  doubtful  financial  standing,  have  introduced 
In  Export 'Credits  Scheme,  but  the  results  so  far  have 
sot  been  satisf actorv.  Even  when  there  is  anything  like 
a  normal  demand",  exporters  will  find  competition 
exceedinglv  keen.  The  manufacture  of  chemicals  has 
been  started  and  carried  on  in  many  parts  of  the  world, 
where,  prior  to  the  war,  the  whole  of  their  supplies  were 
obtained  from  the  "United  Eongdom.  Most  of  these 
countries  have  put  a  tariff  wall  against  imports,^  and 
almost  everv  country  has  adopted  the  attitude  of  en- 
deavouring to  be  self-supporting  so  far  as  chemicals  are 
concernedr  In  looking  to  the  future,  exporters  will  prob- 
ably do  well  to  foster  the  Colonial  markets,  which  in  the 
past  have  taken  second  place  to  Continental  and  Eastern 
markets.  The  Colonial  markets  have  no  exchange  rates  to 
impede  trade,  and  2enerally  British  exporters  enjoy 
preferential  tariffs.  "With  the"  possible  exception  of  India. 
4hese  markets  should  be  a  source  of  good  trade  in  the 
future.  Australia.,'  Canada.,  and  Sew  Zealand  are  all 
Stowing  countries  in  the  sense jhat  they  have  vast  terri- 
tories to  open  up.  and  with  the  continual  growth  of  the 
ptjpiiations  the  demands  should  increase  accordingly. 

Eevertina  to  1921.  the  year's  trade  needs  little  in  the 
way  of  review :  the  causes  of  failure  can  be  put  down  to 
labour  unrest  at  home,  the  gradual  deflation  of  values 
towards  a  return  to  normal  conditions,  and  unsettled 
international  rates  of  exchange.  As  to  the  future,  we  are 
«tili  inclined  to  the  view  thai  the  first  few  months  of  the 
vear  will  continue  slack,  with  values  still  on  the  down- 
ward grade.  However,  given  world  peace,  a  steadying 
up  of"  Continental  rates  of  exchange,  and  no  labour 
troubles  at  home,  a  turn  for  die  better  should  take  place 
"before  the  half-year  is  reached.  Values  will  then  have 
-possibly  found  their  proper  basis,  and  rates  of  exchange 
will  perhaps  not  be  quite  so  erratic-  as  they  are  at  the  close 
f  the  vear.  We  give  below  a  comparison  of  prices  for 
December  1920  compared  with  December  1921.

American  Crude  Drugs 

As  we  are  dependent  for  a  large  number  of  our  crude 
drugs  upon  those  indigenous  to  the  United  States,  a 
short  review  of  the  situation  reveals  several  interesting 
roints.  During  the  :iboom"  period  these  items  sufiered 
as  much,  if  not  more,  from  inflation  than  the  bubs,  luis 
was  due  to  a  large  extent  from  an  actual  shortage  ot 
supplies  with  abnormal  demand,  and  in  a  lesser  degree  by 
the  depreciation  of  the  pound  sterling  compared  with  the 
American  dollar.  Prior  to  the  war  prices  were  on  tHe 
whole  staple  and  the  variations  comparatively  small  from 
reason  to  season,  with  the  noted  exception  oi  hydrastis, 
which  in  the  last  twenty  years  has  steadily  risen  irom 
something  under  Is.  per  lb.  to  20s.  and  even  2Gs._  per 
ib  and  senega  root,  although  not  so  pronounced,  xrom 
I0d   to  Is.  per  lb.  up  to  4s.  per  lb.,  and  even  up  to 
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double  this  price  during  the  "boom."  The  advance  in 
these  two  drugs,  however,  is  genuine,  and  the  higher 
range  of  prices  is  entirely  due  to  the  law  of  supply 
and  demand,  the  former  becoming  less  and  less  owing  to 
the  gradual  weeding  out  of  the  plants  and  the  difficulty 
of  finding  supplies,  with  collectors  having  to  go  further 
afield  with  but  poor  results.  The  general  lines,  however, 
as  we  have  said,  have  remained  staple  for  many  years  until 
the  latter  period  of  the  war  and  the  after-war  "boom." 
During  this  period  they  all  registered  .big  rises,  perhaps 
the  most  noted  being  lobelia  herb,  which  at  one  time 
early  last  year  reached  the  high  figure  of  8s.  per  lb., 
against  a  normal  average  of  6d.  per  lb. 

Last  year,  ,  when  the  demand  suddenly  fell,  good  stocks 
were  general  throughout  the  United  States,  but  these 
under  normal  conditions  would  not  have  excited  any 
notice,  and  even  a  small  quantity  is  too  much  when 
demand  is  at  a  standstill.  This  was  a  feature  of  prac- 
tically all  the  produce  markets,  and  importers  generally 
have  had  that  fact  only  too  prominently  •  brought  before 
them.  Prices  came  down  with  a  run  with  the  further 
accumulation  of  stocks  brought  about  by  the  crops  this 
year,  and  although  most  of  the  values  are  still  above 
pre-war  level — a  bogie  always  before' the  eyes  of  the  un- 
fortunate buyer,  who  during  the  last  twelve  months  finds 
a  cheap  purchase  to-day  is  dear  to-morrow,  until  he 
loses  his  nerve  and  his  faith  in  himself.  In  comparing 
to-day's  prices,  however,  with  the  pre-war  levels,  the 
exchange  is  an  important  item  which  enters  into  the 
argument,  and  also  high  freights  which  seem  very  slow 
in  adjusting  themselves  to  the  different  conditions  now 
rulin'g.  An  item,  therefore,  that  used  to  sell  here  at, 
say,  6d.  per  lb.  (12  cents,  normal),  is  actually  at  its 
pre-war  level  when  costing  %d.  per  lb.  to-day.  This 
takes  no  account  of  the  increased  cost  of  collection, 
which  is  gradually  disappearing,  but  the  matter  of  ex- 
change and  freights  are  items  which  are  very  much  slower, 
in  adjusting  themselves.  Should  demand — not  the  in- 
flated "boom  "  demand — which  was  never  healthy,  but  a 
steady  normal  demand,  set  in,  in  the  New  Year,  stocks 
will  be  absorbed,  forced  sales  cease,  and  an  upward  rather 
than  a  lower  scale  of  prices  is  indicated. 

"Protected"  Menthol 

It  is  difficult  to  find  in  the  list  of  articles,  which  the 
Board  of  Trade  consider — or  rather  considered — as  being- 
dutiable  under  the  Safeguarding  of  Industries  Act,  any 
substance  so  utterly  unjustifiably  included  as  menthol. 
Menthol  fs  the  natural  product,  separated  by  freezing, 
of  Japanese  oil  of  mint.  No  single  purpose  of  the  Act 
could  be  carried  out  by  its  inclusion  in  the  list  of  dutiable 
articles,  and  its  inclusion  is  as  illogical  as  it  is  unjustifi- 
able. After  a  storm  of  criticism,  the  Board  of  Trade 
has  seen  fit  to  add  the  letter  "E"  to  menthol.  We 
think  that  this  course  will,  in  the  long  run,  merely  add 
to  the  home-made  difficulties  of  the  Board,  and  that  the 
wisest  course  would  have  been  to  have  frankly  withdrawn 
menthol  from  the  list.  Public  opinion  is  steadily  gather- 
ing weight',  and  every  detail  of  the  actions  of  committees, 
Parliament,  and  the  Board  is  being  noted  to  aid  the 
expression  of  opinion  of  the  Act,  its  interpretation  and 
its  administration,  when  the  opportune  moment  arrives. 
Let  us  examine  the  facts  in  the  menthol  case..  Menthol 
was  included  in  the  original  list  without  any  qualifica- 
tion. The  list  (H)  was  preceded  by  remarks  which  in- 
cluded a  statement  that  the  letter  "  R  "  signifies^that 
the  chemical  indicated  is  included  only  when  it  is 
"pure,"  "puriss,"  "extra  pure,"  "B.P.,"  etc.  At 
the  time  the  list  was  prepared,  and  to-day  there  is,  as 
a  matter  of  honest  fact,  one  grade  of  menthol,  and  one 
only,  the  imported  Japanese  menthol  of  commerce,  and 
it  was  this  article  that  the  Board  of  Trade  included  in 
the  list.  Finding  a  difficulty  in  weathering  the  storm  of 
adverse  criticism,  the  Board  of  Trade  decided  to  add 
"R"  to  menthol  in  the  list,  but  apparently,  since  the 
ordinary  imported  menthol  is,  in  fact,  B.P.,  the 
letter  "R"  must  be  further  qualified — or  stultified 
— by  the  statement  that  ordinary  imported  Japanese 
menthol  was  not  included.  Having  adopted  this 
expedient    of     temporarily    getting    out     of     a  diffi- 


culty, the  Board  of  Trade  were,  doubtless,  not 
surprked  when  a  question  was  asked  in  the  House  of 
Commons  bearing  on  the  subject.  The  answer  to  this 
question  conveyed  the  information  that  recrystallised 
menthol  superior  in  quality  to  ordinary  menthol  was  listed 
by  a  German  firm  as  far  back  as  1911,  and  one  English 
firm  was  making  small  quantities  of  it.  Is  this  the  right 
way  for  a  Minister  to  deal  with  the  public?  The  facts 
are  clear,  and  this  special  recrystallised  menthol  is  merely 
a  curiosity,  from  a  commercial  point  of  view,  which  has 
been  seized  upon  by  a  Department  and  by  a  Minister  to 
get  out  of  a  difficulty  which  would  have  been  more  pro- 
perly dealt  with  if  the  answer  to  the  question  in  the 
House  of  Commons  had  been  :  "  There  is  no  specially  puri- 
fied menthol  obtainable  in  commerce,  except  as  a  labora- 
tory curiosity,  and  then  it  has  no  superiority  over  ordinary 
menthol,  and  I  find  that  menthol  has  been  improperly 
included  in  the  list,  and  have  ordered  its  withdrawal  there- 
from." For,  let  it  be  understood,  menthol  has,  in  fact, 
been  withdrawn  from  the  list,  even  if  it  remains  there  in 
name — which  is  now  a  mockery. 

Sulphate  of  Ammonium  Prices 

A  circular  issued  by  the  British  Sulphate  of  Ammonia 
Federation  gives  the  revised  prices  of  sulphate  for  the 
first  five  months  of  next  year.  The  circular  states  that 
"the  prices  mentioned  below  are  considerably  lower  than 
pnces-now  being  obtained  for  export,  and  will  apply,  sub- 
ject to  supplies  being  available,  when  the  order  is  received. 
The  right  is  reserved  to  alter  prices  at  any  time  without 
notice,  but  prices_  under  contracts  made  in  accordance  with 
the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  circular-letter  will  not,  of 
course,  be  affected  by  any  subsequent  alteration  in  prices. 
'1'he  Federation  offer  to  sell  sulphate  of  ammonia  for  home 
agricultural  use  at  the  following  prices  : 
For  January  delivery,  1922. 

£16  3s.  per  ton  for  neutral  quality  in  fine  friable  condi- 
tion, free  from  lumps,  containing  25-|  per  cent, 
ammonia  ;  or 

£15  per  ton  for  ordinary  quality  containing  25^  per 
cent,  ammonia. 
For  February  delivery,  1922. 

£16  13s.  per  ton  for  neutral  quality  as  described  above. 

£15  10s.  per  ton  for  ordinary  quality  as  described  above. 
For  March-April-May  delivery,  1922. 

£17  3s.  per  ton  for  neutral  quality  as  described  above. 

£16  per  ton  for  ordinary  quality  as  described  above. 
Neutral  sulphate  of  ammonia  as  described  above,  guaran- 
teed not  to  contain  more  than  .025  per  cent,  free  acid,  will 
be  sold  on  the  basis  of  25f-  per  cent,  ammonia,  with  no 
charge  if  over  251  per  cent.,  but  with  an  allowance  per  ton 
of  3s.  for  each  \  per  cent,  below  standard.

Seychelles  Vanilla 

Exports  during  1920  amounted  to  2.832  kilos.,  compared 
with  3,950  kilos,  in  1919,  and  an  average  of  5,223  kilos,  for 
the  last  _  five  years.  In  spite  of  much  experimental  work 
vanilla  is'  attacked,  in  the  Seychelles  as  elsewhere,  by  a 
host  of  diseases  of  which  practically  nothing  is  known.  These 
diseases,  coupled  with  low  market  prices,  have,  caused  the 
abandonment  of  vanilla  culture  in  Seychelles,  just  as  it 
has  been  abandoned  elsewhere.  When  vanilla  is  newly 
introduced  into  a  country  the  crop  is  good,  but  after  some 
years  the  same  trouble  always  arises  and  cultivation  has  to 
be  abandoned.  Steps  have  been  taken  to  study  these  dis- 
eases in  Seychelles,  and  to  try  to  counteract  their  effects 
by  manuring.

What  Is  Chlorodyne? 
Sir —On  reading  your  report  on  the   paper  on  dis- 
pensing problems  and  worries,  delivered  by  Mr.  William 
Browne  at  the  meeting  of  the  Western  Pharmacists  Asso- 
ciation I  note  the  statement  that  "  There  was  a  consensus 
of  opinion  that   tinct.  chlorof.  et    morph.,  B.P.,  188o, 
should    be   dispensed    when   chlorodyne    is    ordered  in 
prescriptions."    In  that  connection  I  desire  to  say  that 
so  far  as  the  dispensing  of  National  Health  Insurance 
prescriptions  in  Scotland   is  concerned,  it  is  the  con- 
sidered opinion  of  the  Drug  Accounts  Committee  (Scot- 
land) that  for  chlorodynum  the  dispenser  should  dispense 
the  officinal  preparation  of  the    British  Pharmaceutical 
Codex,  and  the  amount  allowed  to  the  chemist  is  based 
on  that  interpretation.    If  the  practitioner  intends  the 
tincture  of   chloroform  and  morphine  of    the  British 
Pharmacopoeia,   1885,  to  be  dispensed,  then  surely  he 
should  order  it  by  its  official  name.    To  interpret  the 
designation    of   a    British    Pharmaceutical    Codex  pre- 
paration as  meaning  a  British  Pharmacopoeia  prepara- 
tion clouds  the  issue,  and  I  trust  this  opinion  will  not 
raise  any  misunderstanding  throughout  Scotland  where 
it    is    so    clearly   and    definitely    understood    that  for 
chlorodynum  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex  prepara- 
tion is  to  be  dispensed.— Yours  faithfully,

Business  Records 

Sib,-"  Solustok  "  (C.  &  D.,  December  24,  p.  70)  appears 
to  imagine  the  single-handed  man  .  has  a  more  difficult 
proposition  before  him  than  the  chemist  with  assistants  ; 
it  is  not  so.    The  bigger  the.  business  turnover,  the  more 
complicated  the  stock-keeping  and  need  for  records ;  that 
is  obvious.     But  when  one  is  reduced  to  the  simplest 
element,  business  methods  and  records  become  a  little 
extra  book  work.    I  assume,  when  a  man  says  he  works 
his  business  alone,  he  means  it  and  does  not  leave  50  per 
cent',  for  his  wife  to  do.    The  aim  of  the  single-handed  man 
is  to  arrange  his  business  on  such  lines  that  it  he  tell 
out  someone  could  carry  on  with  the  minimum  of  trouble, 
and  not  find  chaos  in  place  of  order.    A  pharmacy  per- 
forms a  public  service,  and  a  little  more  is  expected  from 
chemists  than  from  an  oil-shop.    When  a  pharmacy  drops 
out  there  may  follow  the  dislocation  of  a  service,  and 
the  single-hander  should  consider  it  from  the  point  of 
view  of  "  carry  on."    He  is  not  in  business  merely  to 
make  money,  but  if  he  does  his  duty  he  supplies  part  of 
a  public  service.     A  system  is  expounded  not  for  hard- 
and-fast  acceptance,  but  for  adaptation,  involving  modi- 
fying or  rejection  of  what  is  unsuitable  for  particular 
cases.    Thus  to  purchase  articles  in  quarter-dozens  once 
and   three    dozen   another  time  is  not  business,  but  a 
travesty;  such  should  only  be  done  under  force  majeure. 
One  point  for  the  single-hander  is  this  :  The  stock-book 
will  cover  the  whole  business,  as  the  turnover  is  too  small 
for  division.    Moreover,  since  such  a  chemist  alone  buys, 
he  alone  sells,  he  alone  receives  his  stock,  he  should  know, 
unless  his  memory  is  defective,  almost  to  a  nicety  every 
detail  of  the  shop,  and  by  going  through  his  stock-book, 
which  in  this  case  is  his  purchase  ledger,  be  able  to  fill 
in  details  from  his  own  knowledge  about  stock  almost 
without  reference,  ^nd  the  total  record  ought  to  be  within 
a  few  pounds  of  the  correct  figure.    The  single-handed 
man  has  a  soft  job  if  he  knows  how  to  arrange  his  business 
and  possesses  the  will  to  carry  it  out.    So  far  as  the  ques- 
tions he  asks,  well,  may  I  suggest  he  re-reads  the  article 
and  thinks  the  matter  out,  then  he  won't  expect  an 
answer  ?

The  Use  of  Tobacco 

gra  —Having  been  addicted  more  or  less  to  the  habit 
of  smoking  (chiefly  cigarettes)  since  my  apprenticeship 
days   I  read  with  interest  the  letter  of  "M.D.,  Ph.C, 
in  the  C.  &  I).,  December  TO,  p.  76.    To  my  mind,  the 
"pith"  of  his  remarks  is  his  reference  to  "  inhalation, 
which    if  it  be  avoided,  almost  completely  removes  the 
possibility  of  harmful  effects.    From  observations  made 
during  many  years  I  have  arrived  at  the  following  con- 
clusions and  would  welcome  the  opinions  of  other  pharma- 
cists who  worship  at  the  shrine  of  the  goddess  Nicotiana. 
Tire  use  of  tobacco  undoubtedly  is  deleterious  to  young 
people;  it  tends  abnormally  to  increase  cardiac  action, 
induces  irritability  of  the  nervous  system,  and  dulls  the 
memory;  this  has  been    conclusively    proved    m  our 
iuvenile    schools.      Adults    appear    to    become  rapidly 
immune  to  these  effects,  but  usually  experience  loss  of 
appetite,  with  palpitation  and  depression  of  the  heart, 
when  first  they  use  tobacco  in  a  strong  form.  Smoking 
when  fasting  gives  rise  to  dyspepsia  and  flatulence,  and 
impairs  the  appetite;  after  meals,  however,  benefit  seems 
to  oe  derived  from  a  "  quiet  smoke,"  digestion  is  assisted 
and  sufferers  from  bronchial  catarrh  find  it  an  effectual 
expectorant.    The  evil  effects  of  habitual  inhalation  of 
tobacco  fumes  are  readily  recognisable;  emaciated  coun- 
tenances, ,  irregular    pulsation,   and  lassitude  invariably 
result.    A  learned  physician  once  informed  a  patient  with 
whom  I  was  well  acquainted  that  he  firmly  believed  that 
his  days  would  have  been  shortened  were  it  not  that  he 
frequently  exercised  his  voice  by  singing,  thereby  expand- 
ing his  lungs  and  causing  deeper  respiration.    On  the 
other   hand,   many    educated    people   consider    that  it 
cigarettes    occasionally   were    substituted    for    the  too 
frequent  proverbial  "  cup  that  cheers,  but  does  not  in- 
ebriate," there  would  be  far  fewer  sufferers  f«»n  neu- 
rasthenia and  hysteria  among  our  womenfolk     1  myselt 
have  noticed  that  non-smokers  are  more  subject  to  catarrh 
(nasal  and  bronchial)  and  affections  of  the  throat  than 
smokers    and  I  am  convinced  that  tobacco  fumes  as 
claimed  by  our  hospital  students,  are  effectual  m  dispelling 
and  destroying  infectious  germs.    The  toxic  products  of 
the  combustion  of  tobacco  and  the ^  originally  contained 
poisonous  alkaloids  are  volatilised  and  mostly  exhaled  with 
the  smoke,  but  the  habit  of  indulging  m  spirituous  lever- 
ages while  smoking  seems  to  increase  their  absorption 
into  the  system,  with  consequent  evd  enects.

Insurance  Dispensing-fees 

Sir -It  is  perhaps  rather  futile  to  discuss  the  pro- 
posed  cut    in  the    dispensing-fees  for  Insurance  work 
when,  if  one  who  has  no  inside  knowledge  of  the  position 
can  only  read  between  the  lines,  the  attitude  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  is  :  take  it  or  leave  it.    There  is  only 
one  answer  to  such  a  hold-up    and  that  is  in  srmi  ar 
terms     But  I  have  not  the  slightest  hope  that  English 
pharmacists  will  have  the  unanimity  of  purpose  necessary 
for  such  a  step,  so  as  to  presen    the  combined  front  re 
quired,  while  the  advice  of  our  leaders  ( ?)  will  doubtless 
be  the  hackneyed  formula,  "We  advise  you  to  accept  the 
terms  in  case  the  Ministry  insist  on  further  reductions 
Ser  service,"  etc  But  at  the  same  time  a .  brief  resumi 
of  the  facts  can  do  no  harm,  and  will  possibly  keep  the 
matter  in  its  proper  perspective.    To  start  at  the  begin- 
ning, panel  chemists  never  ha.e  been  paid  an  adequate 
return  for  their  services,  and  although  the  present  fees 
were  granted  with  a  warning  that,  they  might  not  be 
adhered  to,    they  were  generally  accepted  as  a  slight, 
though  tardy,  recognition  of  the  pharmacists  services, 
and  to  make  a  reduction  now  is  not  like  the  mere  dis- 
continuance of.  a  war  bonus,  but  to  take  away '  that 
recognition  of  value  received.    Furthermore,  it  must  be 
remembered  that  when  the  Act  was  first  proposed  the 
payment  for  doctors  was  estimated  at  5s.  per  head,  and 
thJy  flatly  refused  to  accept  it,  so  that  the  Government 
was  compelled  to  raise  the  offer  to  7s.  6d.   with  a  conse- 
quence that  the  amount  left  available  for  the  Drug  Fund 
was  not  sufficient,  and  owing  partly  to  this  and  partly 
to  the  methods  of   prescribing  adopted  initially  panel 
pharmacists    were  discounted,    in   some  cases  to  large 
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amounts.    It  may  be  argued  that  a  contract  is  a  contract 
for  profit  or  loss,  and  that  if  we  were  dissatisfied  we 
should  not  have  taken  on  a  fresh  term;  but  in  case  of 
the  proposed  reduction  now  these  facts  should  be  borne 
in  mind  to  our  credit,  as  we  suffered  the  loss  for  several 
years,  and  when  it  was  seen  that  the  chemist  had  reached 
the  limit  of  his  complacency  the  Government  introduced 
the  cost-price  tariff.    The  bait  held   out  was  that  the 
pharmacist  should  be  relieved  of   the  tedious  work  of 
pricing ;  but  it  was  a  rude  shock  when  we  found  that  we 
had  to  pay  for  the  work  being  done,  and  I  am  sure  that 
if  this  fact  had  been  realised  the   new    terms  would 
not  have  been  accepted  so  readily.    Again,  there  is  an 
allowance  of  2d.  per  insured  person  for  the  Panel  Com- 
mittees.   Is  this  deducted  from  the  doctors'  fees,  and  do 
they  not  also  receive  a  grant  for  certain  clerical  work  in 
addition  to  the  capitation  payment  ?    Then,  when  the  new 
tariff  was  introduced  in  1916  the   fee  for  compounded 
mixtures  was  2.8d.    By  no  stretch  of  imagination  could  this 
be  called  remunerative;  it  was  a  contemptible  sum  to  offer 
a  skilled  worker,  even  if  no  responsibilities  were  entailed  ; 
while  to  this  was  added  later  0.3  of  a  penny  as  an  "  act  of 
grace."    Both  the  amount  offered  and  the  words  used 
were  such  that,  if  I  were  to  repeat  the  remarks  I  heard 
at  the  time  from  panel  pharmacists,  you  would  not  print 
them.    Still  later,  when  it  was  seen  that  the  costs  were 
rising  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  payment  made^  this 
was  increased  to  4d.,  and  in  1921,  as  I  said  before,  the 
6d.  fee  began  to  reach,  to  some  extent,  adequate  recogni-' 
tion.    Therefore  on  all  grounds — equity,  justice,  payment 
for  value  of  service  received — there  is  not  a  single  argu- 
ment for  reduction  that  holds  good,  except,  perhaps,  that 
of  economy.    Well,  economy,  like  charity,  begins  at  home ; 
let  us  remember  the  thirty  medical  officers  appointed  at 
£1,000  a  year  each  ;  let  us  remember  the  multiplication 
of  committees  and  officials  under  new  borough  councils; 
and,  above  all,  let  us  remember  that  the  reduction  of  a 
penny  comes  directly  off  the  salary  part  of  our  payment. 
As  at  least  half  the  dispensing-fee  goes  in  establishment 
charges,  that  penny  represents  one-third  of  our  income 
under  the  service.    If  the  Ministry  of  Health  are  sincere 
about  economy  they  should  start  at  the  top,  and  cut  the 
salaries  by  one-third  all  the  way  down.    If  this  is  done 
I  am  sure  that  chemists  would  not  grumble  when  the 
bottom  of  the  list  was  reached.    But  in  any  negotiations 
(if  it  is  possible  to  negotiate)  there  are  certain  anomalies 
which  should  be  pointed  out  and  remedial  regulations 
insisted  on.    One  is  the  bottle  question  that  several  of 
your  correspondents  have  brought  forward.  Ta  have  to  let 
out  bottles  on  hire,  and  to  take  them  back  months,  or 
perhaps  years,  afterwards,  and  to  return  the  deposit  in  full, 
is  absurd,  and  a  compromise  might  be  found  by  returning 
two-thirds  the  deposit  after  a  rronth's  interval.  There 
should  also  be  some  way  of  advising  panel  patients  as  to 
their  liabilities  in  this  respect,  so  as  to  avoid  the  present 
difficulties  with  awkward  customers.    Another  point  that 
should  be  insisted  on  is  some  allowance  for  wastage  in 
garbling,  as  it  is  impossible  to  dispense  small  quantities 
without  some  leakage,   and  a  cost-price  tariff  does  not 
allow  for  it,  even  with  the  new  minimum.    Broken  bulk 
of  proprietaries  should  be  discussed  and  a  definite  ruling 
obtained  as  to  what  preparations  are  allowable  and  what 
are  not ;  in  theory  the  doctor  is  responsible,  but  in  prac- 
tice the  chemist's   account  is   docked.      The  hours  of 
service   also  require  discussion ;  there  should  be  some 
means  of  insisting  that  doctors  adhere  to  their  advertised 
hours,  when  the  complaints  against  chemists  would  auto- 
matically cease.  .  The  panel  pharmacists'  lepresentatives, 
therefore,  should  not   take  up  their  usual  attitude  of 
thanks  for  small  mercies,  but  should  plainly  state  that 
if  they  agree  to  a  reduction  on  the  score  of  economy — as 
such  reduction  is  justified  on  no  other  basis — then  as  a 
qvid  pro  quo  they  expect  consideration  with  regard  to 
these  matters,  which  will  cost  the  Government  little  or 
nothing.  Yours  faithfully,

Effect  of  Advertising 
Sib, — It  is  hardly  possible  that  a  retailer  and  a  manu- 
facturer can  look  at  advertised   commodities  from  the 
same  point  of  view,  but  I  think  that  one  deduction  that 


the  Editor  of  the  "  Lightning  Dash"  makes  in  his  letter 
(C.  Jk  D.,  November  26,  p.  78)  will  not  bear  investigation. 
He  says  that  "it  is  distinctly  the  fault  of  the  chemist  if 
the  customer  goes  somewhere  else  to  purchase  the  article 
when  he  wants  a  further  supply";  well,  on  looking 
through  a  large  number  of  advertisements  for  various 
proprietaries,  I  find  in  every  instance  some  such  phrase 
as  "at  all  chemists,"  "of  all  chemists  and  stores,"  "  of 
chemists  and  dealers  everywhere,"  some  advertisers  go 
further  and  state  "  of  all  branches  of  Boots  and  Timothy 
White's  and  other  chemists,"  while  one  or  two  even 
put  "obtainable  at  chemists  and  grocers."  So  far,  there- 
fore, from  it  being  the  chemist's  fault  if  the  customer 
went  elsewhere  for  a  second  supply,  it  would  be  surprising 
if  he  did  not.  In  these  days  of  rapid  transit  people  move 
about  more  frequently  in  the  course  of  one  day  than 
years  ago  they  did  in  a  lifetime,  and  the  customer,  know- 
ing that  he  can  purchase  the  product  at  all  chemists  and 
stores,  turns  into  the  first  one  handy.  Let  us  presume 
that  the  editor  of  the  "  Lightning  Dash  "  decided  to 
purchase  a  packet  of  a  much-advertised  brand  of 
cigarettes ;  the  next  day  his  business  or  pleasure  takes 
him  to  some  other  district  of  Manchester,  and  he  requires 
another  packet,  would  he  go  back  to  the  first  shop  or 
go  into  the  nearest  ?  The  answer  is  obvious.  From  this 
it  is  also  obvious  that  the  customer  obtained  for  nothing, 
the  customer  who  makes  up  his  mind  before  he  enters  the 
shop,  is  not  so  valuable  as  the  customer  who  is  attracted 
by  the  chemist's  own  personality  or  persuasion.  If  I 
sell  a  customer  a  preparation  of  my  own  and  he  is  satisfied 
.  and  requires  more,  he  is  bound  to  come  back  to  me,  and 
what  is  more,  as  experience  shows,  he  sends  his  friends 
to  me  as  well,  and  if  perchance  he  moves  away  from 
my  town  he  sends  by  post,  and  in  this  way  I  have  quite 
a  postal  connection.  Surely  such  a  customer  is  a  more 
valuable  one  than  one  brought  to  the  shop  by  publicity, 
who  can  and  does  procure  the  article  anywhere  else  he 
likes.  I  am  not  denying  the  fact  that  large  advertising 
opens  up  new  custom  in  general,  as  there  is  always  a 
section  of  the  public  who  do  not  buy  until  the  article 
is  put  right  under  their  nose,  and  there  is  also  a  section 
who  try  every  patent  medicine  after  they  have  read  the 
advert.  ;  but  this  is  really,  chance  custom,  and  it  is  just 
as  likely  to  be  directed  to  one's  opponent  as  to  oneself. 
This  brings  us  back  to  the  difference  between  the  manu- 
facturer's and  the  retailer's  view ;  in  the  first  case  the 
advertiser  endeavours  to  send  the  public  to  the  retailer, 
any  retailer,  every  retailer,  if  he  can,  and  it  does  not 
matter  to  him  which  one,  as  they  are  all  bound  to  get 
their  supplies  from  him.  Yours  truly,

Sir— The  Editor  of  the  "Lightning  Dash"  (C.  &  D., 
November  26,  p.  78)  puts  'up  what  is,  I  suppose,  the 
best  possible  defence  of  a  poor  case,  for  exceedingly 
poor  it  is,  and  no  amount  of  argument  can  get  away 
from  hard  facts.  Whether  intentionally  or  not,  his 
suggestion  was  that  Veno's  might  be  regarded  in  the 
light  of  a  catch  line  to  bring  customers  for  other  goods. 
He  forgets  that  a  catch  line  is  one  of  outstanding  value 
for  the  price  asked,  and  I  have  yet  to  learn  that  Veno's 
possesses  any  remarkable  superiority  over  any  other  Is.  3d. 
proprietary  cough-mixture.  Any  proprietor  of  a  quick- 
selling  line  might  argue  similarly,  and  use  it  as  an 
excuse  for  not  giving  a  living  profit.  Expenses  vary 
from  15  to  20  per  cent.,  and  if  every  proprietor  of  a 
quick-selling  line  gave  the  scanty  profit  Messrs.  Veno  do 
half  the  chemists  in  the  country  would  go  out  of  business, 
for  the  huge  turnover  necessary  to  yield  a  working  profit 
would  be  impossible.  There  is  no  reason  whatever  why 
reasonable  profits  gained  legitimately  should  have  to 
enable  the  chemist  to  live  while  selling  at  Is.  3d.  each, 
lines  costing  12s.  5d.  per  dozen,  in  themselves  a  dead  loss. 
I  am  quite,  aware  that  by  buying  many  dozens  and  giving 
window-shows  the  profit  can  be  slightly  increased ;  but 
what  a  stock  we  should  have  to  hold  if  similar  buying 
was  necessary  on  everything  to  enable  us  to  show  a  just 
discernible  profit,  even  if  it  does  manage  to  clear  a  loss! 
As  for  the  statement  about  a  customer  being  brought 
to  the  shop  who  would  otherwise  not  have  come,  does 
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"Lightning  Dash"  seriously  mean  to  suggest  that  if 
Veno's  were  unavailable  the  man  would  take  no  steps 
to  cure  his  cough  ?  No,  he  would  naturally  go  to  a 
chemist  for  something  else,  probably  with  more  profit  to 
the  chemist  and  possibly  more  benefit  to  himself.  Arid 
the  "new  customer."  Is  there  such  a  person?  I  think 
every  man  or  woman  goes  to  a  chemist  occasionally,  and 
he  would  naturally  get  his  Veno's  where  he  gets  his  box 
of  boric  ointment  or  his  toilet  soap.  Even  if  one  chemist 
does  get  an  occasional  customer  for  this  line  who  usually 
goes  elsewhere,  no  doubt  other  chemists  are  having  the 
same,  and  matters  are  levelled  up.  No,  if  it  costs  a 
chemist  2£d.  to  take  a  shilling  it  costs  him  over  3d.  to 
take  Is.  3d.,  and  a  Is.  3d.  line  at  12s:  5d.  a  dozen  is  a  I 
loss,  and  no  chemist  can  live  on  losses  unless  they  are 
bolstered  up  by  lines  which  bear  more  than  their  fair 
share  of  profit.

The  Pharmaceutical  Position 

Sib, — The  members  of  the  Bradford  Pharmacists' 
Association  apparently  take  a  very  pessimistic  view  of  the 
future  of  pharmacy  (G.  &  D.,  December  17,  p.  63),  and 
to  a  certain  extent  they  are  right,"  as  it  is  becoming 
increasingly  evident  that  to  make  a  living  out  of  pharmacy 
to-day  one  has  to  sink  all  ideas  x>f  professionalism  and 
compete  with  others  as  a  trader  pure  and  simple.  At 
the  same  time  I  cannot  see  that  there  is  anything  wrong 
with  the  methods  of  practical  pharmacy  as  carried  on 
by  pharmacists  in  their  daily  work ;  the  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  Insurance  scripts  that  are  dispensed  yearly 
are  done  at  a  minimum  of  expense  and  a  maximum  of 
efficiency,  and,  considering  the  awkward  conditions  under 
which  the  service  is  carried  out  and  the  inadequate  re- 
muneration, with  a  prospect  of  worse  rather  than  better 
payment  ,  it  is  a  standing  testimonial  to(  the  skill  of  the 
pharmacist  that  the  number  of  complaints  or  mistakes 
is  so  small  as  to  be  negligible  and  practically  non-existent. 
It  is  not  very  helpful,  therefore,  to  read  in  a  report 
elsewhere  of  the  same  meeting  that  Mr.  Pilkington 
Sargeant  in  his  reply  said  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
has  to  work  for  the  permanent  improvement  of  pharmacy, 
and  must  leave  the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union  to  look 
after  the  betterment  of  material  conditions  of  the  present. 
It  reads  as  though  the  Society,  having  been  ruled  out 
of  touching  on  trade  matters,  is  going  to  leave  the  existing 
members  to  stew  in  their  own  juice,  whilst  earmarking 
their  subscriptions  to  inaugurate  an  era  of  super -trained 
bacterio-analytical  pharmacists,  who  will  in  all  probability 
never  have  an  opportunity  of  startling  the  pharmaceutical 
world  with  proofs  of  their  prowess. — Yours  truly.

4.  Now  we  are  in  for  a  cycle  of  keen  competition  from 
men  out  of  work  in  other  trades,  and  too  many  young 
travellers  are  touting  our  best  sellers  to  hucksters.
